Save the Gaiety 


N WHAT APPEARS to be a misguided at- 


tempt to wipe out what’s left ef the Com- 
bat Zone, Boston mayor Tom Menino is 
actively supporting a plan to tear down one 


of the city’s most significant historic theaters. 


By allowing developers to reduce the 96- 


year-old Gaiety Theatre to rubble and replace 


it with a luxury apartment tower, Menino 
would destroy a precious 
part of our cultural heritage 
and violate the city’s own 
zoning codes. Moreover, the 
mayor would be thumbing 
his nose at a broad-based 
coalition of activists that has 
developed its own plan to re- 
habilitate the theater and 
build a more modest housing 
development. 

As Phoenix staff writer 
Kristen Lombardi reports 
(see “To Hell With Every- 
one,” page 1), plans for the 
Gaiety — located in the 
dodgy lower Washington 
Street area, at the edge of the Midtown Cul- 
tural District — are shrouded largely in se- 
crecy. Despite the Phoenix’s numerous in- 


quiries, Menino, along with everyone else fa- 


voring the plan, declines to discuss the Gai- 
ety, citing pending litigation. But essentially, 
the mayor and other top city officials have 
signed on to a plan by businessman and phi- 
lanthropist Alan Lewis, who owns a number 
of properties in the Combat Zone area. 
Lewis, who’s also not talking, seeks to tear 
down the Gaiety and build in its stead a 
$120 million, 346-unit glass-and-steel tower 
whose 290-foot height would be nearly dou- 
ble the area’s 155-foot limit. In a concession 
bordering on mockery, the tower — to be 
called Residences at Kensington Place 
would incorporate an “interpretive exhibit” 
on the Gaiety in its lobby. 

The long-shuttered Gaiety may not be 
much to look at right now. But in its day the 
theater, designed by the distinguished archi- 
tect Clarence Blackall, was a pioneering 
home to vaudeville, and was the only venue 
in New England where African-American 
vaudevillians could perform. And though 
some understandably wonder whether its 
1500 seats could be filled, given that it’s sur- 
rounded by such theaters as the Colonial, 
the Wang, the Wilbur, and the Shubert, ad- 
vocates say the Gaiety, in addition to its 
manageable size, has an unusual advantage: 
near-perfect acoustics, rivaling those of 
Symphony and Jordan Halls, which are so 
heavily in demand that they regularly turn 
away bookings. Properly rehabbed, the Gai- 
ety would be an ideal place for chamber 
music, opera, and jazz. Community activists 
say the Gaiety could also function as an 
Asian performing-arts center, in keeping 
with its location near Chinatown. 

To demonstrate that the idea of saving the 
Gaiety is not just wishful thinking, the Asian 
Community Development Corporation 
(ACDC) has put together a plan pairing a 
fixed-up theater with a smaller apartment 
tower. The ACDC plan would also set aside 
a higher proportion of units for affordable 
housing than the Kensington plan does, and 
would do so at prices far more affordable for 
working people. 

Yet Menino has rejected this common- 
sense approach, and appears to be hell-bent 
on giving Alan Lewis what he wants, over 
the objection not only of activists but of 
Boston city councilors Chuck Turner, Felix 

Arroyo, and Maura Hennigan. “No one who 
looks at that theater can say with a straight 
face that it is not important to the city,” says 
Hennigan, who is often mentioned as a pos- 








sible rival to Menino in the 2005 mayoral 
election. Sadly, Councilor Jim Kelly, whose 
district includes Chinatown, and Denny 
Ching, Menino’s liaison to Chinatown, have 


both voiced their support for the Kensington 


project. It is unfortunate that Kelly would 
place his need to curry favor with the mayor 


over the wishes of his constituents. Ching, of 


course, is the mayor’s 
man. Chinatown residents 
would be wise not to con- 
fuse their interests with 
his, or City Hall’s. 

Given that none of the 
principals, including Meni- 
no and Lewis, is willing to 
talk, one can only guess 
why the mayor would 
rather violate the zoning 
laws than preserve a cul- 
tural landmark. The most 
likely explanation is that 
Menino sees the Kensing- 


drive the last nail into the 
coffin of the Combat Zone, the tiny remnant 
of what was once a large adult-entertain- 


ment district. The Glass Slipper, a strip club, 


would be torn down as part of the Kensing- 
ton development. (Indeed, the owner of the 
Glass Slipper is one of those who has filed 
suit.) In addition, the presence of a large 
luxury-apartment building could tip the bal- 
ance of the neighborhood to the point where 


it no longer makes sense for adult businesses 


to stick around. After all, that is what hap- 
pened in Times Square, in New York. 

But the Combat Zone is already so small 
that it poses no threat to anyone — if adult 
entertainment can even be considered a 
threat. It is perverse to tear down a once- 
and-potentially-still-great theater in order to 
drive out of business a dirty bookstore or 
two (at least one of which rents space from 
Lewis). It’s also a direct contradiction of 
Menino’s numerous pledges over the years 
— largely unfilled — to meet the needs of 
Boston’s arts-and-culture community. 

Rather than fighting the community, 
Menino should join with it — and save the 
Gaiety Theatre.

For months now, Fitzgerald has been is- 
suing subpoenas to journalists, threatening 
them with jail if they refuse to tell him the 
source of the Plame leak. Among them: the 
Washington Post’s Walter Pincus, Time mag- 
azine’s Matthew Cooper, and NBC News’s 
Tim Russert. Last week, this witch-hunt 
reached a new level, with New York Times 
reporter Judith Miller being held in con- 
tempt of court, and threatened with an 18- 
month jail stay, if she continues to insist on 
protecting her confidential sources. In sin- 
gling out Miller, Fitzgerald has plumbed the 
depths of outrageousness: Miller has not 
written one word about the Plame case, and 
she has also been slapped with another sub- 
poena by Fitzgerald — acting in his capacity 
as US attorney for Chicago — in a totally 
unrelated terrorism case. 

Journalists do not have an absolute right 
to keep their sources confidential. Over the 
years the courts have made it clear that re- 
porters have the same civic responsibility 
as any member of the public to provide rele- 
vant information in an ongoing criminal in- 
vestigation. But in its landmark Branzburg v. 
Hayes decision, the US Supreme Court in 
1972 suggested that certain standards must 
be-met before prosecutors can start dragging 
journalists to the witness stand. As interpret- 
ed by the courts, the Branzburg ruling has 
come to mean that journalists may not be 
forced to reveal their sources unless the in- 
formation they have is crucial to an ongoing 
criminal investigation, and unless there are 
no alternative means of obtaining that infor- 
mation from non-journalists. Above all, 
Branzburg makes it clear that prosecutors 
may not use their power.to harass reporters. 
Yet that is precisely what Ashcroft, through 
Fitzgerald, is up to in the case of Judith 
Miller. 

Oddly enough, there have been no reports 
of Novak himself having been subpoenaed or 
called on to reveal his sources, even though 
he presumably knows as well as anyone the 
identities of those “senior administration 
officials” who whispered Plame’s name into 
his ear. Novak has consistently declined to 
comment, so it’s impossible to know 
whether he’s been called or not. 

But it’s important to keep in mind the po- 
litical roots of this dispute. Plame is the wife 
of former ambassador Joseph Wilson, who 
has criticized the White House for ignoring 
his report contradicting the official line that 
Saddam Hussein had attempted to obtain 
uranium for Iraq’s nuclear-weapons pro- 
gram from the African country of Niger. 
Plame’s name may have been leaked to 
Novak and other journalists, ruining her ca- 
reer and possibly endangering lives, in retali- 
ation for Wilson’s outspokenness. 

If he wished, George W. Bush could find 
out tomorrow which of his underlings outed 
Valerie Plame. Instead, his administration, in 
the person of Fitzgerald, is harassing and in- 
timidating the journalists who were the re- 
cipients of White House leaks. It’s a charac- 
teristic tactic for these thugs — and it sends 
a chilling message to any reporter who 
promises confidentiality to a source while at- 
tempting to ferret out the truth. This is just 
one more reason that Bush and his adminis- 
tration need to be turned out of office. &

Re:generation Records opens 


The sign isn’t up yet, but Re:generation Records is open for business. Owned by 
Ross Noyes and Sue Jeiven, two punks active in the local DIY scene, Re:generation is a 
small record shop and soon-to-be tattoo parlor specializing in punk, hardcore, indie, 
and garage releases. Settling into the Harvard Avenue space where “hodgepodge 
retailer” Flyrabbit used to be, the newest tenant in Allston’s Harvard Avenue strip just 
rolled up its iron mesh this past weekend, and already it feels like part of the 
neighborhood. On day one, Re:generation had its inaugural show, with hardcore band 
Sleeper Cell playing on the small stage in the back. On day two, Re:generation had its 
first official shoplifter, a former understudy for the New Hampshire punk band the 
Queers, who cried when he got caught. On day three, well, it’s only half-past noon and 
Noyes has already figured out what the early-afternoon business will be like. “This time 
of the day all you’re going to get is that one kid,” he says, referring to a lanky kid 
trading in a stack of seven-inch records, “and then every Allston scumbag on the strip 
who’s trying to sell you cans of fish food they stole.” 


For Noyes and Jeiven, Re:generation Records is a reformation of sorts. Two years ago, 


they rented out a vacant Standard Electric building in Dorchester with the intention of 
booking shows there and calling the place Regeneration. Jeiven sank her “life savings” 
into the project, installing a sound system and building the place into a venue. But after 
only five shows, Boston’s Inspectional Services Department came knocking and told 
them they needed to sink a bunch more money into the place to bring it up to code. 
Noyes and Jeiven couldn’t swing the cost, so they shut down the warehouse, lost their 
entire investment, and went flat broke. Noyes, who'd been living in the warehouse, 
ended up sleeping in a friend’s closet. Jeiven had the repo man after her, trying so 
aggressively to repossess her car that every night she removed the car’s license plates 
and hid it in a neighbor’s driveway. “It was the worst,” says Jeiven, 33, emptying a can 
of wet dog food into a dish for her Chihuahua, Ren. “We were in financial ruin. It was 
so bad. I look back at it now and that was the worst time I’ve had in Boston.” 

Jeiven, who moved to Boston about seven years ago from New Jersey, worked at 
Flyrabbit. So when the store’s owner decided to shut down the business, she asked if 
Jeiven wanted to take over the lease. The answer was yes, and the name Re:generation 
has never been more appropriate. 

A lot has changed. The display-case storefront formerly cluttered with phrenology 
heads, ’zines, and plastic insects now holds three fuzzy television sets, a thick biography 
of the Germs’ Darby Crash, and a one-armed manikin with a tattooed sleeve and a R(A)W 
POWER T-shirt that’s priced at $12. Inside, the room’s comfy, with a red couch, red walls, 
and red carpets, and a corner stage with a flier-plastered base. On the floor, there’s a rack 
of backpatches (Corrosion of Conformity, the Pogues), T-shirts (Rancid, Napalm Death), 
and bookshelves with day-glo Japanese fashion magazines, street-art books, and small- 
press releases. By the door, there are 50-cent headbands emblazoned with Headbangers’ 
Ball bands circa 1989-’90: Skid Row, Whitesnake, Scorpions, Dokken, Ozzy. 

Re:generation makes no apologies for being a specialty shop for punk/hardcore/ 
indie record collectors. Recently, some guy came in and complained that he’d never 
heard of anything in the bins. “He was like, ‘I listen to ’BCN, I’m hip, and I don’t know 
any of these bands,’” says Jeiven. And that’s exactly the point of Re:generation: to be a 
kind of oasis for people who might buy The Original Modern Lovers CD, the Cramps’ 
Booze Party, or an Alternative Tentacles compilation. “We only want to deal with 
independent music and independent bands,” explains Noyes. “Anything major that we 
get in would be something that we’re buying used from a person.” 

And they both realize that opening a record store when indie shops all over are flailing 
financially is a risk. But that’s where the tattoo parlor comes in — the aspect of the 
business that'll actually make money. “That way we'll be able to run the record store 
how we want,” says Noyes, who’s also in the Refuseniks and the recently disbanded 
Sirens. “The ideal situation would be for the record store to break even and be self- 
sustaining.” They’re also hoping to make Re:generation a brick-and-mortar beachhead 
with a ‘zine library, tattoo shop, and occasional DIY venue “for touring bands who can’t 
play anywhere else and local bands [whose stuff] we’re selling.” Basically, says Jeiven, 
“we want to have a core group of customers, and then things should be okay.”

of Citizens Alliance. “Our feeling is that there shouldn't 
be consequences from voting,” she says. Mekrut adds 
that claiming a New Hampshire domicile does not 
trigger a right to state benefits such as in-state tuition 
rates or Medicaid. 

At a Tuesday forum at Saint Anselm College, in 
Manchester, representatives of the secretary of state 
and attorney general answered questions about the 
domicile law, but failed to clear up the issues, Mekrut 
says. Chuck Weed, a state representative and a political- 
science professor at Keene State College, also attended 
the unsatisfying forum. “I’m almost certain we’re going 
to have a constitutional challenge” to the 

domicile law, he says. 
Republicans say the law is intended to 
ensure that people vote where they have 
a true stake and interest, while letting 
permanent residents control their 
own local politics. But just a handful 
of Democratic legislators joined 
the Republican majority in voting 
for it, Weed says: “It would be 
hard to call it a bipartisan 
piece of legislation.” 

Towns have historically 
discouraged college 
students from voting 
locally, McCarthy says, but 
the issue has special salience this year. The presidential 
election is expected to be very close in New Hampshire, 
a state that awarded its four puny but critical electoral 
votes to George W. Bush in 2000 by a margin of just 
6800 votes. Groups aligned with both parties are 
encouraging students to vote in swing-state New 
Hampshire rather than in their “home” states 
particularly if they come from, say, Massachusetts. “I’ve 
talked to a few [students from Massachusetts] and told 
them they should register up here,” says Sylvia. 

The Democratic National Committee is sending legal 
observers to New Hampshire, as it is to other closely 
contested states, to help ensure that nobody is 
prevented from voting. The state’s Democratic Party 
has set up a Web site (www.studentscanvote.com) to 
try to clear up the confusion, and is looking for 
volunteers to help spread the word on campuses, 
according to New Hampshire Democratic Party 
spokesperson Kathleen Strand. But Mekrut is 
particularly concerned about unprepared students who 
arrive at the polling place planning to register that day, 
which is allowed in New Hampshire. When faced with 
the affidavit and warnings of dire consequences, they 
may simply turn away. 


More than 50,000 college students reside in New 
Hampshire — depending on what you mean by 
“reside.” Granite State Republicans have put forth a 
new take on that definition, one that some say is 
intended to disenfranchise young voters. 

“They know that New Hampshire is going to come 
down to one or two thousand votes, so Republicans are 
trying to keep students from registering here,” says 
Andrew Sylvia, president of the Democrats Club at 
Keene State College. 

Among an array of recently passed New Hampshire 
election-law reforms is a change in the definition of 
who has a right to vote there. “An 
established domicile” in the state is no 
longer enough; instead, New 
Hampshire must be the site of a 
voter’s “a single established 
domicile” (emphasis added), 
newly defined as “that one place 
where a person ... manifests 
an intent to maintain a 
single continuous presence 
for domestic, social, and 
civil purposes.” 

In other words, 
voting is not meant for 
punks just passing 
through before 
running home to mommy and daddy for the summer. A 
new voter-registration form further emphasizes the 
point. “I understand that a person can claim only one 
state and one city/town as his or her domicile,” it reads 
in part. “In declaring New Hampshire as my domicile, I 
realize that I may be forfeiting benefits or rights.” 

That last vaguely threatening clause is causing 
particular consternation, both for out-of-state students 
and for native New Hampshirites who attend school in 
another part of the state. Town clerks and college 
offices have spread word of grave consequences for 
those who renounce their “real” domicile. Some are 
easily dealt with; for example, voters must obtain a New 
Hampshire driver’s license or ID within 60 days of 
declaring the new domicile, which could in turn affect 
their car insurance. But word has also spread — partly 
through rumor, partly through zealous officials — that 
students who change their official domicile can lose 
their financial aid, their health insurance, and who 
knows what else. Registrants must also sign a scary new 
domicile affidavit, which threatens imprisonment and 
fines for those who commit voter fraud through a false 
domicile claim.

Vermonters get over the 
civil-union battle; can Bay 
Staters do the same? 


Vermont’s civil-union controversy, which nearly paralyzed the Green 
Mountain State four years ago, isn’t much of a political issue anymore. 
See for yourself by checking out the current issue of the Chronicle 
(www.bartonchronicle.com), a weekly newspaper covering Orleans 
County, the heart of Vermont’s rural Northeast Kingdom. (I picked up the 
paper over Columbus Day weekend, which I spent in Jay, Vermont.) A 
front-page article on local legislative races makes clear that voters and 
candidates have put it behind them. 

In the 2000 elections, held right after the state legislature approved the 
civil-union law, Orleans County voters kicked out four incumbents (one 
Democrat and three Republicans) who had supported the law. In their 
place, voters sent four Republican social conservatives to Montpelier, who 
joined two others from Orleans County who had opposed civil unions. 
The legislators became known as the Six Pack, and the story of how they 
came to office evolved into shorthand for how the civil-union debate 
affected politics in Vermont. (David Moats includes the Six Pack story in 
Civil Wars, his excellent book about Vermont's civil-union debate.) 

In this fall’s Republican primary, Mike Marcotte, who owns a Jimmy 
Kwik mini-mart in Newport, Vermont, defeated Six Packer John Hall of 
Newport. But the hot-button issue this time around wasn’t legal 
recognition of same-sex relationships, but whether a local Catholic 
church should be allowed to lease antenna space in its bell towers to 
Verizon Wireless. (Marcotte chairs the parish council of the church in 
question.) Although Hall has refused to give up and will run against 
Marcotte as an independent this November, Marcotte insists that the 
civil-union question isn’t dominating the race: “That issue has come and 
gone. I think the issue’s over with. It divided people, but people have 
learned to live with it.” 

Indeed, Duncan Kilmartin, one of 
the Six Packers whose re-election 
seems safe and who remains angry 
about the Vermont Supreme Court 
ruling that prompted the legislature to 
create the civil-union law, insists that 
he is not a “one-issue person.” 
Although he told the Chronicle that 
Justices Denise Johnson and John 
Dooley, the architects of the Vermont 
court’s ruling, “have no respect for 
the separation of powers,” he had 
much more to say about wind power 
(which he opposes) and the need for 
economic stimulation in the 
Northeast Kingdom. And he had very 
kind words for Marcotte. “I feel 
particularly fortunate to be running with Mike Marcotte, because of his 
experience in municipal government,” Kilmartin said. “I really think the 
citizens of the district will benefit if Mike and I are allowed to share the 












“There is an atmosphere of fear, whether it is 
intentional or not,” says Bill McCarthy, an organizer 
with New Hampshire Citizens Alliance, in Concord.

What's next for WBUR? 


It took just three weeks for everything to fall apart for Jane Christo, 
the talented, driven, dictatorial, fear-inspiring general manager 
who over the course of 25 years transformed WBUR Radio 
(90.9 FM) into one of the most influential public stations in 
the country. 

On September 17, Christo announced that BUR would 
sell WRNI (AM 1290), in Providence, and its sister station, 
in Westerly, Rhode Island, after acquiring the stations just 
six years ago for some $2.4 million. The announcement set 
off a furor among Rhode Island donors. And it led WBUR’s 
license-holder, Boston University, to delay the sale until Rhode 
Island attorney general Patrick Lynch could complete an 
investigation of the stations’ finances (see “Don’t Quote 
Me,” News and Features, September 24 and October 8). 

Within days, Boston University revealed that it was 
conducting its own investigation after receiving an mei oe 
anonymous letter — purportedly from current and former 
WBUR staff members — accusing Christo of mismanagement and 
nepotism. After revelations that WBUR and WRNI had run up millions 
of dollars in debt during the past few years, Christo’s departure 
suddenly began to look inevitable. Last Friday, WBUR announced that 
Christo would resign (see “Media Log,” BostonPhoenix.com, October 
8). Her final day at the station will be this Friday. 

“| am extremely proud of the significant contribution that WBUR has 
made to public radio here in New England and nationally. | am 
confident that when concluded, the internal investigation will show that

said in a prepared statement. 

So where does WBUR go from here? According to Boston 
University spokeswoman Nancy Sterling, it is not yet clear who will run 
the station after Christo departs. An interim general manager likely will 
be chosen “this week or next week,” Sterling says, declining to 
comment on whether candidates for that post are internal, external, 

or both. As for finding a permanent replacement, Sterling says, 
= “| don’t think that has been determined yet. The most 
important thing is finding an interim general manager. Then 
a search will be launched for a permanent general 
manager.” 
Attorney General Lynch says Christo’s resignation will 
have no impact on his investigation into whether money 
donated to WRNI by Rhode Island residents and foundations 
was properly handled by WBUR. “On the very day that she 
announced her resignation, BU provided many of the 
documents that | requested,” Lynch says. “And | think 
that illustrates the good faith that BU has insisted it will 
have.” Lynch adds that his staff has informed the office 
of Massachusetts attorney general Tom Reilly about 
some of the details of the investigation, but he declines 
to say what, if any, action Reilly may be taking. On 
Tuesday, Reilly spokeswoman Sarah Nathan declined to confirm or 
deny whether Reilly is investigating WBUR. 

Gene Mihaly, whose Foundation for Ocean State Public Radio 
raised some $2.5 million for WRNI, says he hopes an arrangement can 
be worked out so that Rhode Island can continue to keep a public 
station on the air. The problem, Mihaly says, was Christo’s profligate 
spending, adding he believes ’RNI can be run on a bare-bones budget 
of $500,000 per year. Asked about the impact of Christo’s departure, 
Mihaly says, “I think it makes it easier to have a dialogue with BU. It 
sort of clears the decks a bit, and hopefully we'll be able to sit down

and talk this through with the people at BU — to what end, | don’t know 
yet. But my feeling about Jane’s going is that it was the right decision 
for all parties, but a very sad thing. [She is] a terribly talented woman 
who really built that station. But there’s no question that communication 
had broken down completely between us and WBUR.” 

So how will Christo’s long reign at WBUR be remembered? To be 
sure, her accomplishments were significant. By transforming the 
station into a 24-hour news service at a time when real news was 
practically disappearing from the commercial airwaves, Christo created 
a vital media institution. And by offering five hours a day of nationally 
oriented, locally produced programming in the form of The Connection, 
Here and Now, and On Point, she positioned WBUR to compete 
directly with National Public Radio. In fact, a deal she cut with the 
satellite service XM is widely seen as superior to the one NPR has 
with XM's lagging competitor, Sirius. (Lagging, that is, until last week, 
when Sirius signed Howard Stern.) 

“It's widely acknowledged that she’s done a great job with the station 
and really built it up from nothing,” says Mike Janssen, who covers the 
radio beat for the public-broadcasting newsletter Current. “| think 
across the country, it’s definitely been a subject of conversation. People 
are watching.” 

Christo regularly fired talented employees for little or no reason and 
ran the place as though it were her personal realm. Her 2001 firing of 
Connection host Christopher Lydon and his senior producer, Mary 
McGrath, briefly rallied the staff to her side, since Lydon and McGrath’s 
bid to become part-owners of The Connection was widely regarded as 
an unreasonable demand. But it cost WBUR its signature personality 
and biggest star just as the economy was beginning to go soft, 
depriving the station of millions in corporate underwriting. And the long 
list of enemies Christo has accumulated over the years became a 
factor when the bungled WRNI situation suddenly left her vulnerable.

you, the Treo is a full-featured mobile 
phone and electronic organizer with wireless 
e-mail, text messaging, Web browsing, and a 
digital camera all condensed into one pocket- 
size morsel of constant contact.

Our 
communications technology has now finally 
exceeded our actual need to communicate. 

These little combination devices have been 
around for a few years, but they’re now start- 
ing to get small and affordable enough to be 
purchased by people other than my dad.

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STRAIGHT DOPE

What's up with pop-ups? I don’t mean the thing that hap- 
pens in baseball; I mean those maddening advertising windows 
that crowd your computer screen when you surf the Web. How 
can infuriating potential customers in this manner possibly sell 
products? More to the point, why can’t I turn these goddamn 
things off?

Mike. Take a deep breath. Although you evidently haven't 
noticed it, the era of the pop-up may be coming to an end. I 
say “may” because one can never underestimate the ingenuity 
of Web marketers and the evil programming wizards in their 
employ. For now, though, downtrodden users such as yourself 
are getting a break, mainly because pop-ups (not to mention 
popovers, popunders, and other variants) have ticked off so 
many people that the heavy hitters in the business have come to 
their aid. We'll get to that in a bit. First, the basics: 

1) Some definitions: a pop-up is a new browser window, 
usually with ad content, that opens over your current one. A 
popunder, which supposedly is less annoying, is a new browser 
window that opens (duh) under the current one. A popover 
(also known as an overlay) — in my book more fiendish than 
either of the preceding — is an animated graphic that doesn’t 
have a window in the usual sense but rather materializes on top 
of the current window. Sometimes popovers have a click-the-X 
box that enables you to get rid of them; others don’t (or care- 
fully disguise it) and you have to wait until they go away on 
their own. Interstitial ads appear after you click on a hyperlink, 
but before you get to the page you actually want. Rich media 
refers to fancy, often interactive, animated graphics that move 
around the page, etc. Rich media is the hot trend in online ad- 
vertising since it’s difficult to ignore; it typically makes use of a 
technology aptly called Flash. Flash is often used for popovers. 

2) Pop-ups and such are made possible by JavaScript, a pro- 
gramming language used to write code that’s embedded in the 
HTML code automatically downloaded to your computer 
when you open a Web page. JavaScript is relatively elementary 
but can invoke much more sophisticated technology, such as 
the aforementioned Flash. The capability to run JavaScript was 
built into browsers because Web designers wanted to be able to 
make their pages do cool things, and one suspects at least a 
few people realized it would facilitate commercialization of the 
Internet. 

3) Pop-ups became popular because the original mainstay of 
online advertising, the banner ad, wasn’t working as a market- 
ing tool. The “click-through rate” on banners was dismal, and 
many marketers were skeptical that the Web would ever be- 
come a viable advertising medium. Partly for that reason, 
online-ad spending declined from $8.1 billion in 2000 to $6 
billion in 2002. That year, however, intrusive online ads began 
to catch on in a big way. How well they work is debatable; the 
main thing is, marketers thought they worked, and online 
spending increased to $7.3 billion in 2003 and a projected 
$9.1 billion in 2004. 

4) Intrusive ads are perhaps second only to telemarketing on 
the list of loathed marketing techniques, and some well-heeled 
players have gone to great lengths to defeat them. The most re- 
cent and in some ways most surprising is Microsoft, which 
until not long ago had been lax both about ads and about on- 
line security in general. In August, Microsoft released Service 
Pack 2 for Windows XP, which makes it possible to suppress 
most pop-ups and in addition greatly strengthens XP’s online- 
security features. SP2 is a free and (for many users) automatic 
download; click on the system icon in the control panel to 
make sure you’ve got it. Not using XP? Many swear by the 
pop-up-killing ability of the Google toolbar, also available on- 
line for free. You’ve got SP2 but still get pop-ups? Marketing 
snakes probably have surreptitiously installed ad- grabbing 
“malware” on your computer. I recently ran Lavasoft’s Ad- 
Aware SE Personal Edition, yet another free download, and 
eliminated 1690 “critical [i.e., wicked] objects”; now I’m large- 
ly pop-up free. 

We haven’t seen the last of the marketers, though — at least 
we'd better hope not. Let’s not forget that these unscrupulous 
hyenas have money. If we can’t abstract the wherewithal for 
the Web from their pockets, it'll have to come out of ours.

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Air apparent 


For two decades, radio host Terry Gross has charmed 
guests and listeners on National Public Radio's Fresh Air. 


Now she's taking her interviews to the page.

HE’S NEVER BEEN one to shy away 

from a heavy workload, but award-win- 

ning Fresh Air host Terry Gross wasn’t 
exactly champing at the bit to write a book. “I 
basically feel like I was dragged kicking and 
screaming to do the book,” Gross says of All I 
Did Was Ask: Conversations with Writers, Ac- 
tors, Musicians, and Artists (Hyperion). “I was 
concerned, like, how are these radio interviews 
going to read on the page? Is it going to be 
worth the time?” 

Gross needn’t have worried. On the page, 
her transcripts of interviews with such person- 
alities as Nicolas Cage, Chris Rock, Mario 
Puzo, Jodie Foster, Johnny Cash, Conan 
O’Brien, Eric Clapton, and John Updike reveal 

even to Gross herself — nuances not al- 
ways gleaned from their original radio airings. 

Still, though she’s conquered the book bat- 
tle, Gross continues to grapple with another 
issue her own celebrity has raised: being the 
subject of an interview, rather than the one 
asking the questions. Notoriously uncomfort- 
able with having the microphones turned, 
Gross nevertheless agreed to an interview to 
talk about her book, her radio program, and 
her lifelong struggle to overcome shyness. 


Q: You wrote that it’s often easier to interview 
people over the phone, which you usually do 
from your studio in Philadelphia, because it can 
be less difficult to ask a challenging question 
when you're not looking someone in the face. 

A: I do the interviews long-distance not out 
of desire, but because it’s the only way to get 
them. But what I like about the long-distance 
interview is if you’re a bit of a coward, which I 
suspect I am, it’s easier to ask the challenging 
question, the tough question, when you’re not 
watching the withering look on the intervie- 
wee’s face. Also, it’s truer radio: anything | 
want to say to the guest, or the guest to me, 
has to be communicated through the voice. 
There’s no visual language we can use. Which 
means there’s nothing in our exchange that the 
listener is left out of. Sure, we edit out stuff, 
but there’s no secret nudges and winks and 
nods. If they want to tell me something, they 
have to put it in their voice, and I think that 
makes for good radio. Maybe they have to 
work just a little harder, and maybe I have to 
work just a little harder to make sure that I’m 
conveying what I want to convey in my voice, 
as opposed to just smiling across the table. 


Q: Has there been anyone you've interviewed 
over the phone whom you really wished you 
could have sat down with in person? 

A: Just about all of the musicians and writ- 
ers and actors and directors and so on. So 
many of these people are people whose work I 
love, and I’d be thrilled to meet them in per- 
son. On the other hand, when you’re sitting 
across the table from someone, and you really 
love their work, your — or at least my — in- 
stinct is to just gush on about how great they 
are, and I’ve learned the hard way that that’s 
really not a very productive thing to do. Partic- 
ularly people who are famous want to feel that 
they’re in the hands of a competent profession- 
al, not in the hands of their number-one fan, 
or worse yet, stalker. Sometimes if you just go 
on and on, gushing about your enthusiasm for 
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their work, it can make them feel more un- 
comfortable than comfortable. And I feel like 
I’m more likely to do that in person. 

Another thing I like about the long- 
distance interview is that sometimes when I’m 
actually sitting across the table, which does oc- 
casionally happen, from somebody who’s very 
famous, like a movie star, I’m so excited to be 
in their presence that their charisma, and the 
fun of watching what I’ve only seen on the 
large and small screen before, can almost give a 
false impression of how relatively interesting an 
interview is. When it’s a long-distance inter- 
view, I can evaluate it as pure radio, as pure in- 
terview, and have a sense, like, is this line of 
questioning interesting, or do I need to try 
something else? 


Q: Who’s made you most nervous in an in- 
terview, or before an interview? 

A: Stephen Sondheim is one of my heroes, 
because I think he’s just a brilliant composer 
and lyricist, and he’s also a real stickler for 
words, and he hates being interviewed. So 
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when you add that all together, it’s a nerve- 
racking experience before I talk to him. And the 
last time I interviewed him, he parsed every 
sentence; he’d take it apart word by word and 
say, “What did you mean by this word? What 
did you mean by that word?” It really made me 
nervous. I felt like I wasn’t communicating 
well. I felt my questions were just making him 
even more uncomfortable, and to make matters 
worse, he’s one of my heroes. 


Q: Do you ever kill an interview? 

A: It absolutely happens. Our editorial pol- 
icy is, if something is so boring that people at 
the steering wheel will be risking their lives by 
leaving the interview on, that they'll be falling 
asleep at the wheel, then there’s no point in 
running it. And if an interview, instead of 
shedding light on a subject, just confuses you 
even more, then what is there to gain by put- 
ting it on the air? 


Q: Has your approach to interviewing 
changed a lot over the last couple of decades? 
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MIKE MERGEN 


A: I started interviewing around 1974. I was 
in my early 20s, I was no taller than I am today, 
which is five feet, so all of my guests were 
older, taller, and more worldly, I thought, than 
I was. So | looked up to all my guests. I’ve al- 
ways been skeptical by nature, so I was skepti- 
cal even in my early 20s, but I think my inter- 
views relied more on a confidence that these 
people knew what they were talking about, and 
I think my interviews relied a lot more on pure 
curiosity, whereas I think they rely more now 
on research and also on experience. 


Q: You wrote in the book about how grow- 
ing up in a really private family has made you 
uncomfortable with being interviewed. Are you 
uncomfortable right now? 

A: No. Yes, in a sense that it’s always easi- 
er for me to be the interviewer than the in- 
terviewee, but no, in the sense that I’m not 
worried that you’re going to ask me too per- 
sonal a question, because I would do my

best to answer it if you did. I’m always very 
self-conscious about what I ask of guests, 
what we demand of our guests. We demand 
that they be concise, funny, articulate, able 
to take really complex subjects and commu- 
nicate them in easy, two-minute answers 
that are very listenable, that make you want 
to hear more. It’s a lot to ask of someone. 
And then I always ask myself, do I measure 
up to those standards? So I’m always very 
self-conscious when I’m interviewed, in that 
respect. 


Q: The photo of you 
on the cover of the 
book is half in shadow. 
Was that a conscious 
decision not to let 
people know what you 
look like? 

A: Absolutely! 
Here’s the thing: I did- 
n't really want to be on 
the cover of the book, 
and my publisher 
thought I really should 
be on the cover of the 
book. So my attitude 
was, I want the book 
to be a literary experi- 
ence. In other words, I 
want the book to read 
well; I don’t want it to 
be a souvenir of a 
radio show. I want it 
to be a real book. As for my presence, | 
think of myself as a radio person, and one of 
the nice things about radio is that listeners 
imagine you in whatever way they want to. 
And I often feel, who am I to contradict 
them? And the kind of cover that I really 
hate is the kind of cover with the proud host, 
smiling, with their arms crossed, like, God, 
do I have a great life or what? And look at 
all these great people I’ve interviewed. | just 
hate those kinds of covers, where I think the 
goal is to make them seem enviable and 
happy and pleased with themselves. And I so 
didn’t want that cover. So that’s the com- 
promise we arrived at: I’d be on the cover, 
but on the other hand, I’d be so in the shad- 
ows that I’d be visible, yet invisible at the 
same time. 


Q: You've said you’re shy and pretty self- 
conscious. Why do you think you've become 
such an acclaimed interviewer? 

A: I think radio is a great medium for 
someone who’s shy and self-conscious. It 
terrified me at first, really badly, but once | 
got over that, the nice thing about radio is 
that you are invisible, so any physical self- 
consciousness that I have is irrelevant when 
I’m on the radio. In terms of being shy, hey, 
I’m alone in a studio with producers in the 
control room, producers who I know really 
well, and I’m with a guest who probably isn’t 
even in the room with me. So I’m really op- 
erating in the realm of language and ideas. 


Q: In the book you talked about asking 
guests about their invisible weaknesses and 
shortcomings. What are yours? 

A: I think the fact that I have been shy 
helped me as an interviewer because I feel 
comfortable in the position where the spot- 
light isn’t on me. It’s not about me telling my 
stories and my funny anecdotes and the story 
of my life when I’m on the air. It’s about the 
guest, or it’s about the issue, and I’m going to 
muster up everything that I have in terms of 
research, intelligence, language, whatever, 
and put that at the disposal of helping this 
guest tell their story. So I don’t feel like I’m 
competing with the guest. There are short- 
comings that I’ve tried to overcome, and have 
to some degree and not to others. Like, I 
sometimes stammer on the air. I work hard to 
not do that. 


Q: Have you had people hang up on you 
during an interview? 

A: Oh, I’ve had a lot of people walk out. 
Lou Reed walked out. Peter Boyle walked 
out. Faye Dunaway walked out. Jann Wenner 
of Rolling Stone walked out. Bill O’Reilly ter- 
minated the interview with me. And he prides 
himself on being so tough. 
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‘If you're a bit of a 
coward, which I suspect I 
am, it's easier to ask the 
challenging question, the 
tough question, when 
you re not watching the 
withering look on the 
interviewee's face. 





Q: You’re stuck on a desert island 
with three people you've interviewed. 
Which people would you want to have 
with you? 

A: | would take Richard Thompson 
with me and force him to perform. I would 
probably take John Updike with me, and 
he could read his work, and he could de- 
scribe for me everything that was going 
on around us, because I feel like when 
he describes something or somebody, | 
understand it better, because he knows just 
the right word. I might have Martin Short 
with me, to keep me laughing. Oh, can | 
bring a fourth person? 
I’d bring Richard 
Price with me, be- 
cause I love his writ- 
ing, and he’s one of 
the best talkers in the 
world. He wrote 
Clockers and a lot of 
screenplays. If I was 
stuck on a desert is- 
land, I would just so 
enjoy hearing him 
verbally riff. 


Q: Who’s on your 
wish list of people 
you'd like to interview? 

A: I don’t have one 
anymore. When the 
show went national 
we had a wish list, 
and most of the peo- 
ple who were on that list we’ve had on the 
air. The problem with the wish list is that 
the people who are usually on it are the 
hard-to-get celebrities, right? That’s why 
they’re on the wish list. And the hard-to-get 
celebrities tend to be hard to get for one of 
two reasons. Either they hate being inter- 
viewed, and if you did interview them, they 
would be fighting you every second because 
they just really hate it. The second reason 
why they might be hard to get is that they 
might not be very good at doing an inter- 
view. Because some people who are ex- 
traordinarily talented are not very good at 
describing their work or telling stories 
about their lives. They just might not be 
very verbal. Take Robert De Niro. He was 
on our wish list, and then we saw what 
agony it seems to be for him to be inter- 
viewed, and thought, why would we want 
to put him through that? And he’s not very 
communicative, judging from what I’ve 
seen. So I’ve kind of given up on the wish- 
list thing. 


Q: How much longer do you see yourself 
doing Fresh Air? 

A: I don’t know. I'd like to keep doing it. 
My only gripe, and I’ve been saying this for 
probably at least 28 years, is that I just wish 
I could work a little bit less. But as I always 
say, those of us who are lucky enough to 
have work that we love are usually unlucky 
enough to have more of it than we can han- 
dle. It seems to be the tradeoff for having 
interesting work, is that it takes over your 
nights and part of your weekends. 


Q: But at least it keeps you interested. 

A: Exactly. I mean, one of the things I 
dreaded when I was in college was the 
thought that when I got out of college, I’d 
be entering into this alien world where I’d 
have to dress like somebody else and talk 
like somebody else and do things that I was 
totally uninterested in, in order to earn a 
living. So I’m lucky that none of that has 
come true. I get to do work I really like and 
be who | am. The price that I pay is just an 
overwhelming amount of work. But I’ve 
chosen that tradeoff. |

worth a hundred Queer Eye spinoffs 


Where's our 
gay Sidney 
Poitier?

i N A REMARKABLY brief period of time, 





inclusion of serious gay characters in our pop- 
ular culture. It’s true that over the past 10 
years, gay and lesbian characters have become 
staples of pop-culture entertainment. But take a 
closer look, and you’ll see they’re all either 
stereotypes or closeted — not necessarily as 
celebrities, but in their dramatis personae. For 
the sake of the dignity and long-term 
success of our movement, and particu- 
larly for the legalization of same-sex 
marriage across the land, it’s time to 
give that imagery a radical makeover. 


we Bay Staters have become old hat in the 

debate over gay marriage. Elsewhere, that 
seems to have been the pattern too: for all the 
Sturm und Drang that accompanied legaliza- 
tion of same-sex marriage 
in Belgium, Holland, and 
four Canadian provinces, 
and gay civil unions in 
Vermont, a winning con- 
sensus was reached with 
surprising speed, once the 
public conversation got 
under way. The state con- 
stitutional amendment to 
forbid same-sex marriage, 
passed in March, was al- 
ready likely to go down to defeat at 
the 2005 Massachusetts Constitu- 
tional Convention, and that out- 
come is all but guaranteed with last 
week’s resignation of House 
Speaker Thomas Finneran — 
scourge of gay-marriage advocates 
statewide. On the off chance the 
ban does pass, Massachusetts vot- 
ers are unlikely to enshrine the bill 
into law in 2006, thus depriving 
same-sex couples 
who had married in 
the intervening two 
years of their hard- 
won status (see 
“Moving Forward,” 
News and Features, 
April 2). 

Still, the places 
where same-sex- 
marriage rights 
have triumphed are 
among the most 
liberal in the world. 
Elsewhere, gay marriage ranks among 
the most polarizing cultural issues. So 
bizarre is the matter in the minds of 
most Americans that it could tip the 
scales of the presidential election, 
whether or not George W. Bush cares 
as much about it as he would have his 
social-conservative base believe. But 
hostile attitudes toward equal marital 
rights for all Americans might yet be 
altered. Not among religious zealots, 
consummate bigots, and habitual mal- 
contents, mind you, since they aren’t 
amenable to common sense. But an- 
other, larger cohort of opponents may 
be educable, who may help offset the 
almost inevitable backlash that will 
ensue from the “judicial overreaching” 
in “Taxachusetts” for “the gays.” 

How to reach them? As far as culture is con- 
cerned, the most effective educational institu- 
tions in America are not the schools, but our 
popular media, mainly TV and the movies. To 
bring Americans who are not dyed-in-the-wool 
reactionary partisans to a new level of con- 
sciousness requires something quite simple: the

| ago, a rerun episode of 
the TV series Cold Case 
centered on the question: 
who murdered a boys’- 
military-academy officer 
who had cleverly seduced 
cadets? The police, real- 
izing that the likely ado- 
lescent killers, now adults, 
had felt righteous anger 
over the officer’s atten- 
tions, ponder passing the 
murder off as an accident. 
Message? A homosexual 
entices, straight kids 
justifiably retaliate. Bravi tutti! 

Although the homosexual-as-villain is no 
longer part of the dominant ethos, he or she is 
portrayed unrelentingly as an unweighty per- 
son of no importance. Heterosexuals might 
see a gay comic on Hollywood Squares, a gay

exercise guru, or Comedy Central’s Graham Norton, all playing 
for effervescent laughs — sometimes inviting the audience to 
laugh with them, sometimes at them. But none is a positive and 
substantial role model for serious adults. 

The homosexual left — invariably in-your-face and unerring- 
ly counterproductive in altering attitudes about gay people 
among straights who are not already pro-gay — has been of lit- 
tle help. By identifying itself as “queer,” it has appropriated a 
term meant to deride and worn it like badge of pride. Though 
intended to mimic the way black street culture has inverted the 
slur “nigger,” it doesn’t work that way at all for “queers,” for 
the simple reason that people in a mood to insult homosexuals 
still feel free to fling terms like “queer” and “fag” at them. Even 
the most racist white person knows that you don’t call an 
African-American a “nigger” without risking a serious beating. 
(The title Queer As Folk, by the way, derives from an old British 
expression about the oddness of people in general: “There’s 
none so queer as folk.” In Britain, “queer” does not have the 
connotation it has here.) That’s why we'll never see a Nigger Eye 
for the Ofay Guy, not to mention a Kike Eye for the Goyische

Guy or Gook Eye for the Anglo Guy. 
It’s simply inconceivable. 

There’s a reason for that: people 
who recoiled at the inequity and unre- 
ality of a nearly all-white TV star sys- 
tem fought for several decades to bring 
blacks and Hispanics and Asians into 
the spotlight before the cameras, and 
they succeeded. There has been a vast 
increase in the number of blacks in 
lead positions in TV and movies. In- 
deed, you might get the idea from TV 
that every other judge is a black 
woman, and that no law firm, police 
unit, top-flight FBI team, and’on into 
an endless list of jobs lacks a promi- 
nent black person, sometimes an Asian 
or Hispanic person, or, frequently, all. 

The difference between characterizations of gay and black 
people on TV and in movies is that blacks appear in both comic 
and serious roles while gay people appear only in comedies. 


There’s no reason to lose 
our sense of humor and 
expunge funny gay 
characters from the tube. 
But there’s also no reason to oer ny on HBO’ The Whe. 5) 
settle for condescending 
marginalization and 
ridiculous, childish imagery 
in the popular media. 


Only six exceptions come to mind. 1) 
Dr. Kerry Weaver on NBC’s ER, 
who emerged as a lesbian after nearly 
a decade as a fixture on the program, 
her sexuality irrelevant. As the 2004 
season ended, she was locked in a 
custody battle with her dead part- 
ner’s family. 2) Kima and her part- 


NYPD Blue includes a minor homo- 
sexual character, the civilian recep- 
tionist, whose lines reduce to “Detec- 
tive, the call’s for you,” and whom 
the lead detective, Sipowicz, calls 
“Gay John.” Sipowicz doesn’t call his 
black colleague “Negro Baldwin.” 4) 
HBO’s Six Feet Under, a critical suc- 
cess, includes David, a funeral-home owner, and his lover, 
Keith, who was a police officer, then a rent-a-cop, and is now 
trying to succeed as a security guard for pop divas — the most 
recent of whom is a self-involved, flirtatious, unattractive homo- 
sexual with a flamboyant devil-may-care attitude. 5) and 6) In 
the homosexual equivalents of Sex and the City, Showtime's 
Queer As Folk and The L Word, almost every character is gay. 
All six programs have merit, but the cable shows are seen by 
few. How many straight people do you know who routinely or 
even occasionally see Queer As Folk? 

Let’s look at it from another angle. Name a homosexual 
equivalent of Oprah, a sort of media-filtered gay “best friend.” 
You might think of Ellen DeGeneres, but it doesn’t fit. Ellen’s 
persona as a comedienne who came out has been eclipsed by 
her roles as Dory in Finding Nemo and now as a likable host of 
a syndicated TV talk program, in which her sexuality may be 
known by some but is not stressed on the show; newcomers to 
her audience could easily be ignorant of the whole matter. “Gay 
talk host” is not how America sees her. And Ellen even fits the 
mold: she is a funny lady, not an Episcopal bishop giving Sun- 
day sermons. The TV world that looms so large in the lives of 
many Americans is light-years away from presenting a person 
like that. Gays make us laugh; they do not guide us through the 
requisites of religion, our health, our laws, or any other 
significant aspect of life. 

Some people in our area might retort that in the real world, the 
leading male TV anchor in Boston is homosexual, as is the radio 
talk host with the largest nighttime audience. Oh yes, Boston TV, 
Boston radio: how very ... Massachusetts, the Gay State. 

Imagine if there were no black leads on Law & Order or 
Without a Trace or CSI and so on, but just on the yuck-yuck 
shows like Saturday Night Live and Mad TV — no meaning- 
ful presence in dramas, just fodder for mirth. Given this trivi- 
alizing state of affairs, how likely is it that people who con- 
nect homosexuals with bizarre sexual practices or flip inanity 
or sashaying effeminacy or obsession about peripheral mat- 
ters like shaving with, rather than against, the grain, will envi- 
sion same-sex marriage as a matter of basic decency and fair- 
ness? Seeing blacks in positions of authority and responsibili- 
ty both in reality and in fictional popular culture helped trans- 
form our nation from one that regarded nonwhites as de- 
servedly subordinate, ill-suited to the hard tasks that white 
people perform. If citizens who doubted the abilities of blacks 
and knew few, except in positions lower than themselves on 
all the relevant pecking orders (social, economic, academic, 
and so on), never saw a black character as a significant pres- 
ence in the dramas that Americans love, would America’s atti- 
tudes on race have altered as remarkably or as swiftly? 

People’s attitudes are deeply influenced by pop culture. That we 
could have a black secretary of state and a black national-security 
adviser marks stunning social change, but do you doubt that more 
people know that three of Law & Order’s lead characters are 
black, than recognize the name of Condoleezza Rice? What is 
seen on TV and in the movies brings home the reality that blacks, 
Asians, and Hispanics are everywhere in America, in all jobs, and 
must be regarded as consequential, not just as comic relief. 


HERE’S NO reason to lose our sense of humor and expunge 

funny gay characters from the tube. But there’s also no reason 
to settle for condescending marginalization and ridiculous, child- 
ish imagery in the popular media. We must insist that more gay 
roles convey authority, seriousness, and societal respect. Jack on 
Will & Grace is a frequently lighter-than-air gay equivalent of 
what in an earlier era, for a different part of the underclass, was 
called a minstrel. The minstrelsy of black America didn’t advance 
black people’s status in our country. Insistence on imagining 
black, Hispanic, and Asian characters in front-line positions did. 
The gay variant of minstrelsy is likewise useless. That’s why a gay 
character as lead FBI agent on a popular TV show is worth a 
hundred Queer Eye spin-offs. 

The battle for parity in marital rights requires full acceptance 
by the majority that gay people are their equals, not just their 
smiling hairdressers, florists, and figure skaters, however much 
we appreciate those who do our hair, arrange our flowers, and 
look cool skating backward in tight-fitting costumes. Backward 
is precisely where settling for Queer Eye and others of its ilk will 
carry American homosexuals’ quest for equality. &

of the city’s zoning laws. Menino’s methods 
and motives tell us a lot about how the 
mayor does business and views the city’s 
future — especially in contrast with mixed- 
use plans proposed for the area by local 
residents. 

To the discerning eye, Menino’s vision for 
the Midtown Cultural District, where the 
Gaiety stands, is already plain. Across the 
street from the old theater, a 440-unit luxury 
residential tower is rising above the Washing- 
ton Street skyline on the site of a former 
parking lot. Several blocks away, the two 
glitzy glass residential buildings known as the 
Ritz-Carlton Towers — a $500 million devel- 
opment whose 306 condos are on the market 
for up to $4 million each — already dwarf 
the city’s landscape. Slightly further out, near 
the Park Plaza, yet another high-end apart- 
ment building promises to provide 255 units 
and is just months from completion. Mean- 
while, even more residential-and-retail towers 
are set to spring up near South Station, over 
the Massachusetts Turnpike. All this devel- 
opment, as well as the larger area in which it 
takes place, is surrounded by the South End, 
the Back Bay, and Beacon Hill. And what’s 
the common denominator? Money. Busi- 
nesses that make a lot of it and people who 
do the same are locating themselves in this 
downtown district. Mayor Menino most like- 
ly suspects that these well-heeled people 
don’t want to live cheek by jowl with what’s 
left of the Combat Zone’s sex businesses, 
and that’s just fine with him: the mayor has 
long dreamed of wiping out the last rem- 
nants of the adult-entertainment district 
once and for all. 

The property owner who can help him do 
it is Alan Lewis, a philanthropist and busi- 
nessman best known for running Gold Cir- 
cle, one of the most successful travel compa- 
nies nationwide. Over the past two decades, 
Lewis has quietly delved into Boston real- 
estate investment and development, acquir- 
ing a significant chunk of the downtown 
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STAGE-STRUCK: the bustling Theater District of yesteryear. Note the GAYETY sign on 
the upper right (in the course of the theater’s near 100-year history, the spelling of its 
name varied). 














area near Washington and LaGrange Streets, 
still regarded as the Combat Zone. Lewis’s 
investment company, Kensington Invest- 
ment, owns the Gaiety Theatre. In its place, 
the firm has proposed constructing a $120 
million, 346-unit luxury-apartment building 
called “Residences at Kensington Place,” 
complete with retail storefronts and restau- 
rants. The contemporary glass-and-steel 
tower would rise 290 feet — nearly double 
the area’s 155-foot limit. As a nod to the 
Gaiety’s cultural legacy, Kensington has 
promised to incorporate a kind of Disney 
World “interpretive exhibit” in the tower’s 
lobby, featuring historic photographs, the- 
ater memorabilia, and salvaged architectural 
elements. 

Arrayed against Kensington’s plans for the 
Gaiety Theatre parcel are members of the 
performing-arts, preservation, and African- 
American communities; residents of neigh- 
boring Chinatown; and several city coun- 
cilors. Some oppose Kensington Place be- 
cause they fear it will fuel further 
gentrification of Chinatown, turning the 
nearby working-class neighborhood into an- 
other Copley Place. Others decry the pro- 
posed demolition of the turn-of-the-century 
Gaiety Theatre, which has remained vacant 
for almost two decades. Still others take 
issue with what they facetiously describe as 
“a fait accompli,” a project that administra- 
tion officials want badly enough to violate 
existing zoning provisions, engage in ques- 
tionable use of eminent domain, and, in the 
process, outrage neighborhood and arts ad- 
vocates — resulting in two lawsuits aimed at 
stopping the project. 

Both the Menino administration and Kens- 
ington Investment are keeping silent about 
the Gaiety Theatre’s fate. Menino spokesper- 
son Seth Gitell declined to make the mayor 
available for an interview because Kensington 
Place “is the subject of pending litigation and 
accordingly Mayor Menino cannot com- 
ment.” The Phoenix also requested interviews 
with city officials who have worked closely 
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with the project since its inception — 
Mark Maloney, the director of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA), and Susan 
Hartnett, the mayor’s cultural-affairs com- 
missioner and the BRA’s former economic- 
development director. Both Maloney and 
Hartnett refused to comment (through their 
respective department spokespeople) “because 
of pending litigation.” Meanwhile, attempts 
by the Phoenix to reach Lewis and Ralph 
Cole, the president of Kensington Investment, 
were unsuccessful; the company’s attorney, 
Matthew Kiefer, told the Phoenix in an e-mail 
that Kensington representatives “can’t com- 
ment on matters which are the subject of 
pending litigation.” 

But as the two lawsuits make their way 
through court and the Kensington project 
remains on hold, the battle over the Gaiety 
Theatre continues to rage. At stake is not 
only the preservation of a culturally historic 
building, but something larger as well. 
Boston city councilor Chuck Turner, who, 
along with his colleagues Felix Arroyo and 
Maura Hennigan, signed on to one of the 
cases challenging Kensington Place, explains 
that at the root of this controversial plan “is 
a crucial public-policy issue.” Are city 
officials going to throw aside their zoning 
laws and planning regulations to let a devel- 
oper build a residential tower for the 
wealthy? “Is the business community going 
to live by a different standard and not follow 
the law?” Turner asks. “Are city officials 
going to let developers get away with it?” 





ET THERE BE no doubt: razing the 

Gaiety Theatre would break the law. The 
Boston Zoning Code; which governs plan- 
ning and development in the city, specifically 
forbids the destruction of any theater in the 
Midtown Cultural District, which includes 
the Gaiety. The zoning clause, Article 38, 
Section 21, states that city officials “shall not 
issue a change of use or occupancy permit 
for any Theater within the Midtown Cultural 
District,” which comprises the downtown 
Theater District and portions of Chinatown. 
Not only that, the provision says, but 
officials may only grant “a demolition permit 
where the Theater or building is unsafe.” 

This violation is cited among a host of 
others in pending legal action aimed at 
stopping Kensington Place from becoming 
reality. Two lawsuits filed in Massachusetts 
Land Court allege that the City of Boston 
— its zoning commission in particular — 
ignored regulations and allowed Kensington 
Investment to define its own parcel size so 
that the developer would end up exempt 
from the city’s 15-story height restriction. 
One of the suits was brought by Gaiety 
preservationists, development watchdogs, a 
Chinatown advocacy group, and three city 
councilors. The other suit was filed by the 
Glass Slipper strip club, one of the last 
Combat Zone holdouts, which would be 
displaced by the 30-story tower through 
eminent domain. 

Lee Eiseman, of the nonprofit Gaiety The- 
atre Friends, which has waged a two-year 
battle to save the theater from the wrecking 
ball, loves old stages. He remembers “crawl- 
ing around” the Gaiety with fellow theater 
buffs back in the ’70s, when the playhouse 
was reduced to showing kung fu flicks. “It 
was a dramatic space,” Eiseman says. At the 
time, the stage had the look and feel of a Eu- 
ropean opera house — intimate and quaint, 
i with horseshoe-shaped boxes, balconies, and 
" busts of “Gaiety girls.” Over the years, Eise- 
man has kept tabs on the building. In the 
late 90s, he began contacting one of its 
owners — Lewis, the director of Kensington 
Investment — to request a glimpse. “I called 
him twice a year and said, ‘Would you let 
some old theater buffs see the Gaiety?’” 
Eiseman says. He never got a reply. 

Then came Kensington Place. In October 
2002, Eiseman noticed a small newspaper 
item announcing that Kensington Invest- 
ment was seeking to demolish the Gaiety 
and replace it with a rental tower. The 
Boston Landmarks Commission (BLC), the 
city’s historic-preservation agency, had is- 
sued a 90-day “demolition delay” — the 
standard for any building that the BLC finds 
“significant” — and Kensington was unveil- 
ing its proposal at a public meeting. Eiseman

F THE GAIETY Theatre falls to the wrecking ball, it will mark the final 

passing of a bygone era. And its replacement, some people fear, may 
hasten the demise of Chinatown as we know it. Not just today’s immi- 
grant Asian culture is at stake, they say, but the neighborhood’s whole 
identity as a stepping-stone for working-class immigrants, from the 
Irish to the Middle East- 
ern to the Chinese. Be- 
hind the Oriental fagades 
and Mandarin lettering, 
this is one of the last 
downtown areas where 
laborers can afford to live. 
Kensington Place, they 
Say, is step three in the 
gentrification of China- 
town — and the begin- 
ning of the end of afford- 
able housing and mom- 
and-pop businesses in 
the neighborhood. Millen- 
nium Place and Liberty 
Place, together with 
Kensington Place, will 
add more than 1000 resi- 
dential units to the neigh- 
borhood, most priced well 
beyond the reach of cur- 
rent residents. Next up: 
South Bay, with as many 
as 2000 high-end units in the plan-

who drive up commercial rent. “A lot of the smaller businesses are 
being forced out, or to double up,” says Lowe. Her hairdresser now 
shares space with a convenience store; Anna’s has moved in to com- 
pete with the small bakeries. Can the mom-and-pop flavor of Chinatown 
withstand the migration of boutiques like Hermés and St. John down 
Boylston and to Washington 
Street? 

Neighborhood activists re- 
alize that while complaining 
may not stop the forces of 
gentrification, it can at least 
gain some concessions. 
Residents learned that les- 
son too late to affect the 
building of Millennium 
Place, which includes the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel and two 
residential towers, and which 
disassociates itself entirely 
from Chinatown. In fact, it 
was Boston Common, on 
the opposite side of the 
building, that won a promise 
from developers of $1 million 
over 20 years for park main- 
tenance and preservation. 

After that blow to the 
pe neighborhood, Chinatown 
ast residents wised up, and 
used the threat of a lawsuit to force 
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affordable blue-collar neighborhoods. But plans for Kensington 
Place, below, and other luxury high-rises threaten the area’s 
identity as a stepping-stone for working-class immigrants.

“The overall effect is that China- 


town is getting surrounded by luxu- 
ry housing towers on all sides,” 
says Lydia Lowe, executive director 
of the Chinese Progressive Associ- 
ation. “We're concerned that the 
economic effect will drive the immi- 
grant population out of the neigh- 
borhood.” 

But supporters say that these and 
other projects are bringing addition- 
al subsidized and affordable hous- 
ing to Chinatown. “We are assuring 
that there are deep levels of afford- 
ability,” says Meredith Baumann, 
spokesperson for the Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority. “Housing is a 
central component. It is key to stabi- 
lizing neighborhoods.” 

Baumann points to the Metropoli- 
tan, which opened this August after 
years of argument over the so- 
called Parcel C, next to New Eng- 
land Medical Center on Nassau 
Street. The development includes 
apartments and condominiums for 
many different income levels, dra- 
matically increasing home-owner- 
ship potential in the neighborhood. 
(Don’t worry, though, they won't 
have to intermingle. The Metropolitan’s Web page promises “designated 
floors designed for one’s ease and individual lifestyle, keeping in mind 
the discerning client’s highest expectation.”) Liberty Place and Kensing- 
ton Place are both planning more affordable units than legally required. 

So the total number of affordable-housing units is on the rise, but 
the number of unaffordable ones is increasing much faster. Is a higher 
number but a smaller percentage good or bad? That, too, depends on 
whom you ask. “As a resident | feel that we are overwhelmed by all of 
the proposals,” says Michelle Yee, a member of the Chinatown Resi- 
dent Association. She already sees an increase in automobile traffic 
with the opening of the Metropolitan, and fears that the coming 20- 
plus-story projects will multiply quality-of-life problems. “If developers 
building in the South End and the North End can make a profit building 
lower, why can’t they do that in Chinatown?” 

Chinatown is already the most densely populated neighborhood in 
Boston, with more than twice as many residents per acre as the North 
End and four times as many as the South End. The location is unbeat- 
able. Land is precious, and not surprisingly, it’s increasing in value fast. 

In other words, Chinatown is gentrifying in recognizable fashion: 
high-rent residents, and especially the folks moving into new luxury 
condominiums, mean high-end shoppers, who attract upscale retailers, 





now under construction. Developers 
eventually placated the neighborhood 
by contributing to a planned 30-unit 
affordable-housing development. More 
important, the city agreed to work with 
the new Chinatown Resident Associa- 
tion. Some neighborhood activists re- 
gard CRA as rivaling established 
groups like the Chinatown Neighbor- 
hood Council, which are seen as too 
pro-development. Thanks in part to the 
CRA, Kensington Investment Compa- 
ny is promising 61 affordable units in 
its new-building plans. But then again, 
what is affordable, especially in a 
neighborhood where, according to the 
2000 census, the median household 
income for Asian residents is around 
$14,000? 

“People have tended to view the 
current affordable housing to be sta- 
ble, but it isn’t,” says Lowe. Gradual 
increases have priced many of those 
“affordable” units beyond what immi- 
grants can afford, she says. Cutbacks 
in federal housing programs have re- 
cently threatened Mason Place and 
Mass Pike Towers residents with 
threats of expiring subsidies. And, Yee 
says, the affordable units tend to be single-bedroom apartments, not 
family units. 

Parcel 24, the 1.5-acre space opening up at Kneeland and Hudson 
with the demolition of the Massachusetts Turnpike extension ramp, 
promises to be the next hot spot in this debate. The building of the 
ramp, in 1962, had displaced some 600 residents, so Parcel 24 al- 
ready makes blood boil in the neighborhood. The Asian Community 
Development Corporation would like to see as many as 300 subsi- 
dized-housing units on the parcel. The Massachusetts Turnpike Au- 
thority and Boston Redevelopment Authority have been noncommittal. 
State Senator Dianne Wilkerson introduced a bill this year requiring 
that a community-based group control Parcel 24’s development, to “re- 
store a community-friendly, residential character’ to the area. 

Potentially even more controversial is the South Bay site opening up 
on the other side of Kneeland Street, and running through the Leather 
District. A task force has been at work since January on the project, 
which is expected to be “mixed-use” in some way. The report produced 
by the task force in late August recommends that 30 percent of the 
new housing be affordable, with nearly half of that targeted for those 
who earn 60 percent or less of the area’s median income.

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attended, as did about a dozen preservation- 
ists, neighborhood activists, and artists. He 
says, “We all showed up and said, ‘Wait! 
This is an important building.’ ” 

That certainly seems to be the case. The 
Gaiety Theatre has received many of the req- 
uisite preservation classifications. It ranks on 
the State Register of Historic Places, as well 
as on the Inventory of Historic and Archaeo- 
logical Assets of the Commonwealth. The 





Massachusetts Historic Commission (MHC) 
has also determined the theater is eligible for 
the National Registry of Historic Places. 
Then there is the Gaiety’s cultural legacy. 
According to Frank Cullen, founder of the 
Boston-based American Vaudeville Museum 
and author of the forthcoming Vaudeville, 
Old and New: An Encyclopedia of Variety 
Performers (Routledge), preserving the Gai- 
ety would commemorate the city’s pioneer- 


ing role in vaudeville and burlesque enter- 
tainment — the variety-style performances 
popular in this country in the early 1900s. 
Back then, the Gaiety served as the focus for 
traveling acts. It became a kind of “meeting 
ground for America,” says Cullen, “the place 
where anyone of any ethnicity could see his 
own.” Its marquee trumpeted Italian musicians,

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Irish comedians, German acrobats, English 
singers, and Russian dancers. 

Equally important was the theater’s history 
of promoting black entertainment. During the 
1920s Jazz Age, the Gaiety billed one African- 
American performer after another, names that 
were making it big in New York during the 
Harlem Renaissance. At the same time, the 
theater became a hub for the famous black 
vaudeville company known as Theater Own- 
ers Booking Association, run entirely by 
African-Americans. These acts were not wel- 
come to appear anywhere else in New Eng- 
land. Notes Cullen, who serves on the Gaiety 
Friends advisory board, “Not only is this the 
last vaudeville theater left in the city, but it is 
the last vaudeville house that played black 
shows. That’s amazing.” 

Equally amazing is the theater’s architectur- 
al quality. Designed by the noted architect 
Blackall — who crafted 22 Boston theaters in 
the 1900s, all but four of which have been de- 
stroyed — the Gaiety is not “an ornate wed- 
ding-cake kind of theater,” says architectural 
historian Steve Jerome, a Gaiety Friend. But 
when Blackall created the Gaiety, he experi- 
mented with the latest engineering techniques. 
He designed the auditorium so all of its ap- 
proximately 1500 seats would offer unob- 
structed views. He mapped out 40 fire exits, a 
fire-safety record for the time. And because he 
made the theater for vaudeville, it has some of 
the finest acoustics around. In November 
2002, engineer David Griesinger, who invent- 
ed SurroundSound, measured sound quality 
inside the Gaiety when touring the theater 
with the Gaiety Friends. Griesinger discovered 
that the forgotten theater’s acoustics rival 
those of the city’s best musical venues, includ- 
ing Jordan and Symphony Halls. 

All in all, the Gaiety seems “like a gem,” 
says Jerome. “You cannot build a theater like 
it today.” 


OON AFTER Kensington made public its 

development plan, Jerome and other theater 
connoisseurs formed the ad hoc group that 
would become the Gaiety Friends. In an at- 
tempt to prevent the theater’s destruction, the 
group petitioned the BLC (a nine-member 
body appointed by the mayor) in November 
2002 to designate the Gaiety a landmark — a 
property, according to BLC regulations, “with 
historic, social, cultural, architectural or aes- 
thetic significance.” But they quickly discov- 
ered how resistant city officials were to the 
idea. When Jerome and Eiseman filed the peti- 
tion at the BLC, Ellen Lipsey, its executive di- 
rector, expressed disapproval. As Jerome re- 
calls, Lipsey “said to me, ‘Steve, why are you 
trying to kill this [Kensington Place] 
project?’” Jerome found the comment “inter- 
esting,” since it suggested that the BLC, a 
nine-member body appointed by the mayor 
would rather rubber-stamp the plan than do 
its duty to preserve historic buildings. Eise- 
man, who confirms the exchange, was so dis- 
couraged by the comment that he assumed the 
Gaiety Friends’ petition would amount to “a 
waste of time.” 

But the group got down to business anyway: 
members dug into library archives; they re- 
searched famous 
people associated 
with the Gaiety; 
they compiled a 
122-page study 
laying out an argu- 
ment for saving 
the theater. After a 
six-month cam- 
paign by the Gai- 
ety defenders, 
however, the BLC 
recommended 
against designat- 
ing the theater a 
landmark. On 
April 22, 2003, the commissioners announced 
their recommendation at a public meeting, 
where they declined even to call for a vote. In- 
stead, according to an April 29, 2003, memo 
on the meeting, the BLC concluded that the 
building “does not meet the rigorous standards 
for Landmark designation,” although it ac- 
knowledged “the Gaiety Theatre is worth pre- 
serving in and of itself,” whatever that means. 

The BLC decision removed a daunting hur-

dle before Kensington Place. Despite this dev- 
astating blow, the Gaiety Friends have carried 
on. They have sent up to 80 letters of support 
for preserving the Gaiety Theatre to the Meni- 
no administration, including missives from 
such noteworthy people as Julie Harris, the 
“first lady” of American vaudeville theater; 
Henry Louis Gates Jr., the director of the 
W.E.B. Du Bois Institute for African and 
African American Research at Harvard Univer- 
sity; and Bill Irwin, a New York artist known 
for his work as the 
“new vaudevillian.”

Canto Opera, from the 
Boston Chamber Music 
Society to the Bostoni- 
ans — to find artists 
who would like to use a 
rehabilitated Gaiety. 
They have posted SAVE 
THE GAIETY fliers on the 
theater’s decaying 
facade. Last May, they even crashed Mayor 
Menino’s kick-off party for an initiative meant 
to revive downtown’s Theater District. As the 
mayor stood on the corner of Tremont and 
Stuart Streets and lauded his Theater District 
Improvement Plan, the Gaiety Friends protest- 
ed with posters that said WHERE IS OUR PRESER- 
VATION MAYOR? and PRESERVE THE GAIETY. 

To Gaiety defenders, preserving the theater 
is entirely consistent with the city’s own poli- 


cies. In fact, in 1989, after four years of in- 
tense planning, a city-sponsored task force — 
comprising dozens of artists; preservationists; 
Chinatown residents; property owners, includ- 
ing Stuart Pratt, then a partner in Kensington 
Investment; and city officials, including Mayor 
Menino, then a district city councilor — de- 
vised the Midtown Cultural District Plan, a 
comprehensive vision for the area surrounding 
the Gaiety. The plan aimed to direct down- 
town development and protect Chinatown by 
“creating affordable housing.” At the same 
time, it set a premium on revitalizing the dis- 
trict as a cultural mecca, “the region’s center 
for performing and visual arts.” It called for 
“rehabilitating historic theaters and creating 
new cultural facilities for the city’s nonprofit 
arts community.” And the plan specifically 
identified the Gaiety as a “vacant theater — 
worthy of preservation.” 

Lydia Lowe, executive director of the Chi- 
nese Progressive Association (CPA), a China- 
town advocacy group that is a plaintiff in one 
of the Kensington Place lawsuits, explains that 
the Midtown Cultural District Plan calls for a 
“mutually supportive relationship between 
Chinatown and the theater district.” To this 
end, it recommends re-using the Gaiety as “a 
new Asian performing arts center” for the 
benefit of Chinatown residents. Currently, 
none of the neighborhood’s cultural troupes 
can afford to perform in their own back yard. 
Instead, they rent space at the John Hancock 
Building, the MIT Kresge Auditorium, or 
nearby school gyms. “People tell me they want 
a big theater for Chinese opera and other 
types of performances,” Lowe says. She finds 
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it “ironic” that Kensington Place contrasts so 
starkly with the stated goals of the Midtown 
Cultural District Plan. “What is proposed,” 
she points out, “is destruction of a historic 
theater, no replacement Asian cultural facility, 
and high-income housing.” 

Of course, a renovated Gaiety would benefit 
more than just Chinatown residents. The gate- 
way block on which the theater sits connects 
the Theater District’s east wing, which runs 
along upper Washington Street (the site of the 
recently restored Opera House and the Para- 
mount and Modern theaters), with its west 
wing, near Tremont and Boylston Streets 
(home of the Colonial, Wilbur, Wang, and 
Emerson Majestic theaters). Currently, no 
theatrical structures link the two portions to- 
gether. Defenders argue that a restored Gaiety 
could fill in this gap and make for a more 
complete district. 

Concludes David Colfer, the theater-opera- 
tions director at Brandeis University, who 
backs the Gaiety Friends, “This project is con- 
sistent with so many city policies. It fits the 
commitment to culture and history. It fits the 
area’s renaissance. It just makes sense.” 


ENSIBLE OR NOT, the political momen- 

tum is clearly behind Kensington Place. City 
officials have lauded the high-end tower for of- 
fering a windfall of low-income housing to 
Chinatown — even though only 61 of the 346 
units will fit the “affordable” definition, while 
the remaining 285 units will fetch monthly 
rents of up to $3000. (“Affordable” is also

broadly defined, since 31 of those 61 units will 
be slated for people earning 100 percent of the 
area’s median income — or $52,600 for a sin- 
gle person.) Still, Mayor Menino has hailed the 
development plan as “proactive ... in creating 
housing opportunities in the city of Boston.” 

Opponents have seized on such rhetoric 
and put forward an alternative for the site that 
would not only provide affordable housing, 
but also rehabilitate the Gaiety Theatre. Jere- 
my Liu, of the Asian Community Develop- 
ment Corporation (ACDC), in Chinatown, 

says that his agency has designed a back-up 
proposal to show city officials “what it could 
look like if we wanted to do it all.” The plan 
calls for housing that Liu describes as more 
suitable to the neighborhood: an 18-story 
building of 120 condominiums, 30 of which 
would be reserved for low-income residents 
earning half the area median income — or 
$25,000 for a single person. Better still, it en- 
tails a complete theater renovation. Last sum- 
mer, the ACDC presented sketches to the 
BRA, to no avail. Says Liu, “The BRA has 
been stonewalling. We've heard nothing.” 
(When asked by the Phoenix about the ACDC 
proposal, Jessica Shumaker, the agency’s 
spokesperson, declined to comment.) 

Indeed, some city officials question the need 
for a restored Gaiety in the first place. Unlike 
many of his colleagues, Boston city councilor 

John Tobin, who heads the council’s commit- 
tee on arts and humanities, remains “sensi- 
tive” to the Gaiety Friends’ cause — he 
penned an April 2003 letter to the BLC de- 
scribing the Gaiety as “a historical landmark 
deserving of preservation.” Nonetheless, he 
sympathizes with councilors who doubt the 
demand for a 1500-seat auditorium down- 
town. By his calculations, there are 15,000 
seats in the Theater District, not to mention 
those in outlying venues like the Berklee Per- 
formance Center and Huntington Theatre. 

“This is not New York,” Tobin says. “I’m not 
sure Boston can sustain a built-up theater dis- 
trict.” If the city preserves the Gaiety, he asks, 
“Who is going to step up to the plate and pro- 
vide the millions of dollars needed not only to 
renovate, but to book performances?” 

The Gaiety’s defenders insist that such a 
demand exists. Mark Morgan, artistic director 
of the New England Light Opera, chuckles 
when he hears city officials questioning the 
need for a theater like the Gaiety. “The very 
fact that they’re saying there is no use for a 
theater of that size says to me that they haven’t 
done their homework,” he says. After all, the 
downtown theaters do not offer something for 
everyone. Most are too big and too commer- 
cial-oriented to accommodate small perform- 
ing-arts groups, much less the need for per- 
formance space among Chinatown’s residents. 
Or they present special acoustical challenges. 
Only two venues in Boston — Symphony Hall 
and Jordan Hall — provide an ideal environ- 
ment for musical concerts. Yet these venues 
are often overbooked. Or they cost too much. 
Says Morgan, “The venue question is the 
major issue that lots of companies around here 
face. There is just not much available for us 
downtown.” 

Bradley Pennington, artistic director of 
Boston Bel Canto Opera, agrees: “We have 
too many performing organizations and too 
few venues.” His company is constantly vying 
for safe and affordable space. But even acces- 
sible venues, such as Jordan Hall, can cost as 
much as $3200 a day to rent. So many non- 
profit groups are forced to play in churches 
and university auditoriums instead. New Eng- 
land Light Opera, for example, books its per- 
formances at the Tsai Center, at Boston Uni- 
versity, while the Boston Bel Canto Opera 
uses St. Anne’s Church, in the Back Bay. Con- 
cludes Pennington, “The simple fact of the 
matter is there are so many opera and musical 
groups that we still don’t have enough places 
to accommodate our needs.” 

Hence the appeal of a restored Gaiety The- 
atre. Brandeis’s Colfer, for one, who managed 
the Colonial Theatre from 1990 to 1995 and 
who oversaw its successful restoration, is con- 
vinced that the Gaiety could become economi- 
cally viable just by booking “all the stuff that’s 
rejected” from Symphony and Jordan Halls. 
The two concert halls, he says, “turn down 
as many as half a 


bookings consistently” 
year’s worth of performances. As Colfer and 
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many others see it, a renovated Gaiety would 
make the perfect midsize music hall, one that 
could handle everything from chamber music 
to opera to jazz. More importantly, it would 
fill the need among local musical groups for 
additional venues. 

Cullen, the vaudeville historian, echoes the 
sentiment: “The Gaiety would have a niche 
that no other theater in Boston

The lawsuits ac- 
cuse the BZC of exceeding its authority by 
granting Kensington Investment special 
Planned Development Area (PDA) zoning 
status, which would allow the developer to 
build a tower twice as high as the area’s 15- 
story height restriction. The lawsuits allege 
that the BZC and the City of Boston approved 
a PDA designation for Kensington Place that 
did not adhere “to the requirement that a 
PDA be at least one acre of land,” and that 
did “not conform to the general plan for the 
City of Boston.” 

Under the city’s zoning laws, a development 
site must equal one acre in size to qualify as a 
PDA. The Kensington site measures less than 
half that. To meet the one-acre requirement, 
the investment company — with help from the 
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In its haste to grant the PDA, 
the Menino administration also 
overlooked how those rules apply 
to the Gaiety Theatre. Because 
the theater sits in the Midtown 
Cultural District, its redevelop- 
ment is governed by a clause in 
the Boston Zoning Code known 
as Article 38, Section 21. This 
provision aims to implement the 1989 Mid- 
town Cultural District Plan, whose goal is “to 
revitalize Midtown” as a regional center for 
the arts “by rehabilitating historic theaters.” 
It expressly forbids the demolition of any the- 
ater in the district, except those deemed un- 
safe. And it requires that city inspectors “not 
issue a change of use or occupancy permit 
for any theater within the Midtown Cultural 
District,” except under certain circum-

BRA — has cobbled together what project op- 
ponents call a “desperate” and unprecedented 
scheme: the company has counted public side- 
walks and streets in the one-acre footprint, as 
well as private properties that it does not own 
and that will not be developed. Moreover, it is 
relying on the BRA to use the agency’s contro- 
versial eminent-domain powers to force out 
two adjacent properties — including the Glass 
Slipper, one of two remaining strip clubs in 
the Combat Zone — and hand them over to 
Kensington. Although the developer does not 
have enough of its own land to qualify legally 
for the PDA, the BZC granted it this special 
status last December, setting in motion the 
two lawsuits. (A third lawsuit, filed by Glass 
Slipper owner Nick Romano, challenges the 
BRA’s ability to take his property by eminent 
domain.) 

“This project is totally illegal,” charges 
Lowe, of the CPA. Lowe finds it “ludicrous” 
that the BRA would let a developer circumvent 
the city’s zoning laws by allowing it to include 
city streets and other people’s private proper- 
ties ina PDA plan. But then, she says, “So few 
officials found it ludicrous. So we sued.” She 
adds, “This entire process has been fraught 
with corruption and city complicity.” City 
Councilor Arroyo, another plaintiff, sounds a 
similar note. When city officials granted Kens- 
ington a PDA, he says, “they overlooked their 
own rules.” 





stances. So regardless of any other illegalities 
associated with Kensington Place, as Shirley 
Kressel, a prominent neighborhood activist 
and a plaintiff in one of the pending suits, 
notes, “Its call to demolish the theater still 
violates the zoning code.” In short, she says, 
“It’s illegal to tear down theaters in the 
Theater District.” 

No one from Kensington Investment would 
comment for this article. But the company has 
acknowledged the binding nature of Article 38 
in its own documentation. As part of its appli- 
cation for PDA status — an application ap- 
proved by the BRA — it states, “Article 38 
provides that the Project is subject to [certain] 
use restrictions.” It then goes on to cite the 
fact that Section 21 “contains certain require- 
ments applicable to a change in the use or oc- 
cupancy of a Theater.” 

Nonetheless, Kensington has tried to get 
around this clause. Kiefer, the company’s at- 
torney, has asserted that the provision does 
not apply to the Gaiety building because it is 
no longer a theater. Last April, he penned a 
letter to William Good, acting commissioner 
of the city’s Inspectional Services Department 
(ISD), which enforces the Boston Zoning 
Code. In the April 30 letter, Kiefer argues that 
the Gaiety does not meet the code’s definition 
of a theater because it has not been used in 
nearly two decades. Moreover, he claims that 
the “legal occupancy” of the Gaiety was 
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changed in 1988 from a “theater” 
to “food storage, stores, offices, restaurant, 


bookstore.” Since the Gaiety is “not now 
legally occupied as a theater,” he concludes, 
“the building is not subject to the requirement 
of Article 38.” 

This contradicts city records of the Gaiety 
building, however. A search of the ISD per- 
mits on file for 659 Washington Street yields 
one document, dating to 1993, not 1988. The 
permit lists such legal uses of the building as 
“two stores and one restaurant.” One of the 
uses remains “the theater section.” 

All of which raises the question: why do city 
officials keep backing this project? Why is the 
Menino administration breaking existing regu- 
lations simply to build housing for the super- 
rich? Why is it abandoning a planning vision 
to accomplish something that so many varied 
interests oppose? 

Such questions are valid. After all, Kensing- 
ton Investment — and its long-time principal, 
Lewis — has kept a low-profile in real-estate 
development and investment. Lewis has gar- 
nered a reputation as one of the city’s most 
successful businessmen. As chairman of Grand 
Circle, in Boston, he heads the nation’s largest 
marketer of senior-citizen group tours of such 
far-flung places as Europe, Africa, and the Far 
East. A philanthropist, Lewis also operates the 
Grand Circle Foundation, which takes its name 
from his travel company and which donates an 
average of $2 million every year. 

On the political front, though, Lewis is a 
small-time donor. Over the past five years, he 
has contributed just $1000 to the Menino 
campaign — $500 at a time, in 2002 and 
2000. (By comparison, his attorney, Kiefer, 
has given $1250 to the Menino campaign 
while his partner, Cole, has donated $400.) 
Aside from Kensington Place, the only other 
development project that bears the Kensington 
name is Exeter Towers, a 96-unit Back Bay 
apartment building. 

So why the special treatment from the city? 
Those who know the area surrounding the 
Gaiety suspect that something else is at work 
here — the politics of the Combat Zone. 
Kensington’s high-rise tower has major impli- 
cations for the city’s only area zoned for adult- 
entertainment uses. Currently, the Glass Slip- 
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per stands on the edge of the proposed build- 
ing. But if BRA officials get their way, they 
will, through eminent domain, hand over the 
19-year-old nude-dancing venue to Kensing- 
ton, which will tear it down. Displacement of 
the Glass Slipper would effectively cap years 
of efforts by the Menino administration to shut 
down the city’s remaining adult-entertainment 
establishments and redevelop the once-seedy 
lower Washington Street. 

Lewis is not an insignificant landlord in the 
Combat Zone. In fact, he owns five other 
properties near the Gaiety Theatre — four 
on lower Washington, and one on LaGrange. 
(He rents one parcel to an adult bookstore 
called the Exotic Entertainment Center, lo- 
cated at 695 Washington Street.) Lewis, it 
seems, has aggregated enough properties in 
the Combat Zone to gain an advantage in ne- 
gotiations. One observer who has followed 
the area’s development notes that landlords 
there have a right, under the city’s zoning 
laws, to rent properties for adult entertain- 
ment. Yet the Menino administration has 
long vowed to rid Boston of these establish- 
ments. “What would you as a property owner 
feel you had the power to say to the city?” 
asks the observer, who answers: “‘This is the 
only place where adult-entertainment venues 
can locate. So if you want to stamp them out, 
talk to me.’” 

Another area observer puts it more bluntly: 
“The renovated theater is a casualty of want- 
ing to get rid of the Glass Slipper. That’s what 
city officials want.” 

It’s difficult to say if such dynamics have 
come into play, of course, since no one would 
comment for this article. 


N THE MIDST of all this silence, the wreck- 

ing ball has inched closer to the Gaiety The- 
atre. Last May, Kensington Investment 
alarmed its detractors when it began draining 
standing water from the building’s basement 
and clearing out asbestos — reportedly the 
first steps to demolition. Kensington has yet to 
apply for a demolition permit per se with the 
ISD. Rather, it has received permission from 


the state to remove asbestos. But even this type 


of pre-demolition work appears to contradict a 
2002 Memorandum of Agreement that the 
company signed with the BLC and the MHC, 
the historic agencies overseeing the Gaiety. 
Under the contract, Kensington has promised 
“to not demolish the former Gaiety Theatre 
until the Proponent has obtained all major dis- 
cretionary approvals necessary for the project 
to proceed” — something that project oppo- 
nents say cannot happen until the pending 
lawsuits are resolved. 

After opponents complained that Kensing- 
ton was violating the 2002 agreement, Kiefer 
penned an April 30 letter to the BLC and 
MHC, in which he insists that “all ‘major dis- 
cretionary approvals’ have been obtained.” 
(The BRA did not respond to the Phoenix's at- 
tempts to verify just what approvals the project 
has received.) In the letter, Kiefer also claims 
that the Boston Fire Department has demand- 
ed that the Gaiety be razed. “As you know,” he 
wrote, “the Boston Fire Department has re- 
quired that the building be demolished as soon 
as possible for fire safety reasons.” The depart- 
ment has denied this charge, however; accord- 
ing to a May 6 article published in Sampan, the 
Chinatown newspaper, Lieutenant Richard 
Powers called the statement “an error,” adding 
that the Fire Department “does not require” 
any buildings be demolished. 

That Kiefer would put forth this distortion 
raises concerns among Gaiety preservation- 
ists, who fear that Kensington might try to 
destroy the theater without applying for a 
demolition permit. Such concerns prompted 
Gaiety Friends and Chinatown residents to 
flood ISD with phone calls and a formal peti- 
tion urging the department to “refuse any re- 
quest for a demolition permit for the Proper- 
y.” Likewise, City Councilors Arroyo, Hen- 
nigan, and Turner sent a letter to ISD acting 
commissioner Good on June 16 requesting 
that the department “perform a comprehen- 
sive and independent review of this issue, and 
carefully consider your legal responsibilities 
to enforce the Zoning Code in considering 
this demolition permit.” Arroyo has also filed 
an order with the city council requesting “a 
hearing regarding the Kensington proposal 
and the demolition of the Gaiety.” The coun- 
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cil’s Planning and Economic Development 
Committee, headed by Councilor James 
Kelly, who represents Chinatown and who 
has been a vocal supporter of Kensington 
Place, has yet to take up the matter. 

Suspicions were further stoked last August, 
when Kressel walked past the Gaiety on her 
way to a Chinese restaurant. On a quiet Sun- 
day evening, she noticed that the building’s 
windows had been removed. Copper flashing 
from the roof had also been ripped apart. 
Spotting construction workers inside the the- 
ater, Kressel asked what they were doing. 
“They said to me, ‘Demolition,’” she recalls. 

Kressel called the ISD office, as did other 
Gaiety Friends. On September 3, ISD issued a 
stop-work order halting further construction 
on the building “except for areas impacted by 
the asbestos abatement.” ISD also ordered 
Kensington to seal the building. According to 
ISD spokesperson Lisa Timberlake, the de- 
partment took such action because the devel- 
oper “was not supposed to remove the win- 
dows.” The work, she explains, “qualifies as 
demolition and you need a full demo permit to 
do it.” To this day, the stop-work order re- 
mains in effect; Timberlake says the only way 
for Kensington to lift the order is “to apply for 
a demo permit.” 

Asked whether un-permitted demolition 
had occurred at the site, ISD’s Timberlake 
says, “Yes, in a sense, we did determine that.” 
Since last month, she adds, city inspectors 
have visited the Washington Street site to 
ensure that Kensington “does not violate 
the stop-work order by continuing to rip 
out the windows or doing any other type of 
demolition work.” 

For now, the ISD, unlike other city agen- 
cies, has refused to violate the zoning laws. 
But whether the department will wind up 
granting a demolition permit to Kensington 
remains an open question. Timberlake de- 
clines to confirm that Article 38 forbids ISD 
from allowing the Gaiety to be razed. “Each 
case is viewed differently,” she says, “so I can- 
not say specifically yes or no.” She does hasten 
to add that the department “will consider the 
Boston Zoning Code” in its decision, and she 
suggests that the developer “has a right to go 
to the Zoning Board of Appeal” if ISD denies 
a permit. But the political momentum for 
Kensington Place has yet to subside. And in- 
spectors, says Councilor Turner, “are feeling 
pressure to issue this demolition permit” from 
the city council, the BRA, and the mayor’s 
office, “where support for the business com- 
munity has overruled good judgment.” In- 
deed. When Kressel complained to the 
Mayor’s Office of Neighborhood Services that 
Kensington had removed the Gaiety’s win- 
dows without proper permits, she says she was 
told by Chinatown liaison Denny Ching, 
“We’re not going to interfere. We want that 
building to come down.” 

It seems the only things saving the Gaiety 
from destruction are the lawsuits now winding 
their way through the judicial system. Last 
July, a Land Court judge heard arguments on 
whether the plaintiffs who are not property 
abutters — such as the city councilors and the 
Gaiety preservationists — have “standing” to 
sue. So the legal battle is just getting under 
way. A final ruling favoring the plaintiffs would 
invalidate the BZC decision to grant Kensing- 
ton the PDA designation and, in effect, derail 
the project. Such a ruling would force Kens- 
ington — or some other developer — to draw 
up new plans. And any new plan, says Dan 
Wilson, the plaintiffs’ attorney, would have to 
entail renovation of the Gaiety because “that is 
a major goal of Article 38.” 

What will happen on the legal front is any- 
one’s guess. But one thing seems certain: if the 
Gaiety Theatre turns to dust, the Menino ad- 
ministration — a champion of preservation 
and the arts — will have lost the chance to sal- 
vage the last unrestored Blackall theater left in 
the Theater District. And for what? To get rid 
of a few sex clubs to sterilize downtown for the 
wealthy? To plop down a Dallas-style tower 
that defies the vision for the Midtown Cultural 
District and violates the city’s zoning laws? As 
Councilor Hennigan says, “No one who looks 
at that theater can say with a straight face that 
it is not important to this city.” S

Or, how novelist Stephen Elliott tried every method possible to 
translate the double-talking, bootlicking, unctuous world of the 
campaign trail into something everyone can understand

I confess to Kucinich I drink too much coffee and I’ve been eating a hamburger a day for the last 
week. He shakes his head, because he knows writers, and writers always push their emotions too far 
and their diets reflect that. He explains how he used to drink six cans of Pepsi a day, and how he origi- 
nally became a vegan to impress a girl. 

“That’s what I do!” I say, overjoyed. “I do things to impress girls too!”... When it’s over I am in an entire- 
ly different place and Dennis is splitting his apple pie with me. We are friends. “You're more in touch with 
your humanity than the other journalists,” he says. But he has no idea how in touch I am in that moment. 


RIGINALLY PUBLISHED as part of a January Village Voice essay, this recollection occurs 

about 50 pages into Stephen Elliott’s recently released Looking Forward to It: Or, How I 

Learned To Stop Worrying and Love the American Electoral Process (Picador USA), which doc- 
uments a year the novelist spent on the campaign trail with the presidential candidates. Taking place last 
December over a vegan meal in a van somewhere in Iowa, it’s an absurd moment, recounted in Elliott’s 
familiar, funny, first-person style, one that makes the quixotic Congressman Kucinich seem human. And 
indeed, Elliot says he and the candidate forged a “deep connection,” both personally and politically. 
Typically, that’s not the norm for political coverage, which can be, says Elliott, “kind of dry.” 


During the year Elliott spent “on the trail” 
— a phrase the 32-year-old author uses in the 
same way activists say “in the streets” and 
musicians say “on the road” — he witnessed 
Chuck Berry fall off a table at a Dick 
Gephardt fundraiser, got within 15 feet of 
George W. Bush in the Midwest, and listened 
to John Kerry play guitar on his campaign 
bus. But Elliott is the first to admit that what he 
has published is not journalism, strictly speak- 
ing. “It’s really a memoir or a travelogue,” he 
says. “I’m not a journalist. I’m just this guy. I 
could be anybody. [In the book] I have no 
idea what I’m supposed to do, you know, or 
how I’m supposed to write this book.” And 
that’s why the peripatetic writer calls Looking 
Forward to It “one voter’s story.” 

But Elliott isn’t exactly your average voter. 
A few years ago, he was selected for Stanford 
University’s Stegner Fellowship, an elite two- 
year program that each year pays five new 
writers to refine their craft and boasts alumni 
such as Raymond Carver, Robert Pinksy, and 
ZZ Packer. He’s published four novels; liter- 
ary maverick Dave Eggers edited his most re- 
cent, Happy Baby. He’s written an intermit- 
tent “Poker Report” about his low-stakes 
home games for McSweeney's. He’s taught at 
Stanford. But Elliott’s also a hustler, a free- 
spirited, tattooed kind of guy who'll identify 
himself as a GQ reporter when he’s actually 
writing for Eggers’s magazine the Believer, 
and who'll sit on a Motel 8 lobby floor with 
Los Angeles Times reporter Jim Rainey, jok- 
ingly offering Kerry staffers free beers if 
they'll provide good quotes. 

Looking Forward to It wasn’t something 
Elliott had planned. In July of 2003, he had 
just finished Happy Baby, a dark and explic- 
itly detailed novel described by the New York 
Times as “surely the most intelligent and 
beautiful book ever written about juvenile 
detention centers, sadomasochism and 
drugs.” Eggers was still editing the manu- 
script. “He was taking a long time,” Elliott 
recalls. “He’s a great editor, he’s on his own 
schedule, and that’s just the way it is.” So 
with a meager budget for expenses and an 
assignment from the Believer to cover 
Howard Dean, Elliott hit the campaign trail, 
bouncing among friends’ couches and 
spending two weeks on the road. 

After the 10,000-word article appeared, 
Picador asked him to author a longer-form 
book the same way. “I was like, ‘What way 
is that?’ ” Elliott says. “I didn’t know what | 
was doing. I was just writing whatever, some 
fiction and digression. And I was like, “Oh, 
you mean, without rules?’ ” Picador said 
yes. So Elliott gave up his San Francisco 
apartment, left his girlfriend, flew around 
the country for a year, and wrote about the 
experience “without rules.” 

For Elliott, this meant using his book deal 
as a license to do pretty much whatever he 
wanted, and chronicle it. In the book, he 
sleeps through a speech by Carol Moseley 
Braun. He tells Howard Dean he’s on as- 
signment for GQ when the only thing he’s 
ever written for the men’s magazine is a 400- 
word piece reminiscing about working the 
midnight shift at an adult bookstore. He 
writes about how a Dean staffer bet him $5 
that her candidate wouldn’t get 30 percent of 
the vote in Iowa; Elliott fell out of favor with 
the Dean campaign when he posted the bet 
on his Web site, and Matt Drudge linked to it 
on the Drudge Report under the headline 
DEAN STAFFER BETS AGAINST OWN CANDIDATE. 

And so Looking Forward to It isn’t simply 
one voter’s story. It’s a witty, digressive, per- 
sonal work written by a man who’s at once a 
hustler, a fabulist, a diarist, an itinerant, and 
an observer. It’s a first-person recollection of 
how addictive public political spectacles can 
be, told from the vantage point of a guy who’s 
personally experienced the human conse- 
quences of domestic policies. “Politics is en- 
tertainment with consequences,” he says. “A 
lot of what you get in the news is so dry. It’s 
very hard to connect with that ... I’m saying 
to them, politics can be really, really fun.” 


TEPHEN ELLIOTT has always toyed 

with words. The son of little-accom- 
plished writer Neil Elliott, he wrote poetry as a 
hobby when he was 10, taping papers of his 
verses all over his bedroom walls “just in case 
somebody wanted to walk in my room and see 
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how I felt about things.” His mother died at a 
young age, and Elliott’s relationship with his 
father was, to put it mildly, strained: at one 
point, he recalls his dad handcuffing him to a 
pipe. At 13, he ran away from home and slept 
on a convenience-store roof for months; in 
Looking Forward to It, he remembers celebrat- 
ing his 14th birthday by breaking into a base- 
ment with two friends and quaffing a half-pint 
of vodka. He hitchhiked from Chicago to Los 
Angeles. He became a ward of the court, got 
shuttled to various group homes, failed out of 
high school, sobered up at 16 (sobriety lasted 
until he was 22), and eventually wrangled a 
deal with his principal to graduate. The State 
of Illinois remained his legal guardian until he 
turned 18. “I have heavy psychological things 
dealing with the state,” he admits. “The state, 
for me, is mom and dad.” 

Elliott managed to thrust himself out the 
system and into college by applying for a 
little-known state-custody scholarship to the 
University of Illinois, and then went to grad- 
uate school at Northwestern University to 
study film. During his 20s, he shot heroin 
here and there, earned money as a stripper, 
and did some time as a cabdriver. Mean- 
while, he wrote fiction compulsively, even 
though he’d never had any formal training; 
he says that by the time he sold his first 
novel, the slim Jones Inn (Dimensions), in 
1988, he’d already written three novels “for 
his friends.” His life story is so fantastic that 
a San Francisco Weekly writer profiling El- 
liott in 2001 contacted a director of the Jew- 
ish Children’s Bureau, the organization that 
presided over his group-home years and 
paid his college tuition, to verify his tale. 

Elliott’s street-smart background plays a 
subtle but critical role in Looking Forward to 
It, creating moments that could seem jarring 
for anyone unfamiliar with his past. In dis- 
cussing the tax plans proffered by Gephardt 
and Kucinich, he writes, “My father, who quit 
writing pornographic novels to become a 
landlord, explained property tax to me this 
way.” Watching Kucinich speak for the first 
time, he writes, “Kucinich looks like the kid 





that ratted me out for smoking pot in the de- 
tention center when I was 14.” And when E]I- 
liott takes a break from the trail to stay with 
an old friend, he notes, “He introduced me to 
gambling and heroin. We had great times.” 
“The personal is political,” Elliott explains. 
In the book, he compares the inability of Kerry 
and Bush to agree on basic definitions of 
words like “terror” with his own never-ending 
disagreements with his father. For example, he 
told an interviewer that his father shaved his 
head when he was a child; his father insists 
that he merely gave his son a “haircut.” “His 
insistence on changing the vocabulary I use to

describe possibly the most traumatic moment 
of my youth gives me insight into the way 
politicians fight with the media,” Elliott writes. 
Over the phone, he adds, “Everything makes 
sense when you can bring it down to that per- 
sonal level. It helps me understand [politics], 
which is a big part of the book, and | think it 
helps other people understand too. They’re 
able to relate it into real-life terms.” 

Of course, the presidential campaign trail has 
been mined by plenty of other writers. Timothy 
Crouse tagged along with Hunter Thompson 
and out came The Boys on the Bus (1973). 
When novelist Steve Erickson was fired from 
Rolling Stone while covering the 1996 primar- 
ies, he turned his reporting into American 
Nomad (1997). During the last presidential 
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race, David Foster Wallace spent a week on 
tour with John McCain; some years ago, essay- 
ist Joan Didion was sent by editors to various 
political conventions and campaign stops in the 
late 80s and ’90s, which provided material for 
her incisive collection Political Fictions (2001). 

But Elliott is practically the anti-Didion: per- 
sonal and accessible, his tone never earnest, his 
prose never dense, his references never arcane. 
And his past also gives him a rare vantage 
point for someone covering the presidential 
race, one that’s more than likely responsible for 
his left-leaning politics. “I know the effect of 
the state on the individual — I’ve been that in- 
dividual,” he says. “I know what you eat when 
you're locked up as a child. | know what hap- 
pens when you underfund education and when 
you underfund child welfare, so you can give a 
tax break to IBM. I know the direct human 
consequences of that because I've seen it first- 
hand. I’ve seen what happened to my friends, 
very few of whom went to college. Many of 
them are in jail. [That experience] definitely in- 
forms me, the direct human consequences of 
tax cuts for the rich.” 

But Elliott didn’t actually care about na- 
tional politics until his late 20s. Then, he 
worked in Washington for Ralph Nader, 
driving “a big van with an enormous sign 
plastered on both sides that read CORPORATI 
CLEAN-UP CREW” and delivering pro—Green 
Party speeches throughout the South. In ret- 
rospect, Elliott admits he regrets his role in 
Nader’s 2000 presidential pitch. “But I don’t 
really blame myself. And I don’t blame other 
people. I believe that we didn’t know the dif- 
ference between Gore and Bush in 2000. 
But in 2004, if you don’t know the differ- 
ence, then you’re a moron.” 

As Elliott witnessed during his year on the 
campaign trail — not only following the De- 
mocrats, but also chasing the Bush campaign 
through the Midwest for a month — the dif- 
ference between the two candidates is the 
severity of their lies. “The Bush campaign: 
they'd just lie all the time. It was outrageous,” 
Elliott says. “The Kerry campaign: they'd lie, 
you know, a little bit.” He’s tired of people re- 
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ducing the race to a choice between the lesser 
of two evils. “What happens if one evil is a re- 
ally, really big evil and the other evil is a little, 
small evil? And the difference between the 
evils is like the difference between a depart- 
ment-store fire and a Bic lighter?” 


LLIOTT IS still an acquaintance of 

Kucinich’s: every time they see each 
other, they embrace. But Elliott doesn’t 
think Kucinich would’ve made a good presi- 
dent. “You know, he’s like a guy that I really 
like, and I’d love to have him over to play 
poker. He’s like lots of people that I love and 
hang out with, but that I don’t want to be 
president. You know?” 

Since he finished writing Looking Forward 
to It, Elliott has organized “Operation 
Ohio,” which enlists authors such as Tobias 
Wolff, Michael Chabon, and Jonathan 
Lethem to call swing-state college students 
on Election Day and ask them to hit the 
polls. “The thing about first-time voters, in 
general, they all say they’re going to vote and 
they don’t,” Elliott says. “They wake up in 
the morning and maybe they have a test. So 
giving [them] a push, a phone call from one 
of their favorite authors, hopefully will help.” 

Beyond that, Elliott has no clue what’s 
next. “I look at November second, and all I 
can see is this big black hole, this cliff. And 
I’m just going over this edge. I have no idea 
what’s there, or what I’m going to do to give 
my life meaning and purpose. It’s very 
scary.” Of course, it'll be even scarier if 
George W. Bush wins — but Elliott doesn’t 
want to go there. “After Kerry wins,” he says, 
emphasizing the word as though it carries all 
the weight of the world, “I'll celebrate. Or 
maybe I'll just get a girlfriend.” &

Outsiders 


‘Fabulous Histories’ and Mona Hatoum; 
Tomoko Sawada at the Fogg 


S elf-taught or “outsider” artists and artists trained at art 
schools have a knotty relationship with each other, a 
relationship that has grown in complexity and significance over 
the past decades, when idiosyncratic personal expression, folk 
craft, and art forms outside the fine arts have been steadily 
infiltrating contemporary art. From the early 20th century, 
when fine-artists like Jean Dubuffet (1901-1985) tried to 
emulate the purity and energy found in naive artistic efforts, 
most notably art by children and the mentally challenged, to 
the present, when rural quilt makers from Gee's Bend, 
Alabama, have their own show at the Whitney Museum of 
American Art, the influence of self-taught artists on 
contemporary mainstream art practice has continued to be a 
rich and tangled mess. 

“Fabulous Histories: indigenous Anomalies in American 
Art,” which opens at Harvard's Carpenter Center on October 
21, examines the current state of the highly permeable border 
between insider and outsider art, with great examples of each. 
The nine artists are grouped into three thematic trios; the one 
called “Cutting/Collage” features cigar-related collages by self- 
taught Cuban-American artist Felipe Jesus Consalvos, who 
manufactured and sold cigars in Miami in the first half of the 
last century; quirky work by trained San Francisco—based artist 
Jess, whose dense, poetic collages from the 1950s and '60s 
were originally considered too “raw” for mainstream galleries; 
and new work by Anthony Campuzano, a recent art-school grad 
whose compulsive collections and translations of found text 
and images draw on the work of outsider artists and 
contemporary pop culture. Rarely seen work by James Castle, 
Jim Nutt, Christina Ramberg, Martin Ramirez, Luis Romero, 
and P.M. (Perley) Wentworth is also included. 

internationally recognized artist Mona Hatoum first came to 
public attention in the mid 1980s with performance and video 
works that focused on the body, often juxtaposing elements of 
extreme familiarity, like a crib, or the artist’s mother, with 
images evoking danger and vulnerability. Hatoum, who was 
born into a Palestinian family in Beirut in 1952 and has lived 
and worked in London since 1975, comes to speak at 
Harvard’s Carpenter Center on October 28 at 6 p.m.,

continuing what has become a tradition of outstanding talks by 
contemporary artists at the Carpenter. 

This Monday, Japanese photographer Tomoko Sawada 
comes to Harvard’s Fogg Art Museum to give a lunch-hour chat. 
about her recent work. Sawada is a kind of Japanese Cindy- 
Sherman-meets-Andy Warhol-in-a-photo-booth; she’s created 
hundreds of those unmistakable little images, each appearing 
to show a different sitter, each actually played by herself. In 
her new series, she comes out of the photo booth and makes 
several trips to a commercial photo studio, each time 
disguised as a different bride-to-be, in an exploration of the 
Japanese tradition of “omiai,” where men and women 
commission photos of themselves to be passed around by their 
parents in hopes of a good arranged marriage. Not only do 
Sawada’s results offer a great twist on this traditional form, 
they raise questions about the nature of identity.

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Dispassionata? 


Rethinking Maurizio Pollini, plus Boston Baroque’s Julius Caesar 


hroughout the 40-odd years of his career, 

Maurizio Pollini, who returns to Boston next 
Sunday, has always been regarded as an 
“intellectual” pianist. Whether that’s good or bad 
depends, of course, on who's doing the labeling. 
To his fans, that means an uncanny ability to use 
his staggering technical ability to find the 
music’s essence by putting the notes before the 
listener as clearly and simply as possible. To his 
detractors, that technique becomes an end in 
itself, and the tag denotes a cold insensitivity to 
music's full emotional range and a disinclination 
to push beyond what's in the score. Whether his 
musicianship is intense or poker-faced depends 
on what you like to hear, of course, so it’s hardly 
surprising that intelligent listeners arrive at such 
dissimilar appraisals of his work. 

I've always been more on the side of the fans 
than the foes, usually finding that whatever 
sentiment Pollini casts aside is more than 
compensated for by that combination of 
transparency, momentum, and strength that 
characterizes his sound. It’s true that he 
usually does best with music that’s “difficult” 

technically, conceptually, or both. His late 
Schubert is as lithe and as darkly elegiac as 
any, his collection of Chopin Etudes is a 
gleaming treasure, and his recordings of the 
last five Beethoven sonatas have, to my ears,

TheatreZone unveils that odd amalgam 
of rock and rolls at Chelsea Theatre Works, 189

never been bettered. There’s nothing 
impersonal or aloof about these performances; 
in them, | hear Pollini reaching beyond the 
notes and somehow opening up the composer's 
world from inside them. 

Like any performer, though, he isn’t 
universally successful, even in different portions 
of the same composer's ceuvre. That's 
become clear to me from last year’s 
recording of four Beethoven sonatas (on 
Deutsche Grammophon, like all of the 
above), including two that will be on his 
Symphony Hall program: the famous 
Appassionata, Opus 57, and its 
successor, the less familiar Opus 78. 
(The Opus 54 and Opus 90 sonatas are 
also included.) Four years and an 
immense stylistic gulf separate these 
two works, the former a full masterpiece 
of Beethoven's “heroic” period, the 
latter a lyrical, enigmatic work in two 
short movements. 

For whatever reason, Pollini can't 
seem to connect with the bristling 
innovation of the earlier work or unlock 
the secrets of the later one. All the 
technical prowess is in evidence: the 
dynamic control, the clarity with which 
he articulates each voice, the natural

phrasing, the note-perfect runs at dazzling 
speed. But there’s also a lack of overall shape to 
each work, and suddenly all those technical 
niceties begin to seem like so many way stations 
without a destination. He’s most successful in 
the Appassionata’s slow movement, where his 
understatement makes this simple set of 
variations transcendent. Elsewhere, though, | 
begin to see what his critics have been griping 
about . 

More puzzling is the inclusion of a bonus CD 
with live performances of the same two sonatas 
recorded at a 2002 concert in Vienna. No two 
performances are exact replicas, but Pollini 
rarely strays too far from his interpretive 
decisions on stage, and these are no 
exceptions. Indeed, they’re similar enough to

The granddaddy of concept 
musicals, Company is about a 35-year-old Manhattan single sizing up life, love, and commitment by 
looking at his not-so-blissful married friends.

Wild style 


The Dwarves’ latest tour de force 


lag Dahlia, the leader of the Dwarves, prides himself on being 

able to write convincingly in almost any genre. Although the 
Dwarves began, in the mid 1980s, as an especially crude California 
garage-punk band, their latest album, The Dwarves Must Die 
(Sympathy for the Record Industry), bears this contention out. It

how the record went. | had a vision for it, but it’s more like the Wu- 
Tang Clan: everybody does what they're good at.” 
And the Dwarves are good at quite a lot. The disc’s first single, 


“Salt Lake City,” is a classic bubblegum-punk tune in the tradition of 
the Ramones and the Queers. But neither of those bands could’ve 
produced “Blast,” a grindcore song with garbled lyrics like “Tender 


virgins give head eating toilet kids bread.” The mention of the lyric 


boasts wrestling songs, acoustic punk, horror rap, Christian liturgical 


music, pop punk, Mexican surf, doo-wop, 
hardcore, and numerous sub-species of 
metal, sometimes combining several of 
these elements in a three-minute span. It’s 
the kind of virtuoso display that makes 
others want to donate their services. The 
last two Dwarves albums have been helmed 
by big-budget producer Eric Valentine 
(Third Eye Blind, Queens of the Stone Age, 
Good Charlotte), and the guests on Must 
Die include Offspring’s Dexter Holland, 
Urge Overkill’s Nash Kato, A Perfect 
Circle’s Josh Freese, and former Queens/ 
Dwarves bassist Nick Oliveri. 

The most notorious Dwarves album, 


1990's Blood Guts and Pussy (Sub Pop), the one Spin once named 
the most offensive album ever, featured a Michael Lavine photo of 
two nude women and one nude dwarf all covered in blood. Lavine 
photographed the same scene as a bubble bath for the Dwarves’ 
2000 comeback album, Come Clean (Epitaph), as well as a take-off 
on The Passion of the Christ — dwarf on the cross, three nude 
women — for Must Die. “The Beatles had that enormous controversy 
years ago of ‘bigger than Jesus Christ,’ but with the Dwarves, that’s 
where we start,” says Blag, who on “Christ on a Mic” does his part 
by rhyming “Jesus Christ” with “Heidi Fleiss.” The song begins like 
a church hymn but quickly devolves into a quirky, sample-heavy 
hardcore romp. “When | wrote it, the opening part was a negro 
spiritual, but when | brought it to Eric Valentine, he said, ‘Why don’t 
we make it super-white-folks church music?’ Then he went out and

consecutive bars, from 3/8 to 2/4 to 5/8 to 2/4 to 3/8. And 
that wavy solo-violin line above the treble staff? It’s an 
“aleatory section,” Horowitz, who's wearing a Mozart T-shirt, 
explains. The violinist improvises — which means the 
passage won't ever sound the same way twice. 

That in turn explains Boston Ballet music director 
Jonathan McPhee’s concern when he arrives, with rehearsal 
pianist Marina Gendel and ballet mistress Trinidad Vives, and 
points out that this is the first time the four dancers — 
principal Pollyana Ribeiro, soloists Christopher Budzynski 
and Mindaugas Bauzys, and corps member Raul Salamanca 
~~ will be rehearsing to live music rather than a recording. 
But the dancers don’t seem concerned. They’re about to 
start when Ribeiro says, “Hold on, | forgot to stretch.” She 
does splits on the floor for all of 15 seconds, then jumps up 
and starts in on the tricky footwork of her solo. With Gendel 
filling in for the string orchestra, Horowitz makes Vasks’s 
knotty concerto soar like Ralph Vaughan Williams’s The Lark 
Ascending. \n Martins’s work, each of the three men has a 
duet with the woman, but they also dance as a trio, and they 
circle her like a wheel. The progression is a little hard to 
follow because they're not always rehearsing in sequence, 
but the piece looks less like faux Balanchine than some of 
Martins’s other works, and Ribeiro, freed from her more 
usual ingenue role, is innocent and implacable and 
inscrutable. 

Everyone’s less concerned with executing steps than with 
coordinating the phrasing of the dancing to that of the 
music, and that’s another reason the piece, even in 
fragments, seems so natural and expressive. Ribeiro asks to 
run through one of her sections again — “Sorry, guys.” “No 
problem,” comes the response, “we need to hear the music 
one more time.” After some extended gyrating on her back, 
she jokes, “!’m cleaning the floor today.” Vives, who’s been a 
warm, smiling presence throughout, jumping up to 
demonstrate when necessary, looks at me a little doubtfully, 
as if the press might think there’s too much levity and not 
enough legwork in this rehearsal; actually, it’s the levity in 
the rehearsing that levitates the work. As performed by 
Boston Ballet, Distant Light won't be embarrassed by its 
proximity to two Balanchine masterpieces. Who could ask for 
anything more?

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Bugging a Beatle 


The FBI listens to John Lennon 


A: the years go by, it’s hard to think that any corners of 
the life of John Lennon remain underexamined, but Ears 
on a Beatle (presented by Lyric Stage Company starting 
October 22) suggests otherwise. This taut two-man play by 
Mark St. Germain centers on Lennon's travails with the FBI, 
which spent years trying to deport him. The play premiered 
last summer at Great Barrington Stage Company, and it has 
a special resonance this season since the FBI has released 
the final 10 pages from the file. Ears sheds light on a dark 
passage in the thinking Beatle’s American sojourn. 

How did Lennon and wife Yoko 
Ono come under attack? It’s a 
long and winding road that starts 
with 18-year-olds getting the vote 
in 1971. Anticipating the impact 
this enfranchisement might have 
on the 1972 presidential election, 
South Carolina senator Strom 
Thurmond sent a memo to 
President Nixon noting that 
Lennon was an enormously 
influential personality. “He said 
it’s best if he’s not in the country 
at this time,” explained the 
playwright over the phone from 
New York. “It was not something 
done for national security, it was 
done for political expediency.” 

Lennon had moved to New York 
in 1971, and he had vowed to 
make America his home. While 
here, he became active in the 
peace movement. After Thurmond 
sent his memo, the surveillance began. “When | first heard 
about him having FBI files, | thought, why did they 
bother?”, St. Germain recalls. “But the more you read, the 
more it’s about votes, and 18-year-olds getting the vote. 
And once he made the statement that he would go around 
and do concerts, that would have been terrifying to the 
administration.” 

Lennon's political power became apparent after he’d 
participated in a benefit concert for jailed activist John 
Sinclair. “Two days after that concert, Sinclair was released,” 
St. Germain points out. “I don’t think that particular 
administration wanted that attention coming from John 
Lennon.” 

The play, which features neither music nor a Beatle, 
comes from a remarkably varied writer. St. Germain’s 
credits range from award-winning plays and musicals 


(Camping with Henry and Tom), books (Stand by Your Man: 
The Tammy Wynette Story), and television (The Cosby Show, 
Dick Wolf's Crime & Punishment and The Wright Verdicts). 
He decided to shape his play around two agents (who at the 
Lyric will be played by Steven Barkhimer and Michael 
Kaye). “The older character, Howard, has dealt with 
unpleasant truths,” explains director Paula Ramsdell. “He 
butts a young agent who's a fan, and as he learns certain 
realities, he changes.” “I was interested in the human 
reaction,” says St. Germain. “What effect John Lennon's 
philosophy would have on two people.”

John and Yoko’s deportation battle concluded in 1975, 
when the US Court of Appeal overturned the deportation 
order and Lennon received residency status. The chief 
counsel of the INS later stated that the United States had 
spent millions of tax dollars on this case — more money 
that had been spent trying to expel Nazi war criminals. “| 
think that anybody who's under the public scrutiny that he 
and Yoko were — to have taken the political stances they 
did was remarkably brave,” says St. Germain. “They were 
very committed to world peace, and my admiration for them 
only grew.”

Stritch and 
famous 


A Broadway legend comes to town 


a. ow many 78-year-old women have their names, topped off with an 
exclamation point, emblazoned across their own Web sites? Meet 
Elaine Stritch, who’s made herself a legend with a six-decade stage 
life that belongs in the Guinness Book of World Records. And if an 
interviewer uses the word “still” to her, as in “Are you sti// getting new 
scripts to read?”, the lady barks in response, “What do you mean, 
stil?’ Everybody says those kinds of words to make you think you're an 
old lady. | walk on the street and somebody says to me, ‘Are you still 
working?’ You know, that’s a bad attitude.” 

Timeless, ageless, monumental, and vulnerable are just a few of 
the words that describe Stritch as she appears alone on stage as a 
singer/raconteur, dressed only in a white silk shirt and black tights, in 
the Tony-winning E/aine Stritch at Liberty, which opens a two-week 
run at the Wilbur Theatre this Tuesday. Boston, however, is coming 
late to this particular party. At Liberty premiered in 2001 at the 
Joseph Papp Public Theater, then moved to Broadway and London 
before graduating to a 2003 US tour and the HBO special that was 
shown last May. Just last month, the TV version brought Stritch an 
Emmy Award to add to the Tony she won for the Broadway production 
— finally, after four previous nominations, dating back to 1956 for 
Best Featured Actress in Bus Stop. 

Stritch credits original producer John Schreiber for jump-starting At 
Liberty. “He was really responsible for me getting off my backside and 
doing something about it. He gave me walking-around money for a 
year and found John Lahr, which was a godsend.” 

The show's credits read “Constructed by John Lahr [drama critic for 
the New Yorker]; Reconstructed by Elaine Stritch.” “The billing is 
accurate,” Stritch says. “He gave me ways to go. So that’s how it all 
started, sweetheart, and then it was just awful hard work. I’ve 
rewritten scripts. I'm a rewriter. | know how to make it right for me. 
But | certainly don’t know how to write a play, and that’s what | 
consider this to be. It’s my life, so you can’t go wrong. You could go 
wrong — but | didn’t.” 

Born in Detroit, Stritch moved to New York to study acting at the 
New School before stealing the spotlight with a ditty called 
“Civilization” (“Bongo, Bongo, Bongo, | don’t want to leave the 
Congo”) in her 1947 Broadway debut, Angels in the Wings. She was 
22 and not a singer. Indeed, you might compare the effect of her 
vocal delivery to a growl, a warning, or a punch in the jaw. “Doing 
musicals was a big surprise to me,” she admits. “| didn’t set out to do 
that. if | had, I’d have taken singing lessons and all that. | think you 
have to be a good actress to be in musical comedies. It’s not two 
different things.” 

Musicals became part of her stock in trade. She stood by for Ethel 
Merman in Call Me Madam and headed the national tour. Her 
rendition of “Zip” in the 1952 revival of Pal Joey created a sensation. 
Then there’s her memorable performance of Stephen Sondheim's 
ballad of boredom, “The Ladies Who Lunch,” in the 1970 premiere of 
Company. These songs and more are included in At Liberty, along 
with anecdotes about her illustrious colleagues (including Marlon 
Brando, who tried to seduce her, and Noé! Coward, who wrote a show 
for her), all wrapped into her life’s history. 

But as with any theatrical experience that grabs you, there’s more 
to Stritch’s show than gossip and reminiscence. The change of pace 
comes as she describes the alcoholism that nearly obliterated her, the 
loss of her actor husband, John Bay, to cancer after 10 years of 
marriage, and the diabetic coma that jolted her into abstinence. “It’s 
not a story about show business. It's a story about people and human 
behavior and emotions. When | can apply my problems to the 
common man, that makes me feel good. 

“My profession is the most naked in the world. You walk on the 
stage and they know all about you.”

& Lounge 


A new chef does well by an old 
restaurant with a great reputation

his column doesn’t usual- 
ly re-review restaurants 


when they change chefs. 
It happens too often, and it’s 
not always for the better or 
worse. But in this case, the 
restaurant’s opening menu was 
conceived by the brilliant and 
unconventional Charles 
Draghi, so the change was 
going to be considerable. And it 
has been. The new chef, An- 
thony Dawodu, is more con- 
ventional (and has been given 
lower price points, especially 
on the entrées), but very good, 
and perhaps better suited to the 
nightclub atmosphere of this 
unusual space. For their part, 
the owners have adjusted the 
space and the music to make 
the (somewhat reduced) dining 
area work better. In sum, 33 is 








ration, but it is a better place to 
dine out overall. 

The key spatial adjustment was to re- 
move the tables in what is now a sofa 
lounge area, thus focusing the dining 
room in the back of the first floor, where 
the music is least obtrusive and the 
weirdly tilted walls and ceilings are least 
obvious. The owners have also muted 
the computer-controlled lighting of the 
translucent walls around the stairwell, so 
diners are less distracted and more 
soothed. The old program had quicker 
changes and clashing colors. The new 
program runs to blues, purples, and 
greens. (On warm nights, there are out- 
door tables as well.) The overall lighting

is a little better, and the sound is more- 
muted techno, followed by — so you 
know it’s a restaurant, I suppose — the 
Gipsy Kings. 

The opening breadbasket has also 
been simplified. Five choices with both 
butter and olive oil have been reduced to 
both hard and soft French breads, plus a 
simple focaccia, with a jazzy spread of 
chopped olives in lots of extra-virgin 
olive oil. 

The menu, formerly split severely into 
French and Italian lists, now unites as- 
pects of both under the concept of 
American nouvelle. On some of 
Draghi’s remaining dishes, Dawodu 
doesn’t get it. For example, Draghi’s 
salad of local beans and beets was 
defined at the edges of the flavors with a 
sharp goat cheese and dandelion greens. 
The current baby-arugula salad ($6) has 
nice bits of red and yellow beet, frisée 





for looks, and Granny Smith apple for a 
surprise, but all was blurred by an over- 
salted dressing. 

Dawodu’s own theme is to move the 
expected up a notch. This is excellent on 
the Maine-crab salad ($11), a cylinder 
almost the size of a crab cake, but cold 
and all meat, with a lively dressing and a 
salsa heavy on Italian parsley, a much 
underrated herb. For a special on soft- 
shell crab ($13), he does it as tempura, 
then adds a little salsa of mangos and 
sautéed julienned peppers. Medley-of- 
mushroom soup ($8) is mostly cream, 
with a solid mushroom flavor, and swirls 
of flavored oils that don’t register with 
me (along with a shrimp garnish in the 
middle). Chilled lobster salad ($16) is all 
wonderful morsels — lobster nuggets, 
spears of asparagus, and slices of heart 
of palm — on mixed greens. 

For entrées, the pastas are still home- 
made and toothsome, even the ubiqui- 
tous shrimp fettuccini ($18), now with 
a mild puttanesca sauce that actually 
sticks to the pasta and makes the dish 
work well. My favorite of the entrées 
was the pepper-crusted ahi tuna ($24), 
sushi-quality tuna just seared at the 
edges with peppers and coriander (as 
the French like to add to pepper) for an 
extra thrill. The sides on this dish are a 
parsnip-cauliflower purée that melds 
two strong-flavored vegetables into 
something new, and a medley of 
sautéed vegetables (including baby- 
artichoke hearts) that’s delectable, but 
again over-salted. 

Pan-seared Atlantic salmon ($23) is 
served on a rectangular plate, but fea- 
tures the same fine parsnip-cauliflower 
purée, and a different group of vegeta- 
bles, this time with the coriander-seed 
flavor popping up here and there. The 
grilled veal chop ($28) is splendid 
meat, done to order, with a potato 
cake, and great carrots in a clear gravy 
with some thyme. 

The wine list is still mostly Italian and 
French, with some depth, as exemplified 
by six Alsatian whites. Apparently things

haven’t sold so rapidly, so some of the 
older bottles have become serious bar- 
gains. Our bottle of 2000 Schlumberger 
“Fleur” Gewiirztraminer ($46) was a 
floral sonata, with a slightly sweet finish 
that complemented all the food very 
nicely. Wines by the glass are newer and 
a little cheaper, and still very attractive. 
The bar makes a clean, authentic mojito 
($11) with lots of fresh-mint flavor. 
Coffee and tea, which used to be excel- 
lent, were not offered by our server. 

The dessert list is about half of what it 
used to be, but hasn’t lost a step. On the 
trio of sorbets ($7), the winner was a 
very Draghi-like saffron-orange, with a 
dry finish that really brought out the or- 
ange. If you wanted something juicier, 
the passion fruit was of the orange vari- 
ety, and very tart. Raspberry was a little 
icy our night, but well flavored. Warm 
chocolate cake ($9) is a conventional 
cupcake of fallen chocolate intensity, 
with homemade vanilla ice cream on an 
interesting wafer of, perhaps, candied 
quince or pear. The “chef’s dessert duo” 
($16) is plain but solid cheesecake with 
strawberries, and a martini glass of 
“tiramisu” without much cake, so it’s 
like eating coffee-flavored cream. The 
only disappointment was the “white 
chocolate blueberry bread pudding” 
($8). The problem is that bread pudding 
has contrasts of custard binder and en- 
riched bread cubes. This was solid, like 
an English steamed pudding, though 
certainly edible. 

Service has also settled in, and proba- 
bly benefits from the shorter menu. 
Dishes arrived as planned, our server 
could actually explain the menu, and 
only the missing coffee request was no- 
table. Salt did accumulate over our 
evening, but this is easily fixed. The new 
33 is a fine all-ages restaurant, with a 
very hip nightclub downstairs. If you 
concentrate on entrées and wine, it’s a 
very fine restaurant, and you'll still feel 
like dancing afterward. ae

the price of a slice, but it’s likely only a matter of time before Ball Square goes 
the way of Davis. Sound Bites has lines out the door for weekend breakfasts, and 
True Grounds, a coffeehouse across the street, has free wi-fi and a décor supplied 
by local artists. And then there’s Urban Gourmet, another Ball Square stalwart, 
with a sweeping menu of salads, sandwiches, pasta, and pizza. Gourmet doesn’t 
necessarily mean fancy; here it means fresh. 
Urban Gourmet is known for its pizzas, and signs on the tables warn diners 
that the restaurant takes its sweet time cooking the pies. (“We think you'll appre- 
ciate the difference,” the signs add.) Each pizza is cooked for about 25 minutes, 
a technique that creates a rich, crispy crust. The toppings cater to those who love 
surf (shrimp, sea scallops), turf (linguiga, chorizo, prosciutto, chicken), and earth 
(grilled veggies, black olives, sweet pepper, fresh basil, spinach, onion, and 
more). A 14-inch pie with pepperoni and caramelized onions ($12) was salty and 
crisp. And the antipasto ($8.50) had sustenance enough for two, with grilled 
shrimp, pesto chicken, tangy potato salad, roasted eggplant and zucchini, and 
assorted meats and cheeses. Many of the antipasto elements return in salads, 
such as the grilled vegetable ($6.25); in sandwiches, including the portobello 
melt ($6.25) and pesto-chicken panino ($6.75); and in the pasta with shrimp 
sauce ($11.25) and spinach and pancetta ($9.50). Fresh soups are made daily, 
as are the fish specials. And Urban Gourmet makes no fuss about tailoring its 
meals to customers’ gustatory whims. 
Urban Gourmet, located at 688 Broadway, in Somerville, is open Tuesday 
through Friday, from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m., and on Saturday and Sunday, from 
11:30 a.m. to 11 p.m.

hy does a vomiting puppet make me laugh? Maybe 

Jacques Derrida could explain it if he were still alive. Or 
Henri Bergson, whose philosophical treatise on laughter ana- 
lyzed the innate hilarity of human behavior reduced to a 
repetitive or mechanical level. Whatever the reason, the spec- 
tacle halfway through Team America of a down-and-out 
Gary Johnston, all 22 inches of him, tossing his cookies for 
the fourth time epitomizes the work of Trey Parker and Matt 
Stone at its best. 

There aren’t enough such moments, unfortunately. Not 
as many as in Parker & Stone’s previous film, South Park: 
Bigger, Longer & Uncut, or in the average South Park TV 
episode, for that matter. Their epic (at one-third scale) 
lacks some of the anarchic genius that has given us Mr.

Hankie and the Christmas Poo and put Saddam Hussein in 
Hell as Satan’s gay lover. Parker and Stone find themselves 
a little adrift and not at their best in the current turmoil, 
and this attempt to capture that confusion in a movie only 
compounds it. 

Blame Canada. Or rather, blame a post—September 1 1 
world in which every target of satire has rancorous ideologi- 
cal associations and is thus unfunny. Parker & Stone’s 
answer is to retreat to a world of utter artifice based on the 
real world of inescapable political conflict we’re all too famil- 
iar with. This self-conscious contrivance is evident from the 
film’s first frame. An intertitle reads “Paris” and a puppet 
stumbles before a crude paper backdrop depicting the City of 
Light. The camera draws back to reveal that the puppet is 
being manipulated by another puppet and that the Paris they

dwell in is in fact elaborately and wittily 
constructed. This Paris also has puppets 
who look a lot like Osama bin Laden, but 
before they can unleash their terror, the 
star-spangled helicopters and humvees of 
Team America save the day, doing in the 
evildoers, though laying waste to the 
Louvre and the Eiffel Tower in the 
process. 

So, the point is that the hamfisted 
American approach to the war on terror 
causes more harm than good, arousing the 
world to anger? Well, not exactly. The 
Parisian survivors of Team America’s 
largesse look more bewildered than irate. 
And the Team’s themesong, “America, 
Fuck Yeah,” has the kind of irresistible 
hook that will make it a hit across the 
political spectrum.

Bruckheimer’s esthetics, however, are politi- 
cal as well. As the Times’ Frank Rich has 
pointed out, the Bruckheimer style has been 
applied by the Bush administration not only 
to its self-promotion but to its policies. That 
appropriation seems to be at the heart of 
Team America’s discontent, the suspicion 
that what passes for real events and policy is 
only an artificial manipulation of appear- 
ances by some cynical, unknown iiber-pup- 
peteer. 

And indeed, after the “successful” Paris 
mission, the Team’s creepy head, Spotts- 
woode, decides he needs an actor to serve 
as a spy and infiltrate the terrorist cells. 
He visits the above-mentioned Johnston, 
an actor starring in the Broadway hit 
Lease (worth a Stone/Parker film in itself), 
and cajoles him into joining the Team. 
Johnston’s acting convinces almost every- 
one, from the Chechen warlord harboring 
WMDs in a Cairo bar to fellow Team 
members Lisa and Sarah, who are smitten 
by his charms. But he hasn’t convinced 
himself, especially when the successful 
Cairo mission results in a terrorist attack 
on the Panama Canal. (Here the spectacle 
of puppet carcasses in the floodwater, 
reminiscent of corpses floating downriver 
in the Rwandan genocide, elicits at best 
uncomfortable laughter.) Johnston quits 
and goes on a bender, leaving the others to 
the devices of the real puppeteer: North 
Korean dictator Kim Jong-Il. 

Or maybe it’s anti-war activist Alec 
Baldwin, head of the Film Actors Guild. 
Toward the end, Team America becomes a 
test of how much you enjoy the sight of 
Tim Robbins being burnt to death or a 
gun-toting Janeane Garofalo getting her 
brains blown out. In better times, I’m sure 
those of all ideological persuasions might 
chuckle at such excess and (one hopes) 
irony. Until then, I for one prefer the

MAKING THE WORLD SAFE — but from what and

os ANGELES — In Team America: World Police, Trey Parker and 

Matt Stone target four of the world’s greatest terrorist threats: Kim 
Jong-il, Michael Moore, Sean Penn, and the MPAA ratings board. So 
far only the latter two have fought back. 

Depicted in the film as a two-foot-tall puppet working ostensibly for 
the Film Actors Guild but in fact a duped agent for the terrorists, Sean 
Penn responded through a letter leaked in the Drudge Report. 
Passionate if not terribly coherent, he wrote that he didn’t mind being 
made fun of but he did take issue with their remarks 
in a recent interview to the effect that there’s no 
shame in not voting and that if you don’t know any- 
thing, you shouldn't vote. 

The Team America team fired back. 

“He says he’s not mad about being in the movie,” 
says Stone. “But it’s obvious he is. He says, ‘I don’t 
care about my image, but when you encourage 
people not to vote .. .” Which is not what we did. 
We said that to encourage uninformed people to 
vote is stupid. Just trying to shame people into vot- 
ing, or threatening them with death, isn’t the best 
way. So what he’s really upset about is that we 
made him into a puppet eaten by a panther [actual- 
ly a black cat].” 


more formidable, however. Parker and Stone took 
it on in 1999 when they barely got an R rating for 
South Park: Bigger, Longer & Uncut. This time 
they had a strategy. A key scene in the movie 
involved two Team America members, both puppets, having sex. How 
to avoid the dreaded NC-17? 

“We packed it,” says Parker. “It was a two-minute-long scene that 
was really fucking funny. We put in a few shots [some involving pup- 
pet golden showers and other fluid exchanges] that we thought would 
be our bargaining shots. Still they said, ‘You can’t have any of it. Just 
the basic missionary position.” We said, ‘Come on.’ Then it got whit- 
tled down and whittled down.” 

The whittling was tough on the puppets. After 10 or so re-edits, the 
film got an R and the scene, according to Stone, remained “funny . . . 
but not as funny.” 

“What sickened me,” adds Parker, “not that | wanted any more cut 
out, is that we blew Janeane Garofalo’s head clean off and they didn’t 
say a word.”

Mania is hell. And to watch Jonathan 
Caouette’s agonizing documentation of 
his and his mother’s mental illness is to 
live through it with them. Combining 
Super 8 footage that Caouette started 
shooting at 11 with family photos, clips 
from cult movies and 80s TV, and a 
soundtrack that’s mellow and melan- 
choly, this nightmarish portrait of abuse 
and insanity makes you feel as if you 
were flipping through a scrapbook on 
acid. The delirium of images and 
effects tells the story of Caouette’s 
mother, Renee, a child model subject- 
ed to numerous rounds of shock thera- 
py who spends her life in and out of 
Texas institutions. It’s an affectionate, 
affecting ode. 

But the story belongs more to 
Caouette himself. He created the film 
using Apple’s iMovie — emphasis on 
the “i.” Tarnation is not so much docu- 
mentary as it is cinematic memoir, an 
account, for the most part resisting self- 
indulgence, of Caouette’s seemingly 
unbearable life as he witnesses the 
rape of his mother, spends time in abu- 
sive foster homes, grows up gay ina 
backward Texas town, gets diagnosed 
with depersonalization disorder, and 
lives as though he were in a dream. He 
turns the camera on himself perhaps to 
make his life more real, perhaps to 
make sense of all the chaos. (88 min- 
utes) At the Kendall Square.

AROUND THE BEND 


it's probably in Screenwriting 101 where they 
teach you how to come up with symbols like 
Josh Lucas’s gimpy leg in Around the Bend, 
an outward reminder of a childhood that has 
left him crippled emotionally as well. And 
maybe it’s the advanced screenwriting 
course where they teach you that it’s easier 
to finance your independent movie if you 
weave in product placement; that would 
explain why so many scenes take place in 
KFCs. Learning these lessons well is writer/ 
director Jordan Roberts, who makes his 
debut with this road movie about healing and 
reconciliation among four generations of 
men. It’s also a nifty travel guide to the chick- 
en eateries of the American Southwest.

BLOOM 


Sean Walsh's flawed but fun film is a service- 
able adaptation of Ulysses. Of course, any 
director trying to shoot Joyce’s cosmic and 
microcosmic dramedy is at a disadvantage. 
Walsh solves the stream-of-consciousness 
problem semi-successfully by playing 
voiceovers over footage of Leopold Bloom 
(Stephen Rea, embodying the role perfectly) 
and Stephen Dedalus (Hugh O’Connor) as 
they peregrinate through Ireland’s capital. 
Quibblers will bewail the liberties taken with 
the text — some of them gratuitous and per- 
plexing, like starting the film with the closing 
soliloquy murmured dreamily by Molly Bloom 
(Angeline Ball) and having her speak directly 
to the camera. Bloom also plays down major 
themes — Leopold Bloom's Jewishness, 
Molly’s infidelity — whose exploration might 
open the movie up to a general audience. 
And some chapters are omitted (“Sirens”) or 
dealt with in a single scene (“Aeolus”). But

the hallucinatory nightmare of “Circe” is all 
the outlandish fun it should be, allowing Rea 
to strut his slapstick stuff as he’morphs from 
character to character.

THE FINAL CUT 


In the future, soccer moms and dads outfit 
their newborns with Zoé chips, implants that 
record one’s memories over a lifetime. Alan 
Hakman (Robin Williams) is a “cutter,” one 
whose job entails whittling the images into a 
post-mortem highlight reel. While editing the 
PG version of a pedophile’s life, Hakman runs 
into trouble from a former cutter (Jim Caviezel) 
who's now opposed to the technology; at the 
same time, he must confront the return of his 
own repressed trauma. 

Director/screenwriter Omar Naim’s basic 
idea has great potential for social critique. A 
more capable filmmaker would have probed 
cultural anxiety over the writing of history 
and meaning of memory in an age in which 
one’s identity can be “stolen.” A more 
thoughtful director might have treated the 
material’s ethical implications. Instead, 
Naim offers a confused film littered with for- 
mulaic subplots, a cliché’d visual rhetoric, 
and half-hearted sound bites from Jean 
Baudrillard and Marc Augé. Compared with 
Andew Niccol’s Gattaca, Michel Gondry’s 
Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless Mind, and 
David Cronenberg’s eXistenZ — incisive 
investigations of similar issues — The Final 
Cut proves dull. (105 minutes) At the

SHALL WE DANCE? 


in Peter Chelsom’s remake of Masayuki Suo’s charming 1996 Japanese comedy, Richard 
Gere plays an upper-middle-class lawyer who's bored with his life — the beautiful house, 
the lovely successful wife (Susan Sarandon), the two charming kids. He spots Jennifer 
Lopez, a ballroom dancer trying to get over professional and personal disappointment, in a 
window every night as his train passes her dance studio.

$21: THE KHMER ROUGE DEATH MACHINE 


Five years after the military putsch that brought the Khmer Rouge to power in 1975, famine 
and state-sponsored genocide had killed nearly a quarter of the Cambodian population. 
Rithy Panh’s documentary follows two survivors back to S21, a notoriously brutal prison- 
turned-museum where the former guards now work as tour guides. In long takes amid awk- 
ward silence, both victims and oppressors recall the sensual experience of the camp. It’s 
excruciating to hear the victims narrate their days as a laundry list of torture that reads like a 
protocol of Pier Paolo Pasolini’s Sa/o. It's even more agonizing, however, to watch the for- 
mer guards blithely re-create their crimes for the camera, screeching at imaginary prisoners 
in empty cells. More Shoah than Night and Fog, Panh’s film resists cheap histrionics, 
instead committing to a restrained, laconic visual style. S21 might have benefitted from addi- 
tional editing and less repetition in the interviews, but Panh still delivers a superb object les- 
son in Foucaultian power dynamics and humanity at its worst. In Khmer and Vietnamese 
with English subtitles.

For a while, Deborah Kampmeier’s Virgin seems that rare thing, a genuine depiction of real 
people in a real milieu, as teenage Jessie (an impressive Elizabeth Moss) wanders through 
her world, getting a cowboy hatted-creep to buy her a bottle of Jack Daniel, flirting unsuc- 
cessfully with Shane, the high-school dreamboat, at the diner where he works, and greet- 
ing the pre-dawn driving through the neighborhood on her paper route. Nothing seems 
false, all seems felt, a modest rebuke to phony films like Hilary Duff's Raise Your Voice, 
until Jessie drinks too much at a party and wanders into the woods and she, and the 
movie, lose their integrity.

Roberto Rossellini had a similar concept in 
his. short “The Miracle,” but the junior-high symbolism, the self-conscious stylistics (slow 
motion, extreme close-ups), and the humorless excesses (a picturesquely crazy Mexican 
woman bemoaning her lost child; townsfolk like extras from Deliverance) make this film 
seem more like Miracle Whip.

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Floating anxiety

ike the rest of us, John Kuntz has a two- 

sided brain. But his cranial duplex is laid 

out a little differently. On one side live 
the eccentric, goofball inventions — grand- 
motherly ex-managers of Smurfs on Ice, guys 
who have to sit on sugar — that have cracked 
us up in the playwright-performer’s four solo 
shows. Across the way, however, is a genuine, 
even poetic penchant to disturb, most tautly 
flexed in the play he wrote for himself and 
aula Plum, Sing Me to Sleep. Jasper Lake is 
Kuntz’s most ambitious ensemble drama, a 
haunting and fragmented chamber piece for 
eight actors, and the best thing he’s penned 
since Sing Me to Sleep. But too many extrane- 
ous laughs from next door are allowed in. 

As we're told in a choral prologue, the play 

is named for a beautiful and

the play’s principal relationship between two 
troubled, and troublingly callous, young 
women, one of whom is dead. 

The central set piece is an old bathtub that 
stands in for the center of the lake, a vortex

Suicide is a motif in the play, a balm that may 
tempt even the family cat of one of the play’s 
two households. Said family comprises the 
near-somnambulistic, migraine-afflicted Nora; 
her husband, Mitchell, who is sexually abus- 
ing his stepdaughter; and his provocative but 
hurting 17-year-old victim, Jennifer, who is in 
psychic communication with the young 
woman who killed herself in the tub and looks 
on a la The Lovely Bones. Except that she’s 
not in her own little heaven but hovering 
overhead in a car with a Britney-Spears-road- 

ie-manqué she 








seemingly indifferent body of 
water on which the affluent 
shoreside community of the 
same name sits, harboring, 
like the lake, secrets and 
echoes of secrets. The myth 
of Narcissus and Echo does- 
n't slide in until late in the 95- 
minute work, fixing it, in part, 
as a study of upper-middle- 
class self-absorption beneath 
which desperation grows like 
algae.

Pop culture of a certain age is built into 
Kuntz’s brainpan, and here we get a spatter- 
ing of family sit-com, popular song, Pee-wee’s 
Big Adventure, Touched by an Angel, John 
Hughes’s oeuvre, and various chronicles of the 











Balancing act 


All’s fair in Another American

f a gay soldier is in your unit and he 

doesn’t make a sound about his sexuali- 

ty, does it matter? That’s the touchy 
question Marc Wolf dives into headlong in 
Another American: Asking and Telling, the 
one-man, 18-character play that won him 
an Obie Award when it opened Off 
Broadway in 1999. Since then, he’s per- 


influenced by the character morphing of 
Anna Deavere Smith in Twilight: Los 
Angeles, 1992 and other works, as well as 
by Eve Ensler’s The Vagina Monologues, 
Wolf, armed with only a table, chair, mike, 
beer bottle, and tape recorder, presents 
two hours of impersonations, using the 
interviews verbatim. The soldiers range 
from those who served in World War II 
through Gulf War vets; some are gay and 
some aren’t, some 





formed it around the 
US. Now he’s been 
recruited (so to speak) 
by Boston Theatre Works 
to launch the company’s 
season, which focuses on 
politically charged plays.

gets ritually passed on here, but in Jasper 
Lake, the only way to heal seems to be to 
put oneself beyond healing. 

New York—based director Douglas Mercer 
helms an at once formal and surreal staging 
that, abetted by Haddon Kime’s sound 
design, maintains the uncomfortable feeling of 
the play even when Jennifer Burke’s Deb is 
behaving like a mad cheerleader in a morgue.

creepy. Parts of it are over the top and cut 
into the dominant mood of sadness and 
dread.

But some of the jokes in 
Jasper Lake seem like archly Kuntzian 
flotsam and jetsam drawing us out of a 
refreshingly un-spelled-out tale of old sor- 
rows translated into dysfunction deeper than 
words. We’re told that jasper is a kind of 
quartz found at the bottom of rivers and 
lakes that’s a symbol of healing. A chunk 





government or the CIA. Others 
refuse to provide their names.

For his part, 
Wolf accords each individual the

grown up in a neighborhood 
where he was always on guard 
against pedophilic men.

Schindler, the sailor who was 
beaten to death by shipmates in 
1992. Sitting solemnly in a pose 
reminiscent of James Whistler’s 
portrait of his mother, Wolf’s 
woman bares her grief as she 
tells how Allen’s mutilated body 
was identifiable only by his tat- 
toos. These portrayals reveal 
Wolf to be an impressive per- 
former. But in giving a voice to 
the silenced, he’s also making 
his mark as a human-rights 
activist. sy

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Raymonda redux 


The Bolshoi does it all

arius Petipa, the great Russian bal- 
let master, had been choreograph- 
ing for 50 years by the time he cre- 
ated Raymonda. Fifty years of stories and 
spectacles including Swan Lake, Sleeping 
Beauty, The Nutcracker, La Bayadére, and 
dozens of others that didn’t outlive the 
19th century. It can’t have been easy to 
find new twists on the standard ballet plot: 
girl and boy fall in love, fate separates 
them, but they’re reunited after two or 
three acts devoted to entertainments, duel- 
ing, treachery, magic, and maybe a thun- 
derstorm. You can see why Petipa settled 
for the feeble plot that became Raymonda. 

Last Wednesday, Raymonda kicked off 
the Bolshoi Ballet’s six-week American tour 
at the Wang Theatre, as the opening dance 
presentation in the 2004—2005 Bank of 
America Celebrity Series. The legendary 
Moscow company hadn’t visited Boston in 
15 years, but we didn’t get to see its most 
modern creation, a scandalous update on 
Romeo and Juliet that will go to Minne- 
apolis, Seattle, and Berkeley. 

Raymonda owes its longevity to its won- 
derful, danceable score by Aleksandr Gla- 
zunov and its generous dance opportunities 
for the ballerina, her two rival swains, and 
the ensemble. Choreographed in 1984, Yuri 
Grigorovich’s Raymonda is a curiosity that 
tilts backward, leaning on both the pre-rev- 
olutionary Imperial ballet model and the 
Soviet revisionism of the 1950s and ’60s, a 
style invented mainly by Grigorovich. With 
its eviscerated classicism and its proletarian 
virtuosity, it gives us dancing, dancing, 
dancing, but not much theatrical juice. 

By the time Grigorovich got to 





Raymonda, he had already 
rewritten several other 
classics and was making a 
new repertory about slave 
uprisings and deservedly 
punished capitalists: 
Spartacus, Ivan the 
Terrible, The Stone Flower, 
Golden Age. The original 
Raymonda actually hints 
at a class dialectic, but 
Grigorovich doesn’t 
explore it beyond some 
routine social typecasting. 
Raymonda, a member of 
the medizeval French 
nobility, is betrothed to the 
knight Jean de Brienne. 
While Jean is away at the 
Crusades, a Saracen 
knight visits the palace and 
tries to seduce the unwill- 
ing Raymonda. Jean 
returns just in time to slay 
the barbarian and marry 
the ballerina. According to 
ballet convention, racial 
and national differences 
can facilitate variety in the 
dance material. Noblemen 
dance in the purest classi- 
cal style; villains, outsiders, 
slaves, and sensualists have

Night errant 


The Bolshoi’s Don Quixote

he prologue and first act of the Don 

Quixote that the Bolshoi Ballet and 

Orchestra presented at the Wang 
Theatre last weekend were a vision of Bolshoi 
Future: colorful, coherent, characterful, and 
compelling, with choreography (credited to 
Alexei Fadeyechev) that makes sense and 
dancing (not to mention backbending) that’s 
second to none. The rest of the ballet joined 
the company’s Raymonda in returning us to 
Bolshoi Past: erratic in casting, choreography, 
and characterization. Maria Alexandrova’s 
Kitri/Dulcinea carried the Friday-night per- 
formance; Anna Antonicheva’s did the same 
on Sunday afternoon. But the Bolshoi still 
looks to be in transition between outgoing 
artistic director Yuri Grigorovich and new 
man Alexei Ratmansky. 

The prologue had Don Quixote reading 
before a single candle under a timbered ceil- 
ing, in a minimal set that bespoke both his 
dignity and his straitened circumstances. 
The complaints of the three housewives 
who’d been victimized by Sancho Panza 
were treated with similar restraint. Alexey 
Loparevich’s Quixote was distracted rather 
than doddering, a hero of another time; 
Alexander Petukhov’s was a regular 
Renaissance joe. The Barcelona backdrop of 
act one was a rainbow of pinks and yellows 
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and sea blues, its harbor defined by a jetty 
that was a witty pun on the company’s 
accomplished jetées. And the stage, efferves- 
cent with Catalani in gold, orange, and 
brown, was as vibrant as the Bolshoi’s 
Raymonda had been moribund. Built along 
the lines of former Bolshoi star Nina 
Ananiashvili, with long, voluptuous arms 
and legs, Maria Alexandrova (who shone as 
Raymonda’s friend Clémence on 
Wednesday) was a confident, almost preda- 
tory Kitri, running out to get the latest news

away because of his overwrought acting and 
Baroque jumping. 

The foreigner is accompanied by an 
obsequious retinue of prancing primitives 


from her friends and not always pleased 
with what she heard. Anna Antonicheva was 
neater and less flamboyant, though her trav- 
eling beats on pointe and Italian fouettés 
were beyond cavil. As Alexandrova’s Basil 
(here not a barber and with no other visible 
means of gainful employment), Yury Klev- 
tsov boasted an agreeable Errol Flynn affect: 
virile enough to hold Kitri’s attention, easily 
distracted by other 
charms. Even as he 
hoisted Alexandrova 
with his right hand in 
the traditional star lift, 
Klevtsov used his left 
hand to challenge 
Gamache to bring it 
on. As Antonicheva’s 
Basil, Dmitri Belogo- 
lovtsev (the over-the- 
top Abderakhman in 
Wednesday's Ray- 
monda) put less in the 
window but had more 
in the shop. Victor 
Alekhin’s Gamache was 
Gainsborough’s Blue 
Boy grown up, an 
English/French fop in 
pantaloons and hose 
and plumed hat, pathetic but not parodic. 
Maria Allash, so much more physically and 
emotionally open than Nadezhda Gracheva 
as Raymonda, was similarly inviting as the 
street dancer, but her Espada, Timofey 
Lavrenyuk, didn’t seem motivated to take 
advantage. 

In the West, the second act of Don 
Quixote finds Basil and Kitri fleeing her 
father, Lorenzo, who wants her to marry 
Gamache. They wind up in a Gypsy camp, 
where Quixote charges the windmills and 








and passionate Spaniards who get to enter- 
tain the gentry and aren’t troubled by their 
lowly rank in the dance hierarchy. For the 
third act’s famous grand pas hongrois, Jean 
de Brienne and Andrew King of Hungary 
bring along packs of mazurka and csardas 
folk to dance at the wedding alongside the 
nobility. But despite these differing dance 
characteristics, one number begins to look 
like the others. 

All cleaned out and rearranged as a 
dance show, Grigorovich’s Raymonda 
grows monotonous. It’s partly the fault of 
the production and partly a company style 
that seems to value neutrality. The big 
presentation scenes that dominate all three 
acts lack the bustle of realistic onlookers in 
the background. The tempi are universally 
spirited. An ill-conceived lighting design 
focuses follow spots on the leading dancers 
and consigns the hardworking corps to a 
gloomy background. They fade into anony- 
mous filler, even when they’re making 
interesting patterns, and the principals 
aren’t much more individual. 

The opening-night Raymonda, 
Nadezhda Gracheva, was bold and correct 
but expressively inert. At the Thursday 
performance, the audience responded 
readily when Maria Allash rushed on with 
a smiling impetuosity. She danced well, 
but she wore the same smile most of the 
evening, so it lost its effect. The two Jeans, 
Sergey Filin and Alexander Volchkov, were 
well-behaved, but neither one of them 
looked smitten. 

It’s mind-boggling to consider that the 
other great reformer of the 20th century, 
George Balanchine, shared with Yuri 
Grigorovich the desire to cleanse ballet of 
excess but preserve its essential dance val- 
ues. After staging a complete Raymonda in 
1946 (with Alexandra Danilova), Balan- 
chine revisited Glazunov’s score several 
times, leaving the plot behind altogether. 
His Pas de Dix, Raymonda Variations, and 
Cortége Hongrois are studies in brilliant 
technique, texture, scale, variety, and 
dynamics for every dancer. There’s no 
deeper way to experience ballet tradition 
than this. & 


then has his Dryad Dulcinea dream; in the 
tavern-set third act, Basil pretends to stab 
himself so Lorenzo will agree to the lovers’ 
death-bed marriage, then stages a miracle 
recovery that leads to a big wedding pas de 
deux finale. In Russia, the tradition is to 
have Basil’s ploy lead. off the second act. 
That leaves the Gypsy encampment bereft of 
the escaping lovers; it also renders Quixote’s 
dream more perverse than poignant. In the 
Russian version, Kitri and Basil are, improb- 
ably, invited to hold their wedding at the 
castle of a Duke and Duchess. Sometimes 
there’s a duel between Quixote and 
Gamache; here, there’s just a grand pas de 
deux and an anticlimactic finish. 

The Bolshoi’s tavern scene, with a steamy 
castanet dance by Maria Volodina and 
Basil’s “suicide,” went off well enough, but 
on Friday, the Gypsy backdrop and the 
windmills went up almost with the curtain 
(giving the audience an unadvertised free 
backstage tour), and the birch-tree forest 
(symbolizing fidelity) aside, the Bolshoi’s 
evocation of Quixote’s vision was pedestri- 
an, with Ekaterina Shipulina a buoyant but 
placid Queen of the Dryads (Barbora 
Kohoutkova, Sarah Lamb, and Larissa 
Ponomarenko all had more emotional weight 
in last fall’s Boston Ballet production) who 
yielded her Italian fouettés to Kitri. The 
third act confirmed Alexandrova (whipping 
turns and steady fouettés) and Belogolovtsev 
(perpendicular tours a la seconde), less so 
Antonicheva (attempted double and triple 
fouettés that threw her off the beat and off 
her mark) and Klevtsov (more attitude than 
accomplishment). Loparevich’s Quixote, so 
promising at the outset, was allowed to drift 
out of the scenario; by the end, when he and 
Sancho Panza went off to continue their 
quest, they had become an afterthought. &@

ly secret in the reign of George V, was the 
talk of Great Britain when it aired on the 
BBC earlier this year. It’s not hard to see 
why. In the aftermath of Hurricane Diana, 
and faced with such depressing spectacles 
as Charles and Camilla making like brazen 
lovebirds and young Harry, the stoner 
prince, being carried out of his own birth- 
day party in a daze, Britons (and anyone 
else still fascinated by the train wreck 
known as the British monarchy) are longing 
for simpler times. Oh, for the days when 
Buckingham Palace had the wherewithal to 
keep its closet doors locked and its dirty 
laundry unaired. 

Written and directed by British play- 
wright Stephen Poliakoff, The Lost Prince 
tells — imagines, really — the haunting, 
little-known story of Prince John, the 
youngest of the six children of King 
George V and Queen Mary. (Some per- 
spective for those who haven’t memorized 
the Windsor family tree: John’s brother 
Albert became King George VI, whose 
daughter is the reigning queen, Elizabeth 
II.) “Johnnie,” who was born in 1905, had 
epilepsy and another unnamed condition 
that was probably some form of autism. 
Fearful that news of his “spells” and odd 
behavior would leak out, the royal family 
shipped the boy off to a country cottage 
near the palace at Sandringham, where he 
was raised in seclusion by his devoted 
nanny, Charlotte “Lalla” Bill. 

The Lost Prince is a gorgeously 
filmed, bittersweet study of family dys- 
function and the resiliency of the spirit

Daniel Williams and as a genially unman- 
nered adolescent by the gifted Matthew 
Thomas) keeps trying to make his way back 
to the palace and into the good graces of his 
family. But his parents, the king (Tom 
Hollander) and queen (an achingly sad, 
stoic Miranda Richardson), are visibly 
uncomfortable in their son’s eccentric pres- 
ence — he says anything that pops into his 
head. Only the determined Lalla (Gina 
McKee) believes in Johnnie’s ability to 
learn, and she nurtures his musical and 
artistic talents. 

It sounds sentimental, but it isn’t. 
Poliakoff is telling two stories here, and the 
interlocking of the personal and the political 
history of post-Edwardian England gives 
The Lost Prince astringency and depth. 
Johnnie’s life — he died in 1919 — coin- 
cides neatly with the passing of the dream 
of empire begun by his great-grandmother, 
Queen Victoria. At the time of Johnnie’s 
birth, a descendant of Victoria sat on the 
throne of every monarchy in Europe — the 
continent was one big happy family. In the 
surreally beautiful first half of The Lost 
Prince, Tsar Nikolai II of Russia brings his 
wife, the haughty Aleksandra, and their chil- 
dren to England to visit, and we see the 
imperial pomp and majesty in all its ridicu- 
lous glory. A red carpet is laid for a royal 
outing on the beach; when the tsar takes a 
dip in the ocean, the members of the two 
royal houses stand solemnly by and watch 
his silly dog-paddling. (Little Johnnie calls 
him an “emperor seal.”) 

Poliakoff is a witty, subversive filmmaker; 
in one scene, he re-creates a famous photo- 
graph of the two cousins, king and tsar, 
standing with linked arms and identical 
bushy beards and piercing eyes, and turns it 
into a ballet of indecision, as the two inse- 
cure leaders jockey for

66 ut to apprehend/The point of intersec- 
tion of the timeless/With time, is an 
occupation for the saint,” T.S. Eliot 

wrote in “The Dry Salvages,” and though he’s 

more likely to have had Juliana of Norwich than 

Giuliano da Rimini in mind, that’s the challenge 

currently posed by the Isabella Stewart Gardner 

Museum and the Pucker Gallery. The Gardner 

has taken “Off the Wall” three of Mrs. 

Gardner’s most important Early Italian acquisi- 

tions and mounted them in the first-floor spe- 

cial-exhibition gallery, where they can converse 
with one another as well as with us and with 

God. They'd have a lot to say too to the 

Pucker’s exhibition of Samuel Bak, whose 

Holocaust-haunted vision is no less holy. 

The Gardner has been counterpointing 
Museum of Fine Arts blockbusters with 
“infinite riches in a little room” shows — 
Titian, Botticelli, Rembrandt, Cosmé Tura — 
that give you at most a half-dozen masterpieces 
and invite reflection rather than rambling. This 
is the first such show drawn entirely from Mrs. 
Gardner’s collection; it’s also the first without 
an accompanying catalogue. No apology is nec- 
essary for any exhibit that makes paintings by 
Giotto and Fra Angelico more accessible, but I 
wish the light this one sheds 
could have been intellectual as 
well as physical. 

Granted, it’s all but impossi- 
ble to borrow a Giotto or Fra 
Angelico from another institu- 
tion, and bringing in the 
Gardner’s other Early Italian 
masterpieces (Simone Mar- 
tini’s Orvieto polyptych and 
Virgin and Child) wouldn’t have made for a 
more focused exhibit. Giuliano’s Virgin and 
Child Enthroned with Saints bears not only the 
name of the painter but also its date, 1307. 
Giotto’s Presentation of the Infant Jesus in the 
Temple was done around the same time, and 
though Fra Angelico’s Dormition and 
Assumption of the Virgin is a century later 
(1430-1435), it’s closer in feeling than the 
Simone Martini works (circa 1320-1325) 
would have been. The irony is that whereas we 
know nothing about Giuliano except that he 
painted this Virgin and Child, we know every- 
thing about Giotto and Fra Angelico except 
whether they themselves executed Mrs. 
Gardner’s two paintings, both of which have 
been attributed to workshops. 

The impulse for the generically titled “New 
Perspectives on Early Italian Art” was the 2002 
conservation of the Giuliano. The silver leaf of 
the Virgin’s white robe had tarnished; the bro- 
cade pattern that had been scratched into the 
tempera has been painstakingly restored but 
not the brocade on the gold leaf of her bodice 
and train. This halfway house makes its own 
visual sense, but you might still wish the 
Gardner had explained the decision in greater 
detail. The altarpiece itself was commissioned 
by the Order of Poor Clares (a woman’s order 
inspired by the Franciscans) for a convent 
church in Urbania (about halfway between 
Arezzo and Rimini), and it’s notable for the 
row of female saints at the bottom: Clare, 
Catherine of Alexandria, Agnes, Lucy. The 
stigmatization of St. Francis at the upper left 
looks to have been inspired by Giotto’s version 
in the Upper Church at Assisi. 

Dwarfed by Giuliano’s large (179 by 320 
centimeters) painting in size, Giotto’s 
Presentation and Fra Angelico’s Dormition and 


Assumption both dwarf it in achievement. X- 


rays of the wood grain have proved that the 
Giotto was originally part of a seven-scene 
panel depicting the life of Christ whose other 
parts now reside in New York, London, 
Munich, and Florence. The Gardner’s wall

commentary includes a re-created color repro- 
duction of that panel but no reproduction of 
the Presentation in the Temple from Giotto’s 
Arena Chapel frescoes in Padua. The mystical 
blue ground of the Arena 
Presentation both gives birth 
to its figures and, in the 
angle its temple forms with 
the picture plane, projects 
them into space. The 
Gardner Presentation is 
more conventional with its 
gold-leaf ground and four- 
square temple and less indi- 
vidual figures. Yet it’s here that Jesus extends 
his left hand to silence Simeon. In the Gospel 
of St. Luke, Simeon is ready to depart in peace 
after setting eyes on the Messiah and pro- 
nouncing the “Nunc dimittis”; here, Jesus acts 
to forestall his death. 

Fra Angelico’s Dormition and Assumption 
of the Virgin is likewise part of a set, in this 
case a quartet of reliquary panels commis- 
sioned by Fra Giovanni Masi for Santa Maria 
Novella in Florence. The Gardner has provid- 
ed color reproductions of the other three as 
well as an illustration of the “extension” 
that a previous collector ordered so as 
to turn the piece into a more conven- 
tional rectangle. Mrs. Gardner’s good 
taste in reframing her purchase to 
match the original is patent. What’s less 
evident is any appreciation of the intel- 
lectual legacy bequeathed Fra Angelico 
by Thomas Aquinas (both were 
Dominican friars), one aspect of which 
Georges Didi- 
Huberman cites 
as “the Thomist 
dogma of the 
Virgin conceptu- 
alized as a cause, 
the material cause 
of the incarnation 
of the Word.” 
Didi- Huberman’s 
generative view of Fra Angelico’s land- 
scape leads inevitably to the 
identification of the Virgin with the tem- 
ple, a notion that would have cross-fer- 
tilized both versions of Giotto’s 
Presentation. (In the Arena Chapel, 
Simeon and Mary stand outside the 
structure; in the Gardner work, they 
reach out to each other through it.) The 
conjunction of Giotto and Fra Angelico 
in one room is a rare and treasurable 
event. But the apprehension of the 
intersection of the timeless with time is 
left to the viewer.

“Samuel Bak: New 





Born 1933, Samuel Bak is one of 200 Jews 
(out of 80,000) who survived the Nazi destruc- 
tion of the Vilna Ghetto. He lost his father, his 
grandparents, his culture, his entire world. In 
the catalogue that accompanies “New 
Perceptions of Old Appearances,” Stephen 
Feinstein writes, “Those who are interested in 
theology see in his paintings a visual Midrash, 
focusing on the problem of God and Jewish 
identity in the aftermath of the Shoah.” 

Bak, who now lives in Weston, is a prolific 
artist; sometimes it seems he’s determined to 
turn out a painting for every Jew who was 
exterminated. Certainly every painting puts a 
question to God. His iconography, like that of 
Giotto and Fra Angelico, juxtaposes absence 
and presence, visible and invisible, time and 
timeless. He draws from Hebrew Scripture 
but also from the Gospels and the history of 
Western art. His trademark figures include the 
moody angel of Diirer’s 1514 etching 
Melencolia I and the boy with hands raised 
from the infamous Warsaw Ghetto photo; he 
conflates house chimneys with crematorium 
chimneys, the Tablets of the Law with head- 
stones, yellow leaves with yellow Stars of

tears, humanity’s tears in Bak’s Between Then and Now. 


David, crosses with scaffolds. His 
Pucker Gallery shows are usually 
generated by a single image. Last 
year’s“... Your Move” represented 
life as a game of chess that we 
seemed to be playing less with one 
another than against God. The mas- 
sive 2002 show “Return to Vilna I 
and II” grew out of the tree fre- 
quently uprooted — as a symbol of 
Jewish and human culture and the 
forest as a grim reminder of the one 
where Bak’s father and grandparents 
were shot. 

“New Perceptions of Old Appear- 
ances” is actually a matter of new 
“pear-ceptions.” Genesis does not 
identify the fruit that Eve gives to 
Adam; Western tradition has made it 
an apple, but for Bak, it’s the pear 
that represents our humanity and our 
mortality — it’s even human-shaped. 
In the charcoal drawing Humble, a 
pear lying on its side is wrapped in a 
swaddling cloth/pajama, the infant 
Jesus, or any infant. In the oil triptych 
Enactment, the three pears are Jesus and the 
two thieves — or any three Jews, or any three 
persons — being crucified. (The swaddling 
cloth has now become a loincloth/drapery, Bak 
using it to tie his works together and also to 
bind them to the iconography of Renaissance 
Nativities and Crucifixions.) In between, pears 
are eaten (Close Up), sacrificed (the Sanctuary 
series), sliced (Reflection, with its Kristallnacht 
allusion), shot (Multiple Studies with Holes), 
rescued/removed (Swinging), executed 
(Exposure and Second Exposure), entombed 
(Protected). They huddle together in Gathering 
(where Feinstein suggests they might be trying 
to make up a minyan) and Group Power, God's 
people in the wilderness, no power in sight. 
They’re the Tower of Babel and a slightly mis- 
shapen Earth. 

Absent Presence and Present Absence take 
up the Augustinian trio of memory, percep- 
tion, and imagination, the first a still life 
placed against a plywood pear with easel and 
gallows allusions all in a setting of red rocks, 
as if God’s holy mountain were oozing blood, 
the second a reverse pear silhouette through 
which we see Ponar, the Vilna execution for- 
est, with a dove to remind us both 
of God’s (absent) pledge to Noah 
and of Bak’s (absent) father, 
Jonas. 

(The Hebrew word for “dove” is 
“yonah.”) Coffee Break is one of 
the two works here with a promi- 
nent figure, a man whose world 
has been flash-fractured. The out- 
door table he’s been sitting at is 
smashed; a bottle, a goblet, and a 
partly eaten pear are sliding to the 
ground. The man is lying on his 
side, still seated in his chair, still 
drinking his coffee; above him, 
part of the table hangs in a tree, 
forming a gibbet. The seated man 
in Close Up holds a knife and a 
partly eaten pear, but he himself is 
emerging from (or being enclosed 
and eaten by?) two halves of a 
giant pear. 

The complexity of his work sug- 
gests that Bak could hold his own 
with Augustine or Aquinas; yet it’s 
his simplicity that’s often most 
moving. Between Then and Now 
has just two elements, a pear, lean- 
ing slightly, and a lit candle 
propped against it and dripping wax 
all over. God’s promises, God’s 
tears, humanity’s tears. Like the 
work of Giotto and Giuliano and 
Fra Angelico, simple and yet not. @

usan Orlean has a massive imagina- 
tion. Most people would look at a 
supermarket or a telephone line or a 


shower curtain and their minds would come 


to a screeching halt. But Orlean knows that 
stories lurk everywhere, in day-to-day drear 


as well as on mountaintops on the other side 


of the planet. The New Yorker staff writer 
(and former Phoenix columnist) is an 
omnivorous littérateur drawn to the 
damnedest things: a taxidermy competition, 
fertility treatments in the barely reachable 
country of Bhutan, life in an Oregon trailer 
park, a Paris record store that sells only 
African music. In the introduction to her 
new collection, My Kind of Place: Travel 
Stories from a Woman Who’s Been 


Everywhere, Orlean calls her pieces “profiles, 


essays, reporter-at-large, whatever.” These 
new whatevers carry on the tradition she 
began with her earlier collections, Saturday 
Night (Knopf, 1990) and A Bullfighter 
Checks Her Makeup (Random House, 
2001). That is, she continues her all-over- 
the-map gallivanting with irrepressible 
curiosity, a dry wit, and a lack of cynicism. 
People unfamiliar with Orlean’s writing 
might know her as the Meryl Streep char- 
acter in the movie Adaptation, which was 
inspired by Orlean’s The Orchid Thief 
(Random House, 1998). In the book, she 
tromped through the muck of Florida 
(past, present, figurative, literal) to reveal 
a subculture centered on the titlé flower. 
The synthetic yet wild airlessness of the 
Sunshine State seemed as prominent a 
character as the orchid-obsessed John 


Laroche, with his nutty logic and toothless 


bravado. 

In My Kind of Place, too, locales and 
people pop out in equally high relief. 
Sometimes Orlean set out to write about a 
specific place — a street in Bangkok teem- 
ing with world travelers, or a radioactive 





lake in Hungary; sometimes she began these 


pieces “with narratives, and the places 
emerged as characters only after my report- 
ing began.” When she first heard about a 
tiger-hoarding woman in New Jersey, she 
was most intrigued by the big-cat-lady 
aspect. But soon the oddness of the where 
was running neck-and-neck with the what, 
and she found herself considering the ways 
in which a town and its inhabitants can 
change as the years pass. 

When Orlean writes about a place, its 
state of flux within the larger context of his- 
tory is often her focus. A restaurant in 
Havana taken over during the Cuban rev- 
olution continues to haunt a group of 
immigrants. Midland, Texas, besides 
unleashing a certain dolt on the world, is a 
dead scorch of dirt that has boomed and 
busted with the price of oil, leaving 
behind a stark mix of affluent snobs 
and failed businesses. For a few 
weeks, she hangs out at an inde- 
pendently owned supermarket in 
Queens, capturing the employ- 
ees’ easygoing camaraderie 
and the generally amiable 
atmosphere as people 
work, shop, and buy. 

The store is an anom- 

aly in this age of 
megastores, and

feel, which in the end 

will be lost when it gets 
sucked up by some huge

Sometimes a simple ho-hum service or 
product will lead her into deeper philosophi- 
cal waters.

As in The Orchid Thief, Orlean throws 
herself body and soul into her work. There 
are no alligator-infested swamps this time 
around, but she does trudge up Fujiyama, 
the highest mountain in Japan and a geo- 
graphical and spiritual icon. (The Japanese, 
nevertheless, seem to contemplate climbing 
it more than they actually make the upward 
plod.) She imagines her excursion will be 
“a trip to the un-Japan, a country I wasn’t 
even sure existed anymore except in nostal- 
gic dreams.” When she finally gets to the 
summit, after a sleepless night on a wooden 
shelf, the fog is so thick that she can’t see 
anything at all: “the whole of Japan was 
spread out underneath us but you’d never 
know it.” Nevertheless, she’s content. “This 
seemed like the Japanese way of seeing the 
mountain, less with my eyes than with my 
mind’s eye. I was a material climber, but I 
had been won over to the conceptual side.” 
She might be clowning, but still, that con- 
ceptual side is where you'll often find 
Susan Orlean. &

Tom Waits finds his political muse on Real Gone

om Waits has worn a lot of 
Ti in his 31 years of record- 

ing. Well, mostly that rumply 
fedora — the one that looks as if 
he’d picked it out of a dumpster 
behind a Salvation Army mission. 
But he’s borne the mantles of bar- 
room poet, beatnik troubadour, lo- 
fi champion, and stumblebum 
sonic visionary with equal comfort 
and increasing success. Now add 
to those “protest singer.” 

Real Gone (Anti), which came 
out October 5, is full of the rumi- 
nations on love, death, and sin 
that have become his stock. But 
even Waits, who seems to have 
created his own universe both in 
the realm of his art and in the way 
he conducts business, appears to 
have been affected by the under- 
currents of fear, violence, and 
greed that now ripple through 
America. “Sins of the Father,” 
with its broad images of destruc- 
tion and doom, the spoiled- 
dreams ballad “Trampled Rose,” 
and “Day After Tomorrow,” a let- 
ter from a soldier to his sweet- 
heart at home, all are distinct 
products of the post-September 
11 Bush era. 

Of course, Waits isn’t going Phil 
Ochs on us, and elsewhere on this 
odd-as-usual-sounding album, he 
introduces us to the residents of a 
gypsy circus and assorted denizens 
of the urban demi-monde. He also 
seems more in thrall of the late 
bluesman Howlin’ Wolf than ever. 
Certainly Wolf, like the barbed- 
wire-throated hipster poet Lord 
Buckley, has always had some 
sway over the growling vocal tone 
Waits uses, but the tight-knit 
rhythmic interplay of Wolf’s classic 
Chess albums has direct bearing 
on new tunes like “Don’t Go into 
That Barn.” Guitarist Marc Ribot, an occa- 


sional Waits accompanist since the mid ’80s, 


liberally quotes and pays tribute to Wolf’s 
six-string foil Hubert Sumlin throughout 
Real Gone. And in case you thought Waits 
had exhausted his timekeeping arsenal after 
years of banging on chests of drawers, 
trash-can lids, and amplifier reverb boxes, 
well, he’s got another instrument up his 
sleeve and in his soiled jacket: Tom Waits, 
human beatbox. 

When Waits began his career, in 1973, 
with the album Closing Time, he was in 
essence a modern variation on the Tin Pan 
Alley tunesmith. Granted, his address on 
that songwriters’ row was strewn with ciga- 
rette butts and empty bourbon bottles, but if 
you shuffled the trash aside, there was plen- 
ty of hope visible, especially in the beautiful 
“Ol 55,” which was later recorded by the 
Eagles. After a long spell that might be 
called his Bukowski period, Waits started 
really surprising his listeners in 1985 with 
Rain Dogs (Island), a sensitive, urban album 
full of sweet dreamers and sweet dreams 
along with bumpy little miracles of shuffling 
rhythm like “Clap Hands,” an angular num- 
ber about being shanghai’d that would make 
a good soundtrack to the pursuit sequences 
in The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari. 

There were brilliant albums in between, 
but perhaps the biggest surprise came in 
1999 when his Mule Variations (Anti-, 
Epitaph) sold a million copies of its uneasy 
listening tales dipped in Delta mud and 





mania. Or maybe the shocker was seven 
years earlier, when Bone Machine (Island), 
which set its lyrics of lamplight burials and 
backwoods slayings to a near-industrial 
crunch that many Waits diehards pro- 
nounced unlistenable, won a Grammy. 

The blend of beauty and evil in Real Gone 
makes it a logical successor to Waits’s dou- 
ble-album blitz in 2002, when he released 
Alice and Blood Money (both on Anti-/ 
Epitaph) simultaneously. Both of those discs 
were dark and tormented. In Alice, Waits 
spun Lewis Carroll’s obsession with Alice 
Liddell, the girl for whom he wrote Alice in 
Wonderland and Through the Looking Glass, 
into an often-affecting ode to unrequited 
love. No easy task, that, but soft-centered 
tearjerkers like “Fish & Bird” resonated with 
the same undisguised sentimentality as the 
Waits standard “Tom Traubert’s Blues” from 
*76’s Small Change (Island). Blood Money 
was another crimson-drenched matter, full 
of croaking odes to Mammon packed with 
lies, lust, and murder. 

Real Gone embraces both ends of that 
thematic spectrum and wastes no time rak- 
ing muck. “Hoist That Rag,” the second 
tune, comes slithering in on upright bass 
played by Primus’s Les Claypool, and it 
sounds like the tale of a couple of lowlife 
mobsters — until we learn that they have 
the power to “heave and turn the world 
around.” “At night I pray and clean my 
gun,” a thug sings, also offering a concise 
depiction of George W. Bush’s contradicto-

ry ethos. As for the “rag,” it’s likely wearing 
stars and stripes. 

Waits slides into his warmest croon for 
“Sins of the Father,” but the tone is equally 
strident as he indicts God, the Father, for 
His complicity in our bloody affairs of state, 
which put us “smack dab in the middle of a 
dirty lie/The star-spangled glitter of his one 
good eye/Everybody knows that the game 
was rigged/Justice wears suspenders and a 
powered wig.” “Trampled Rose” is more 
delicate all around, with Waits summoning 
the memory of gentle metaphorical dreams 
of the days when Americans shared a vision 
of their nation as an influence for good — 
a beacon of diplomacy, leadership, hope, 
and justice at home and abroad. 

The most poignant of these politically 
loaded numbers is “Day After Tomorrow.” 
Waits uses a hoary songwriter’s device, a 
young soldier’s letter home, but he gets so 
deep inside the character that you’re not 
likely to remain untouched. The letter 
speaks of missing the banality of raking 
leaves and shoveling snow at home in 
Rockford, Illinois, as the music gently hums 
along. “I still believe there’s gold at the end 
of the world,” Waits sings in a cottony 
melody as the solider hangs onto his ideals 
while waiting for the airplane that will wing 
him back to the US in two days. But he 
also wearily reports that “they fill us full of 
lies, everyone buys/About what it means to 
be a solider/I still don’t know how I’m sup- 
posed to feel/About all the blood that’s

been spilled.” He goes on, 
“You can’t deny, the other side 
don’t want to die any more 
than we do/What I’m trying to 
say is don’t they pray to the 
same God that we do?/And 
tell me how does God choose/ 
Whose prayers to refuse.” His 
conclusion: “I am not fighting 
' for justice/I am not fighting 
for freedom/I am fighting for 
my life and another day in the 
world/Here I just do what I’ve 
been told/We’re just gravel on 
the road/And only the lucky 
ones come home.” 

There’s more to Real Gone 
than reflections on our cur- 
rent collective predicament. 
Fans of Waits the nighthawk 
will dig his detailed portrait of 
the twisted soap-opera char- 
acters who populate his 
“Circus,” like Horse Face 
Ethel and her Marvelous Pigs 
and one-eyed Myra, the 
ostrich trainer. And 
“Metropolitan Glide” assem- 
bles the motliest crew of 
shady partiers since the 
Chicago blues songwriter 
Willie Dixon first pitched his 
“Wang Dang Doodle.” The 
disc opens with a DJ cutting 
and Waits whipping his wind 
before raggedly piping into a 
rhythmic chuff and grind. 
Elsewhere, flashes of Jamaican 
rocksteady and Latin beats 
and melodies seep into the 
stitching of this singular song- 
smith to fit his quirky design. 

But the warm blood of the 
blues give plenty of these 
songs their pulse, and in par- 
ticular the stylings of Howlin’ 
Wolf. “Shake It” is a refrac- 
tion of Wolf’s “Shake for 
Me,” and the intense rhythmic 
interplay of Waits’s musicians, 
who include his long-time accompanist 
Larry Taylor playing most of the bass 
lines, recalls the brazen, seamless chug of 
Wolf’s greatest ensemble on the 1962 
“Rocking Chair” Chess album. “Don’t Go 
into That Barn” even lifts the guitar riff 
from Wolf’s “I Ain’t Superstitious,” but by 
the time that rumbles in, almost halfway 
through the 16-song album, it’s no sur- 
prise. Marc Ribot is saluting Hubert 
Sumlin, that riff’s inventor, right from the 
start — when he’s not making like a Latin 
king or a 50s jazzbo. 

Ribot deserves a lot of credit. Sumlin, 
who is currently recovering from a heart 
attack and stroke, is not an easy musician 
to emulate. His ’50s and early-’60s per- 
formances with Wolf were decades ahead of 
their time, full of slippery zinging sounds, 
extreme note bending, key-defying solos, 
and terse riffs that yanked strings in all 
directions. It’s fair to say Sumlin remained 
in a league of his own until the late Robert 
Quine came along in the late ’70s to make 
similarly idiosyncratic statements support- 
ing punk poet Richard Hell in his band the 
Voidoids and, later, Lou Reed. 

That kind of idiosyncrasy possessed by 
Waits, Wolf, and Sumlin is a mark of great- 
ness. No matter what source, style, and 
predecessors such artists draw upon, in the 
end, they always sound like themselves. And 
in that way they bare a part of their souls 
— which in turn allows us to see and to 
feel a little bit more of our own. w

Lamb of God's Ashes of the Wake, Atreyu’s The Curse

s the year moves toward its close, the 

rise of metalcore continues to be one of 

the biggest stories in rock. Once the 
provenance of VFW halls and college radio, 
the genre is now a fixture on MTV2 and the 
Billboard charts. It has also just seen the 
release of its first major-label CD, Lamb of 
God's Ashes of the Wake (Epic). The Virginia 
band have come a long way since their indie- 
label debut in 2000, when their retro-thrash 
mayhem was as anti-mainstream as it gets. 
Their music hasn’t changed, but the market- 
place has: now they’re on the same label as 
rock heavyweights Ozzy Osbourne, Korn, and 
Mudvayne. 

“We're kind of outside the boundaries of 
what a major-label would normally sign,” Lamb 
of God frontman Randy Blythe admits. “We 
were like, ‘If we’re going to do this, you’ve got 
to let us do our thing, because we’ve been 
doing it on our own so far and it’s worked.’ 
They've been really cool about that. The reason 
my guys got together and started making this 
music is that in the early 1990s, they weren’t 
hearing any good thrash. So they started mak- 
ing it themselves. Music is cyclical. Right now, 
thrash is coming back, and it’s pretty cool. But 
once this revival is over, something else will 
take its place. We're just enjoying the ride.” 

Blythe is on the phone from Charlotte, 
North Carolina, where Lamb of God are 
launching a six-week tour, their first since a 
triumphant Ozzfest 2004 run. With fellow 
headliners Fear Factory in tow, the show hits 
the Palladium in Worcester this Friday. 
Although Blythe says that Ozzfest was an 
“incredible” experience, he also reveals that it 
may have been the beginning of the end of one 
of the band’s signature stage moves, the Wall 
of Death. Immortalized on their recent DVD 
Terror and Hubris, this involves splitting the 
crowd down the middle and telling the two 
sides to attack each other on cue, Braveheart- 
style. “We did it the first two or three days, 
and then someone from Clear Channel put it 
on the Internet. The Ozzfest insurance compa- 
ny freaked out and called [tour organizer] 
Sharon Osbourne. We’re like, “Tell these guys 
to calm down.’ ” 

Blythe isn’t saying he’ll never again lead a 
Wall of Death, but he has since grown wary of 
the health risks involved. “People have been 
getting really hurt. This guy broke his femur, 
which is a very hard bone to break. It’s a poten- 
tially fatal injury. We’re kind of freaked out.”

THE MUSIC HASN’T CHANGED but the marketplace has: now Lamb of God are

With or without the Wall of Death, expect a 
raging dance floor at the Palladium. “Laid to 
Rest,” the first single from Ashes of the Wake, 
climaxes with a crushing breakdown straight 
out of the Hatebreed school of hard knocks. 
The track also recalls other members of the 
metal elite: the band’s off-kilter rhythms 
could stymie Meshuggah, and Blythe is a 
fuming descendant of Pantera’s Philip 
Anselmo. “Console yourself, you’re better 
alone/Destroy yourself, see who gives a 
fuck,” he hollers, using the disc’s first chorus 
to ward off sellout charges. 

Guitarist Mark Morton, who with Blythe 
writes the band’s lyrics, penned “Laid to 
Rest” in New Orleans last Thanksgiving. “We 
were down there on a day off,” Blythe 
explains, “and his girlfriend had flown in. 
They got into a big fight. It’s a personal song 
he wrote about his relationship, but it could

be applicable to anyone that you have a rela- 
tionship with if they’re not taking care of their 
end of the bargain. He calls it a love song. 
That’s par for the course for us — the lyrics 
are kind of screwed up.” 

“Laid to Rest” aside, on Ashes of the Wake, 
Lamb of God are more concerned with politi- 
cal issues than personal ones. “Send the chil- 
dren to the fire, sons and daughters stack the 
pyre,” Blythe yells on the seething “Now 
You’ve Got Something To Die For.” “Hour- 
glass” and “One Gun” also use the band’s 
lethal precision to condemn war, and during 
Ozzfest, Blythe was an outspoken critic of the 
current administration. “We don’t have a 
specific platform, although we do not like 
President Bush. We think he’s screwing up the 
world. We’re just throwing out what pisses us 
off. If people can relate to that, cool; if they 
can’t, then don’t listen to the record.” 

The title track is a prog-tinged instrumental 
that ends with a spoken testimony from an 
unnamed officer: “I don’t believe in killing 
civilians, and I’m not going to kill civilians for 
the United States Marine Corps.” Guitarists 
Morton and Willie Adler trade gonzo solos on 
the tune with two special guests, Megadeth’s 
Chris Poland and Testament’s Alex Skolnick. 
(Skolnick, who these days performs straight- 
ahead jazz versions of rock songs, is at Ryles in 
Inman Square this Wednesday, October 20.) 
“Our guitar players are huge Testament and 
Megadeth fans,” Blythe says. “They freaked 
out when Skolnick was in the studio doing his 
solo. There were 10 guys crammed into this 
tiny room, just staring at him like, ‘Holy crap, 
it’s Alex Skolnick playing on our record.’ It’s a 
huge honor.” 

Blythe shifts gears on the doomy “Omerta,” 
which shares its title with a latter-day Mario 
Puzo novel. “I’m a Mafia-movie freak, and 
omerta is the Mafioso code of silence. If you 
have problems within the community, you 
don’t appeal to the authorities. That song’s 
about taking care of your own problems and 
not being a wimp. I’m not claiming member- 
ship in the Mafia or advocating some of their 
activities, but I find the concept interesting.” 


OTHER THAN SIGNING to a major-label, 
Lamb of God have done nothing to annoy 
metal purists. They didn’t hire a big-name pro- 
ducer, opting instead to work with Machine 
(Clutch), and there remains little room for 
melody in their menacing grooves. One of their 
Ozzfest tourmates, Atreyu, have earned a simi- 
lar level of success by going the opposite route. 
The current The Curse is Atreyu’s second CD 
for Victory, the rock indie that most resembles 
a major these days. It was produced by 
GGGarth, whose hitmaking résumé (from 
Rage Against the Machine to Trapt) is begin- 
ning to rival that of fellow Vancouverite Bob 
Rock. And the Southern California band write 
hooks to compete with those by labelmates 
Taking Back Sunday, whom they’re joining on 
the road for a month-long stint that'll arrive at 
Avalon in Boston on November 18. 

Atreyu’s “Right Side of the Bed” is one of 
the year’s most exhilarating all-ages rock 
tracks, even though it’s somehow fallen 
through the cracks on radio. The band’s for- 
mula is familiar enough: frontman Alex 
Varkatzas writes the lyrics and handles the 
screaming while drummer Brandon Saller 
sings the melodies. The chorus is more glam 
than emo, despite all the sobbing: “Who's 
sleeping on my side of the bed tonight/Have 
you ever cried so hard/Baby, you just died.” 
The cock-rock vibe extends to the video, which 
includes lots of kissing and old-school guitar 
flash. The verses are mosh-worthy, but serious 
metalheads are filing this one under “not 
quite,” next to Métley Criie and Limp Bizkit. 

That’s just further proof of how Atreyu 
are joining fellow SoCal natives Eighteen 
Visions and Avenged Sevenfold in tweaking 
the definition of metalcore to their own 
specs. These guys can hang with Hatebreed 
when it comes to hardcore cred, but they’re 
also not afraid to wear eye make-up. Instead 
of thrash virtuosity, they go for corporate- 
rock professionalism: star producers are a 
must, and Atreyu session bassist Tom 
MacDonald hails from major-label signees 
Flybanger. Then there’s the goth obsession, 
which explains the vampiric lingerie model 
on the cover of The Curse. 

If Avenged Sevenfold are the progs of SoCal 
metalcore, then Atreyu are its pop-savvy 
romantics. Make that bruised romantics: 
Varkatzas wears his heart on his sleeve, and 
most of the songs here deal in rejection. “The 
Crimson” is his most graphic revenge fantasy: 
“I feel it welling up inside and Robert Smith 
lied, boys do cry/And with blood tears in my 
eyes, I’m an Anne Rice novel come to life.” He 
toughens up on “You Eclipsed by Me,” which 
ditches girl trouble in favor of an old-fashioned 
grudge match. “This Flesh a Tomb” finds him 
blinded by lust, but the euphoria doesn’t last 
long. Varkatzas gets existential on “The 
Remembrance Ballad”: “Does it all simply end 
in a blanket of darkness/What of my soul, 
what of my soul.” The track’s swooning guitar 
harmonies seem designed to court the main- 
stream, as does the Korn-goth muttering the 
singer adopts at the end. 

Guitarists Dan Jacobs and Travis Miguel 
keep up with Varkatzas in terms of flamboy- 
ance, sometimes even flirting with Poison-style 
kitsch. But the band’s songwriting is tight 
enough to keep things from getting too pre- 
tentious. They spend the second half of the 
album cursing their erstwhile lovers before 
coming to an appropriate close on “Five 
Vicodin Chased with a Shot of Clarity.” 
Varkatzas ends up in a “self-made hell” on 
that song, but he rallies the troops to help him 
out of it with a mosh-pit sing-along: “This is 
life/This is struggle/This is love/This is war.” 
Atreyu may be their ex-girlfriends’ worst 
nightmare, but their bloodsucking party metal 
is a boon for glam-happy hardcore kids. a

f you'll excuse a terrible pun: the charac-

new The Unfound Sound (Kimchee) all 
seem to be on thin ice. They’re fragile, full of 
regret and uneasiness, dogged by clouds of 
doubt as they recount yelationship-killing mis- 
takes in numbers like the title tune or do their 
best to live with the consequences in 
“Summer Time” and other songs. 

The music’s a match for those sentiments, 
full of open spaces and built along the spine 
of Aubrey Anderson’s airy 
vocal melodies. It’s a sonic 
terra firma that’s beautiful 
yet threatens to crack 
beneath the pressure of 
asides like “You’re vicious/ 
So am |” in “Pretty Soon.” 
The only aural defense 
against potential collapse 
comes with the churn and 


Anderson and Sean T. 
Drinkwater, which blossom 
into the mix in pleasing and sometimes unex- 
pectedly snarling ways. 

There’s a well-developed esthetic at play in 
the tracks on The Unfound Sound, the Boston- 
based Club’s third album and debut on the 
adventurous Kimchee label that’s set for release 
on November 16. It has precedents in the local 
quiet-rock outfit Galaxie 500 and the more far- 
flung Red House Painters, who specialized in 
lightly sketched complex emotional portraits. 
Anderson, who essentially is Skating Club, says 
his songs evolve through a process he calls 
“creeping production.” “They begin with the 
slow introduction of a theme that usually 
evolves. I know what the chords will be and the 
changes, and I usually have a vocal melody. 
Sometimes I'll do little loops and move the

The lyrics are just half 
the picture, so there’s an emotional element to 
how the instruments and vocals fit together 
that goes beyond either the words or the 
music.

It’s fitting that Anderson considers 
Skating Club’s creative process evolutionary, 
since evolution led him to become the Club’s 
sole charter member. “In the ’90s, I had a 
space-rock band called 
Difference Engine. I 
played as much over- 
the-top loud stuff as I 


could, though I’ve never 
really tried to do more as 


a guitarist than learn 
enough to accompany 
my songs. After a while, 
being in front of super- 


hassle. I also got disillu- 
sioned and distanced 
myself from anything having to do with 
musicmaking for a while.” 

When Anderson felt the urge to return, it 
was to the studio, where he became a special- 
ist at recording DIY oriented indie-rock 
bands. Then he got the urge to DI-Himself, 
and Skating Club was born. Over the course 
of two earlier albums, Skating Club evolved 
as a revolving team of players with Anderson 
as coach. And shows like the one the Club 
play next Friday, October 22, at P.A.’s 
Lounge in Somerville “are really like pick-up 
soccer games.

the personnel. It’ll always come off well as 
long as I have my shit together.” 

The relative looseness of Skating Club’s 
live line-up and instincts is in sharp contrast 
to Anderson’s demeanor in the studio, where, 
he says, “I’m a super control freak.” That’s 
both revealed and rewarded in the spare, 
carefully layered beauty of The Unfound 
Sound. “But my favorite shows are with peo- 
ple who have never played together. Our 
recent sets have been more rocking and up- 
tempo, more pop oriented, which seems 
appropriate for this album.” 

After the P.A.’s gig, Skating Club will 
become weekend warriors, playing short 
strings of shows on the East and West Coasts. 
Anderson has another pool of musicians he 
draws on in Los Angeles. “What’s great about 
these songs and shows is that it’s a discovery 
process. I micro-manage in the studio as the 
songs develop, and for shows, I try to keep my 
focus and let the musicians around me have 
their own creative input within the structure of 
the songs. That way the creative process, to a 
certain extent, is always under way.” 


AS ANY MUSICIAN can tell you, bringing a 
new player into a project sparks new ideas, 
new feels, new textures. Especially when that 
player is as bad-ass as drummer Bernard 
“Pretty” Purdie. Local saxophonist Myanna 
Pontoppidan, who goes by Myanna, tagged 
Purdie for the sessions for her new One Never 
Knows, Do One? (Bridge City), which comes 
out Thursday November 4 and will be cele- 
brated with a show at Scullers in Boston that 
night. 

Myanna was already on track with her new 
CD when she recruited Purdie, whom she 
met at a show he played in Chicago. Purdie is 
an R&B and jazz legend who’s in the 
Guinness Book of World Records as the 
world’s most recorded drummer. He plays on 
five of the album’s nine numbers, adding his 
graceful but insistent push and sculpting the 
grooves. Myanna is also joined by a Boston 
A-team of guitarist Kevin Barry, trumpeter 
Scott Aruda, and drummer Marty Richards as 
well as Hammond B-3 organist Ken Clark. 

Myanna has had her own voice as a 
player right from her first group, Lilith, a 
Northampton-based outfit that she joined in 
the ’70s. She was also a member of the popu- 
lar 80s Boston group Girls’ Night Out, who 
are contemplating some reunion shows. And 
when she’s not playing her own tunes on the 
bandstand, she can be found in the R&B 
party band the Love Dogs. 

In part, the latter outfit accounts for the 
increase in muscle and blood that brings One 
Never Knows, Do One? to more vivid life than 
her two earlier solo albums, Myanna (1991) 
and After Hours (1997). Original tunes like 
“Chillin’ at the Lake” swing harder; there’s 
also just a little more grit and grease in her 
tone, whether she’s playing alto, baritone, 
tenor, Or soprano sax. 

“I wanted to focus more on what’s coming 
from my heart and the heart of the music that 
I’ve been writing,” she says, outlining the MO 


for her new disc. “So I think this brings me a 
little farther away from the smooth-jazz area, 
where I’ve been categorized. A lot of smooth 
jazz is based around production. I wanted to 
get deeper into the songs and the most soulful 
aspects of my playing. So I made the specific 
choice to make the album less produced. 
Almost everything on the CD was recorded 
live in the studio, and there are no synthesiz- 
ers, which makes it all sound more organic. 
Working that way also left all the players 
room for improvisation.” 

Then there’s the Love Dogs factor. “I’ve 
been playing for the last 10 years in the Love 
Dogs, which is a jump-blues band. Doing that 
kind of music, my playing is more aggressive. 
The whole genre is more organic and basic. It 
would be wrong to try to slip some Michael 
Brecker licks into a blues tune. So though the 
whole vibe in my own group is completely dif- 
ferent, I think there’s been some crossover 
between the two.” 

Myanna’s fans won’t have to wait as long 
for her next album: she cut 15 numbers dur- 
ing the One Never Knows, Do One? sessions 
and is writing more. “I hope to go back into 
the studio and put something else out in a 
year.” As for that title: fans of the classic jazz, 
blues, and ragtime pianist Fats Waller will rec- 
ognize the phrase, which he occasionally 
interjected in his vocal performances and 
used to comic effect in the great African- 
American movie musical Stormy Weather. “I 
just love that little phrase. It’s a wonderful 
statement on life.” 


ALONG THOSE LINES, one never knows 
where a cool new venue will open up. The lat- 
est is the carriage house at the Larz Anderson 
Auto Museum in Brookline, where the “True 
Blues Heritage Series” kicks off next Friday, 
October 22, with local stalwarts Chicago Bob 
Nelson and Chris Brown playing a set of 
Louisiana swamp blues.

Norwood native Matt Galle has started a label called 
Kickball Records that’s being bankrolled by Interscope 
and distributed by Universal.

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A legend lives 


The rebirth of Brian Wilson’s Smile

here’s very little one can say about 
Brian Wilson’s Smile that hasn’t been 
said over the past 30 years. Except, of 


course, that it’s finally been released. In fact, 


the just-released Brian Wilson Presents 
Smile (Nonesuch) achieves the near-impos- 
sible feat of being richer, deeper, and more 
interesting than the tangled story surround- 
ing it. It’s an album out of time, sounding 
like neither the ’60s nor the present. Rather, 
it evokes a lovely and surreal netherworld 
that Wilson, who brings Smile to the 
Orpheum tonight, October 14, began stak- 
ing out in the ’60s and has finally come 
around to re-exploring. 

Originally conceived as a Beach Boys 
album for release in late 1966 — the same 
year that saw the release of Pet Sounds and 
the “Good Vibrations” single — Smile is 
often called the most famous unreleased 
album in history. Yet that phrase isn’t quite 
accurate, because there never was a finished 
Smile album. Instead, there was a series of 
extremely ambitious sessions that collapsed 
around the same time Brian Wilson did. 
Smile was to have been the teenage sympho- 
ny, the psychedelic masterwork, the album 
that would bring the Beach Boys the same 
cachet that Sgt. Pepper afforded the Beatles 
(and come out six months earlier, no less). 
Yet Wilson was up against his own declining 
mental state and the lack of support from 
the other Beach Boys. (Singer Mike Love 
apparently freaked when he found out that 
Wilson’s new collaborator Van Dyke Parks 
had written the lyric “Columnated ruins 
domino.”) In the end, Parks was banished, 
and the Beach Boys recorded a substitute 
album (with the confusing title Smiley 
Smile) in a mere week and got on with their 


career, though with lower expectations and 
less of Brian’s input. 

Bits of the original Smile leaked out over 
the years, with a pair of its key tracks 
(“Cabin-Essence” and “Surf’s Up”) appear- 
ing on Beach Boys albums. In the mid ’80s, 
some bootleggers uncovered Smile’s 
planned cover art (a very 60s cartoon of a 
corner shop selling smiley faces) and track 
listing, along with pieces of its unaccounted- 
for numbers. Tantalizing song titles came to 
light — “Do You Like Worms,” “I’m in 
Great Shape” — along with many instru- 
mental fragments and a couple of ringers — 
the early Smile bootlegs had an alleged song 
called “George Fell into His French Horn,” 
just five minutes of a stoned Brian goofing 
with some horn players in the studio. 
Piecing together Smile became either a par- 
lor game or an obsession, depending on 
your level of fandom. And Web sites like 
www.thesmileshop.net — perhaps the only 
site devoted to a single album — showed 
just how obsessed the fans could get. 

The largest amount of Smile music turned 
up on the 1994 Beach Boys box Good 
Vibrations, which put most of the findable 
fragments into a half-hour suite. These 
pieces proved that Smile would indeed have 
been a visionary piece, doing unheard-of 
things with rock harmonies and orchestra- 
tion. Yet it all sounded a little dark and cere- 
bral, and this suggested that the openly 
emotive Pet Sounds would still have been the 
better album. 

Enter the real heroes of this story, the Los 
Angeles band the Wondermints. Never has a 
wandering rock legend had a more sympa- 
thetic back-up band than this LA group, 
who not only have toured as his backing 
band but have gone into the studio with the 
intention of reproducing his most complex 


productions. They’ve added some extra 
players, including long-time Beach Boys 
sideman Jeffrey Foskett; they’ve also steered 
Wilson away from the greatest hits and 
toward his artier material, even bringing 
back Parks to orchestrate a live run-through 
of Pet Sounds four years ago. 

For his part, Wilson has kept his famous 
mental problems, which include stage fright, 
pretty much in check, though it’s been an 
up-and-down thing: at an Avalon show two 
years ago, you came away remembering 
either his heartfelt delivery of “Surf’s Up” 
or the dodgy moment afterward when he 
complained out loud that his Teleprompter 
wasn’t working. Earlier this year, Wilson 
quietly released an all-new album, Getting’ 
In over My Head (Rhino), that’s typical of 
his post-comeback output. Some of its 
songs date back to the scrapped 1992 album 
Sweet Insanity; others come from a short- 
lived collaboration with former Bostonian 
and pop expert Andy Paley. It’s bright and 
melodic, charming in its emotional openness 
(almost every song refers to the healing he 
got from his wife, Melinda) but trying too 
hard, and a little too successfully, to sound 
like a modern adult-contemporary effort. 

Smile operates in a different realm alto- 
gether. With the help of Parks and the 
Wondermints, Wilson has made it sound as 
if he and the Beach Boys had finished the 
original project. Although all the recordings 
are new, the arrangements on the original 
tapes are closely re-created, including the 
shifting string and keyboard parts on “Roll 
Plymouth Rock” (a little moment that the 
High Llamas’ Sean O’Hagan has built his 
entire career on) and the jarring rushes of 
harmony on “Cabin-Essence.” In fact, there 
are no full songs here that fans haven’t 
already heard, from either the released ver- 
sions or the bootlegs. The real accomplish- 
ment was to assemble all the pieces, making 
sense and structure out of what had been 
unfinished songs and segue snippets. Smile 
now has the emotional kick of Pet Sounds 
and then some. 

The segues are largely responsible for that, 
with the bits assembled into three continuous 
suites. The first is concerned with Ameri- 
cana, the second with childhood; the third is

the long-rumored “Elements Suite.” 
(Themes also recur from one suite to the 
next.) A playful piano theme runs through 
the childhood section, setting up the sad and 
reflective “Surf’s Up,” which Wilson sings 
more fittingly as a troubled adult than he did 
as a 23-year-old. (Although he strains for 
some of the high notes, his vocals through- 
out are the first really good ones he’s record- 
ed in decades.) And some of the completed 
bits — like the wacky “On a Holiday,” for- 
merly just an instrumental — reveal that 
Smile was meant to be more upbeat than the 
boots have suggested. Likewise, the “Ele- 
ments Suite” climaxes with the lyric-less 
“Fire/Mrs. O’Leary’s Cow,” apparently the 
song that most scared Wilson into scrapping 
the album the first time. (It’s the one 1966 
track that’s never been officially released.) 
The placement of instruments is slightly 
tweaked in this version: the screaming 
strings remain, but the wicked fuzz bass line 
is now right up front. It’s still a nightmare, 
but now it’s one that rocks. 

That song also sets up the one Smile 
moment that refers to Wilson’s latter-day 
mental struggles, and the moment that 
could have ruined the album if it hadn’t 
been handled so well. His voice left alone 
after the “Fire” outburst, he sings some 
newly written lyrics: “Is it hot as hell in here 
or is it me? I guess it’s just a mystery.” The 
singer eases his mind by imagining himself 
in Hawaii, a personal vision of Paradise. 
This interlude dissolves into a reprise of 
“Prayer,” the wordless chant that opens the 
album — and then slams into the finale of 
“Good Vibrations,” here given alternate 
lyrics (taken from one of the early demos) 
that make it more of a wide-eyed love song. 
Thus Smile gets its 35-year payoff: peace of 
mind, the redemptive power of love, and 
Heaven as a place with great surfing. 

Of course, fans can speculate endlessly 
about whether Wilson really did the assem- 
bly work on Smile or whether his collabora- 
tors covered for him. “His role was pivotal 
and central,” insists Van Dyke Parks over 
the phone from his home in Los Angeles. 
“Did he make up his mind to do it? Yes. 
And was it tough? Very. And very expensive, 
folks. He has a continuing problem with 
auditory hallucinations, that’s part of his 
DNA. And he’s a man who keeps hope alive; 
that’s what he represents to me.” 

Is the new Smile the same album Parks 
and Wilson would have finished in 1966’- 
67? “Well, let’s be honest here for a mo- 
ment, though I usually believe that should 
be avoided at all costs: | don’t knaw. Be- 
cause I lack the subtleties and nuances of 
my previous mindset on it. But I have a feel- 
ing we did the most dutiful job and the least 
invasive surgery on it.” 

Parks was a young session man when 
Wilson brought him into the ‘original Smile 
sessions; he’s since developed a significant 
career as a maverick composer and cult 
hero. “Brian and I met at ‘Good Vibra- 
tions.’ | remember that song on Dick , 
Clark’s American Bandstand; the kids were 
just boogieing to that song. And there was : | 
the part in the middle where the rhythm ;

He sent me a melody the other day 
that’s so reminiscent of Hoagy Carmichael 
and beyond, and I’m trying to find a way to 
use it and serve the hitmeister that he is.

The new complete Davis, 1963-64

Imost every note on all seven discs 
a of Seven Steps: The Complete 

Recordings of Miles Davis, 1963—64 
(Legacy) is worth hearing, a claim that 
can’t be made for every 
Columbia Miles Davis 
multi-disc set. The Gil 
Evans and Jack Johnson 
boxes, for example, sur- 
round the original (and 
unarguably essential) 
albums with so many 
alternate, incomplete, and 
unedited takes as to be 
fanatics-only compila- 
tions. With masic from 
more than six top-shelf 
Davis albums and eight 
previously unreleased 
tracks, Seven Steps, on 
the other hand, is both 
brilliant and thorough. 

The set covers the 
months prior to the arrival 
of Wayne Shorter, when 
either George Coleman or 
Sam Rivers held the saxo- 
phone chair, and it chron- 
icles the increasingly dar- 
ing rhythm-section experi- 
ments of Herbie Hancock, 
Ron Carter, and Tony 
Williams. This may have 
been a transitional period 
in the Davis quintet, but the music rarely 
sounds uncertain. In fact, one of his great- 
est performances, the New York 
Philharmonic Hall concert that fills two 
discs, was recorded with “transitional” 
Coleman aboard. 

Falling as he does between Coltrane 
and Shorter, Coleman is the unsung tenor 
hero of the Miles Davis story. A hard-bop 
gladiator of fearsome proportions, he has 
the quintessential hard-bop combination 
of virility and smarts. He can crunch 
notes with the speed and fervor of 
Coltrane, but he can cook up a bad-ass 
blues swagger as well. 

Seven Steps to Heaven marks the arrival 
of the new rhythm threesome. It opens 
with a California rhythm team featuring 
pianist Victor Feldman and drummer 
Frank Butler that ting-a-lings along serv- 
iceably but never ignites the proceedings. 
It’s the only disappointing music in the 
set. Back in New York, Davis brings 
Hancock and Williams aboard, and what a 
difference! Williams’s aggressive hurry-up- 
hurry-up-hurry-up ride cymbal provokes 
Davis and Coleman into action. You can 
sense them figuring out new phrasing, new 
spots in which to leave space, as they push 
themselves to match his speed and agility. 
Hancock’s comping — harmonically fresh, 
and attuned to every fluctuation in 
Williams’s attack — provides further 
inspiration. They were on to something 
new, and Davis knew it. 

Shortly afterward, Davis, infuriated 
that Columbia had released Quiet Nights 
(an inferior compilation of an aborted Gil 
Evans date and a track from the Seven 
Steps session), vowed not to work with 
producer Teo Macero for the remainder 
of his contract. The result was that his 
next albums were concert recordings. The 
first, recorded at the Antibes Festival in 
France, is remarkable for the fresh ideas 
the band mine on the Davis warhorses 
“Walkin’ ” and “Bye Bye Blackbird,” 
which they take at a relaxed tempo that- 
encourages some of the best playing on

the date. The rhythm section just won’t 
let Miles coast, and his engagement with 
their ideas is sublime. 

The quintet reached their apex at Phil- 
harmonic Hall in a benefit concert for 
black-voter registration. Davis waived the 





band’s fee without telling the members, 
and the resulting tension within the group 
inflamed the music. Miles bristles and 
slashes viciously on versions of “So What,” 
“Joshua,” and “Four,” all of which are 
taken at a mad gallop. The ballads, espe- 
cially “Stella by Starlight,” have a pressur- 
ized lyricism that often borders on the 
explosive. The rhythm section’s elasticity is 
at an exhilarating peak too, slippery and 
unpredictable no. matter the tempo. 
Coleman is at his cockiest, alternating 
between a rippling harmonic attack on 
“Walkin’ ” and a funky melodicism on “All 
of Me.” 

Coleman left after the Philharmonic Hall 
triumph, and Williams recommended his 
Boston mentor Sam Rivers as a replace- 





ment. Rivers was a provocative choice, 
with free-jazz proclivities that had the 
potential to stretch the band in new direc- 
tions. As it turned out, he was a near- 
miss, though hardly a failure. On the 
Tokyo concert released from his stint with 
the group, he sticks to the harmonic struc- 
tures of the tunes all the way, but his 
sense of space and phrasing doesn’t quite 
mesh. Miles is playing it a bit safe too, and 
the overall effect isn’t as pulse-pounding 
as it is with Coleman. 

After great effort, Miles at last coaxed 
Shorter away from Art Blakey’s Jazz 
Messengers, and his arrival is one of the 
great “ah-ha” moments in jazz. The final 
disc, originally released as Live in Berlin, 
comes from their first tour. It’s obvious 
from the opening notes of Shorter’s 
“Milestones” solo that here was the perfect 
saxophonist for the band. The harsh beau- 
ty of his tone and his uncanny ability to 
throw down a fresh response to the 
rhythm section’s careering path through 
numbers like “Autumn Leaves” and “So 
What” provided the goad to further inno- 
vation that the group needed. Seven Steps 
not only offers great music, it gives you a 
sense of history unfolding. And in the 
arrival of Wayne Shorter, almost a sense 
of destiny fulfilled.

PJ HARVEY: 
BOTH SIDES NOW 


Anyone who'd heard PJ Harvey’s sixth 
and latest album, Uh Huh Her (Island), 
knew it wouldn’t be easy to predict what 
to expect from her on stage this time 
around, a dozen years since the diminu- 
tive rock diva first hit these shores with a 
tiny dress, a big blooze-punk guitar, and 
a stripped-down trio who did little more 
than that dress to cover her raw emo- 
tional outcries. The past 12 years have 
seen her evolve in challenging and often 
unexpected ways, first teaming up in 
1993 with punk producer Steve Albini 
for the scabrous yet seductive Rid of Me 
before dropping her guitar and gussying 
herself up in a blood-red evening gown 
to front a larger avant-rock ensemble in 
the wake of the electro-organic excur- 
sions of 1995’s To Bring You My Love 
(both on Island). Ever since, it seems 
she’s been on a quest to find a happy 
(or unhappy, as the case may be) medi- 
um between those two sides of her 
musical personality: the guitar-wielding 
screamer and the master of mood and 
texture; the confessional woman on the 
verge of a nervous breakdown and the 
poetic storyteller a step or two removed 
from the protagonists of 1998’s Is This 
Desire? (Island). It’s a shame when she 
doesn’t strap on a guitar; it can also be 
disappointing when she allows that gui- 
tar to get in the way of her subtler side. 
Wearing a bright yellow Pop-art dress 
that featured a silk-screened image of 
Harvey herself across the front, Polly 
Jean played to both of her strengths last 
Friday at Avalon on what appeared to be 


| her birthday. (Her band mates wished 


her a happy one, and she emerged for 

the encore in one of those pointy birth- 
day-party hats.) Without a guitar of her 
own, she tore into “Who the Fuck,” the 
confrontational first track from the new 


| album and a song that hinges on the line 


“I’m not like other girls.” Harvey made 
the most of a relatively new set-up that 
featured the three-man backing band of 
long-time drummer Rob Ellis, guitarist 
Josh Klinghoffer, and one-time Fall 
bassist Dingo. Since Klinghoffer was 
capable of following Ellis beat for beat 


| ona drum kit of his own (as he did on 


one number), Ellis was free to switch to 


| keyboards. Which meant that no materi- 


al would be off limits, and indeed, 
Harvey drew on a wide range of materi- 
al from her back catalogue. 

There were audible cheers from the 
audience when a roadie arrived with 
Harvey’s trusty black Telecaster four 
songs into the set. She strapped it on as 
Ellis pounded out the beat to “Dress,” 
the track from her debut album that first 


| got her noticed on these shores. Then 


Ellis and Klinghoffer both hammered 


| away behind her on a deeper cut from 
| that debut CD, “Victory,” setting the 


tone for a set that, for all its diversity, 
seemed to peak whenever Harvey was at 
her most raucous and bloozy.

PRESIDENTS OF 


| THE UNITED STATES 
"OF AMERICA: 
"BACK IN WHITE 


It’s been almost a decade since 
Presidents of the United States of 
America stumbled on an unlikely hit 
with their homonymous debut, a light- 
hearted and unabashed offering from 
the traditionally gloomy alternative-rock 
landscape of rainy Seattle. The group 
were dismissed by many as a novelty act, 
and given their nonsense songs about 
kitties and peaches plus instrumentation 
that included a two-string “basitar” and

a three-string “guitbass,” that was an 
easy argument to make. But the trio’s 
tunes were catchy and infused with a 
sense of humor and a lack of pretension 
that were refreshing in the mid ’90s. In 
1996, they sophomore-slumped with I 
(Columbia); by early ’98, they'd called it 
quits with a farewell show and a rarities 
disc called Pure Frosting (Columbia). 
After pursuing projects independently, 
then working with Sir Mix-a-Lot on a 
project that failed to materialize, the 
three Presidents reverted to an indie 
label for 2000’s Freaked Out and Small 
(Music Blitz), an album that got little or 
no attention. 

But it appears that Presidents stock 
has risen once again, with the release of 
a fairly respectable fourth album, Love 
Everybody, on their own PUSA label and 
a full-fledged tour that hit the Paradise 
last Friday. Their set drew primarily 
from their first album and their new 
one, but whereas the band were visibly 
more excited about the new tunes, the 
young crowd was more juiced up for the 
throwbacks. I saw at least seven pair of 
people high-five when drummer Jason 
Finn started pounding out the intro to 
“Lump.” And you couldn’t really blame 
them. Love Everybody still evinces a fun- 
loving attitude, meaningless lyrics, and 
collective five-strings. But principal 
songwriter Chris Ballew has traded the 
clever quirkiness and catchy melodies 
for predictable pop clichés and lyrics 
that are more silly than funny. That’s 
not to say there’s nothing redeeming 
about the new material, but it didn’t 
help that at Avalon they failed to play the 
two best tracks from Love Everybody: 
“Clean Machine,” with its thick, distort- 
ed basitar hooks, and the new-wavish 
“Drool at You,” with its Cars-influenced 
synth line. 

Dressed in tight white shorts and a 
“Presidential Physical Fitness Awards” 
T-shirt, Ballew bounded around the 
stage like a hyped up high-school gym 
teacher. Even when the songs fell flat, 
his enthusiasm was infectious. At one 
point, he instructed the crowd to imag- 
ine that there were 15,000 people 
behind them. Eight or nine years ago, he 
might not have been kidding.

BRAD MEHLDAU: 
RELAXED INTENSITY 


With the concert business hurting on 
just about every level — one local book- 
er recently told me he hasn’t seen it this 
bad since 1992, just before Bill Clinton 
was elected president — it was gratify- 
ing to see a solo jazz pianist fill a club 


SHE’S NOT LIKE OTHER GIRLS, and PJ Harvey proved it Friday at 





on a Wednesday night, and going up 
against a West Coast Red Sox playoff 
game at that. The performer was 34- 
year-old Brad Mehldau, who’s best 
known for fronting one of the finest 
piano trios in memory but these days is 
playing some dates in support of Solo 
Piano: Live in Tokyo (Nonesuch). 

In the second of two sold-out sets at 
Scullers last week, Mehldau played a 
familiar — for him — set: “Monk’s 
Mood,” Cole Porter’s “From This 
Moment On,” Simon & Garfunkel’s 
“The Only Living Boy in New York,” 
the original “29 Palms,” the Gershwins’ 
“Someone To Watch over Me,” Radio- 
head’s “Paranoid Android,” Nick 
Drake’s “River Man,” and Lennon & 
McCartney’s “Mother Nature’s Son.” 
That mix — mostly certifiable American 
Songbook classics and oddball contem- 
porary covers — explains his across- 
the-board appeal to graying jazzniks, the 
adult-alternative crowd, and Berklee 
types who grew up with some of the 
newer material. 

The other appeal is Mehldau’s 
unabashed romanticism. Like the great 
piano-balladeers of any genre, he knows 
how to play those slow tempi in an 
unbroken legato line of melody that’s 
supremely effective with just about any 
of the above songs. He supplements his 
readings of the melodies with lush, often 
dense, reharmonizations and all manner 
of fancy fingerwork. Instead of running 
long strings of eighth notes in the right 
hand while the left hand “comps” in the 
bop keyboard style, Mehldau will ham- 
mer a repeated interval or a cramped 
chord in the right hand — like a pedal 
point — while the left runs through 
melodic variations into the deepest end 
of the bass register, sometimes climax- 
ing with grand fortissimo rumbles. Or 
his hands will create complicated simul- 
taneous independent melodies. Working 
his way through a tune’s harmonic pro- 
gressions, Mehldau examines every pos- 
sible voicing of the chords, then snaps 
back into the melody for satisfying tran- 
sitions from verse to chorus to bridge 
(especially on Gershwin and Porter), like 
a perfectly executed double play. Folk 
material like Drake’s and Simon’s, 
meanwhile, comes across in his chord- 
ings like ancient hymns. 

The one thing you hardly ever hear 
from Mehldau is straightforward swing 
or blues. But when he’s lost in one of 
his deep explorations of “Paranoid 
Android,” playing up the contrast 
between Thom Yorke’s plaintive vocal 
line and that driving bass vamp, you 
tend to forget about other kinds of jazz 
piano.

“Hyperballad,” 
its trebly electronics replaced by a 
bass-heavy rock groove, becomes a 
demonstration of devotional bravado. 
“Real Love” is sung as an intentional- 
ly unconvincing renunciation of 
promiscuity. And the swaggering 
braggadocio in Skip James's “Hard 
Time Killing Floor Blues” takes the 
subject matter of gangster rap back to 
its beginnings in African-American

His voice is effective but a bit slight, 
with its narrow range and thin tone, and 
his lyrics sometime lean toward hippie 
cant, but his arrangements — which 
expand his earlier acoustic bluegrass- 
and blues-inflected sound with electric 
textures — and often rich imagery 
counter that with their own mesmeric 
strength. “Oh Father Mine” uses 
acoustic and electric guitars, organ, 
drums, and a gentle vocal melody to 
capture the swirl of emotions that come 
with the loss of a parent. Furtado is 
also very good at establishing grooves, 
whether they're powered by gritty elec- 
tric guitar, like “These Chains,’ which is 
about seeking spiritual freedom, or a 
full-ensemble sound that uses banjo, 
bass, drums, and accordion to embel- 
lish solid riffs like the Bo Diddley beat 
that holds down the bottom of “Good 
Stuff” Furtado melds a jam-band ees- 
thetic with deep traditional roots on 
many entries, including “Swayback 
Jim,” an outsider’s story carried by his 
acoustic guitar that echoes Mississippi 
Fred MacDowell and Appalachian 
banjo man Dock Boggs. An instrumen- 
tal called “Doc’s Bog” is an obvious 
homage, and running the gamut of 
emotional triggers that a slide-guitarist 
is capable of, from low, dirty growls to 
sweet purring and crying volume 
swells, it's proof that Furtado hasn't 
neglected his chops in the course of 
his investigation of songwriting.

Then, 
following the recording of Sirius Call- 
ing, bassist Malachi Favors died this 
past January at age 76 
Sirius Calling lives up to the band's 
motto, “Great Black Music Ancient to 
the Future,” while dropping their weak- 
est suits, the occasional forays into pop 
funk and reggae. Instead, this mix of 
free bop, serial-style kabuki collective 
improvs, chamber jazz, and African 
percussion workouts is definitive of the 
band at their best. They also avoid the 
Stamina- and form-defying lengthy 
jams of past recordings, keeping things 
succinct: seven of the 14 tracks come 
in under four minutes, and none breaks 
10. That opening annunciatory series 
of wide, half-sour soprano-sax intervals 
over deciamatory free bass and full- 
throttle drum pulse on the title track 
puts one back in the heart of the AEC’s 
greatness. There’s a nice mid-tempo 
bop tune with walking bass (Roscoe 
Mitchell's “Til Autumn”), a trio for reeds 
and bowed bass (“Come On Y'All’), a 
percussion/bass passage that quotes 
“A Love Supreme,” and a spacious, or- 
chestral deployment of bells and other 
percussion that conjures West Africa or 
Bali depending on your point of view. 
Sirius Calling demonstrates just how 
deliberate and poised so-called “free” 
jazz can be.

Wilson has a sweet, soft-edged 
guileless voice that’s easy on the ears, 
whether she’s delivering her own 
heartbreaker “Sun Going Down” 
(made more poignant by crying slide 
dobro) or sashaying through stan- 
dards ranging from a blithe, fiddle- 
driven “What a Little Moonlight Can 
Do” to the Ma Rainey homage “Oh 
Papa Blues.” The expert band get 
turned loose, too, with the instrumen- 
tals “Organ Grinders Swing” and 
Duke Ellington's “C Jam Blues.” Which 
makes this album well-balanced and 
thoroughly entertaining.

Each configuration has an “e- 
brain” plugged into the Internet. The 
notion might conjure up Matrix com- 
parisons, though Mamoru Oshii’s ini- 
tial cyberpunk anime (based on a 
long-existing manga) hit the screen in 
1995, four years before The Matrix 
dazzled audiences.

* *& & & THE BATTLE OF ALGIERS (Criterion Collection). Set in Algiers between 1954 
and 1960, both inside and outside the Casbah (the Arab ghetto that Julien Duvivier's roman- 
tic 1937 melodrama Pépé le Moko made famous to international audiences), Gillo Pontecor- 
vo's seminal movie chronicles the struggle of the Algerian people for independence from 
their French masters. Its collective hero, the National Liberation Front, is embodied in the 
figure of Ali-la-Pointe (Brahim Haggiag), a petty thief who's radicalized in prison by the exe 
cution of an NLF inmate. But its spokesman, in a brilliant strategic move by Pontecorvo and 
co-writer Franco Solinas, is Colonel Mathieu (Jean Martin), the imported French officer in 
charge of the counter-revolutionary campaign, who phrases the Marxist arguments that his 
enemies act out by instinct. Pontecorvo and Solinas don't stoop to caricature to build their 
case against colonialism: Martin is not only articulate but elegantly civilized, and none of his men is a brute. In the centerpiece sequence, the NLF sends 
three women out of the Casbah to pick up bombs and deposit them in crowded public places — the Air France terminal, a café, a milk bar where 





| young people go to dance. The three women's faces are remarkably expressive, though they hold themselves absolutely in check. After they've depart- 


ed, Pontecorvo lingers on these bystanders moving inexorably and unknowing to the last moment of their lives — the dancing teenagers, the laughing 
bartender. His acknowledgment that revolutionary action claims real victims, not just statistics, tears you apart, because he’s employed all his filmmak 
ing skill to make the case that terrorism is the one of the few effective resources open to the NLF. Watching The Battle of Algiers — and especially this

* ** JAPON (Tartan Video). Carlos Reygadas's extremely demanding, often accomplished first feature has an unnamed, fading, weather-beaten 
Man (Alejandro Ferretis, who has the fried, melancholy demeanor of today's Al Pacino) picking his way through rural, non-tourist Mexico in search of a 
tiny village at the bottom of a canyon where he can rest for a bit, compose himself, and then commit suicide. He goes down, down, down, but after 
reaching the crude town, he retreats and goes up a bit (directions are very symbolic), climbing to a house on the edge of the canyon where he can rent 
a bed. He will sleep in the barn of an aging, arthritic woman whose name is Ascen (Magdalena Flores) and who is as humble as she is charitable. Slow- 
ly, the Man, who is not religious, seems to discover some crack of hope from the company of this pious old lady, whose meager home is pasted with 
pictures of Jesus. Meanwhile, each time he tries to shoot himself, he lacks the will. Lying on his cot (it was the bed of Ascen’s husband), he has eerie 
sexual dreams, and they involve Ascen. Can her Christianity also resuscitate the Man through a sacrificial act of fornication? Japdn demonstrates Rey- 
gadas's ode of allegiance to uncompromising, spiritually mesmerized European masters, and more than anyone else to Robert Bresson and his grim 
minimalist, Hell-on-Earth brand of Catholicism (note Reygadas's use of Bresson’s favored piece of music, Bach's St. Matthew Passion). But there's 
some Luis Bufuel, too, in the unsentimentalized, grotesque peasant cast. As for the film's title (“Japan”), its meaning is never revealed. It's the ultimate 
mystery in this most cryptic and yet compelling of Mexican movies.

* * 1/2 BUSH'S BRAIN (Tartan Video). In 1986, incumbent Democratic Texas governor Mark White was pulling even in the polls with Republican chal- 
lenger Bill Clements when in the final days of the election Clements's campaign manager claimed to have found a listening device in his office. The Re- 
publicans claimed the Democrats planted it, the Democrats insisted that it was a Republican ploy, and in the bogus controversy that followed, all the is- 
sues were forgotten and Clements won. Need it be said that Clements's campaign manager was Karl Rove? That's one of the more illuminating details 
in Joseph Mealey & Michael Paradies Shoob's resumé of the shadowy genius behind the Republican takeover of the country, and it should evoke a 
sense of déja vu and dread as we near November 2. From his stabbing a trusting pal in the back to become head of the College Republicans in 1973 to 
his smear campaigns against Ann Richards, John McCain, Max Cleland (though not brought up in the film, the swiftboat ads are second nature to him) 
and many others, Rove stops at nothing to win. Nothing new there, and the filmmakers, adapting the book by James C. Moore and Wayne Slater (who 
take up more than their share of screen time), fail to dig very deep or connect many dots. Instead, they insert at the end a teary tribute to one of the 
fallen in the Iraq war. Heart-rending, to be sure, and multiplied now more than a thousand-fold, but so shamelessly manipulative you'd think it had been 
thought up by Karl Rove himself. (80m) 


* *& 1/2 THE MOTHER (Columbia TriStar). Newly widowed suburban grandmother May (Anne Reid) moves into the London flat of her daughter, Paula 
(Cathryn Bradshaw), and embarks on a passionate affair with Paula's boyfriend, Darren (Daniel Craig), a rugged carpenter half May's age. Writer Hanif 
Kureishi (My Beautiful Laundrette, Sammy and Rosie Get Laid, London Kills Me) and director Roger Michell (Notting Hill) have conceived this romantic 
relationship in general terms: in their scenes together, May and Darren are just an older woman with a younger man. On her own, May, sensitively 
played by Reid, is passive, stolid, and a little complacent, and the film seems, if not embarrassed by her, at least unclear about what to do with her after 
it’s set her up as a poster child for senior sex. The most interesting character is Paula, a white-wine-tippling, therapy-coddled failed writer who punish- 
es herself for her feelings of inadequacy by having an affair with a married man. Paula's scenes with her mother, whom she accuses of having caused 
all her problems, elicit the film's sharpest acting, writing, and direction. That we never learn to what extent her grievances against May are justified is a 
strength of the film — this ambiguity complicates and deepens May's character and opens up the movie's social critique by hinting that women’s vic- 
timization may be a matrilineal inheritance. Michel's visual preciosity mars the proceedings — with its precarious framing, its gauzy lighting, and its 
shallow-focus flourishes, the cinematography has an ostentatious fussiness that pads rather than undercuts the script’s triter side. Still, The Mother re- 
mains valuable for showing May's entrapment as a social fact and exploring its determinations, internal and external. The death of her husband frees 
her, but it also leaves her, by the end, directionless and more alone than before. A film dedicated to the honest examination of this process compels re- 
spect. (112m) 


1/2 VALENTIN (Miramax). Writer/director Alejandro Agresti’s semi-autobiographical coming-of-age tale builds a glum, dysfunctional world around 
a hopeful eight-year-old boy growing up in Buenos Aires in the late ’60s. As played by Rodrigo Noya, his title hero overcomes these obstacles and wins 
over the audience with his resilience, knowing glances, and wistful voiceovers. Valentin dreams of becoming an astronaut, and his biggest obstacles to 
success seem at first to be his crossed eyes, his boxy spectacles, and his controlling grandmother (Carmen Maura). Later, the absence of his parents, at 
first a matter of curiosity, grows into something more ominous. Valentin's father (played by Agresti), it turns out, is a womanizing, abusive sod. He asks 
the boy to spend an afternoon with his new girlfriend, Leticia (Julieta Cardinali), a babe in go-go boots; what follows is a manipulative, nostalgic ode to 
lost childhood that succeeds largely on the strength of its pint-sized star. In Spanish with English subtitles. (86m) 


* * THE DAY AFTER TOMORROW (Fox). Experts have scoffed at its scientific validity, but for us the most unbelievable suggestion in Roland Em- 
merich’s environmental disaster blockbuster is that Dick Cheney might actually apologize for something. Cheney look-alike Kenneth Becker plays Vice 
President Becker, and he brings to mind September 11 Commission revelations when he brusquely blows off palEoclimatologist Jack Hall (Dennis 
Quaid), who has warned him that global warming is shutting down the Gulf Stream, ushering in a new Ice Age, and worse. When the mega-tornadoes 
lay waste to Los Angeles and a tsunami washes over the Statue of Liberty, Becker has second thoughts — too late, of course, to stop the monumental 
CG! shitstorm Emmerich gleefully orchestrates. It's like every disaster movie wrapped into one, laying waste to all the landmarks left standing after Em- 
merich's Independence Day. Not 10 minutes pass without an image springing up with the spectacular surreality of the climactic scene from Planet of 
the Apes. And for those who find the human interest dwarfed, like the characters, by the effects, Emmerich tags on a father-son reconciliation subplot 
in which Hall searches for his son (Jake Gyllenhaal), who's snowbound in the New York Public Library. An impressive version of the Apocalypse, but this 








film is not so much a prophecy about tomorrow as it is a reminder of disasters past. The scariest, funniest moment comes when the feckless president 
tums to his veep and asks, “What do you think?” (124m) 


* 1/2 RAISING HELEN (Buena Vista). “Helen Harris,” this movie's press kit tells us, “is living the life she always dreamed of. Her career at a top Man- 
hattan modeling agency is on the rise; she spends her days at fashion shows and her nights at the city's hottest clubs.” After 10 minutes of this crap, 
you can't help praying that something bad happens. Then Helen's sister and brother-in-law die in a car crash, she’s put in charge of their three children, 
and you feel a bit guilty. But we're in director Garry Marshall's world, where smiles always follow tears, and in the end, the accident is the best thing 
that ever happened! Helen (Kate Hudson) may lose her job and be in over her head as a “mom,” but the resolution is never in doubt. Marshall lays on 
the sentimentality thick, and he skillfully, if superficially, juggles a number of relationships. But Helen’s rivalry with her anal, disapproving older sister 
(Joan Cusack) is the only conflict that feels real and painful. Otherwise, it can be laughable how quickly she dons her Superwoman cape. John Corbett 
and Helen Mirren co-star.

* BREAKIN’ ALL THE RULES (Columbia TriStar). Daniel Taplitz’s film starts with a clever premise: break-ups should be like firings, complete with a 
handbook and a universally acknowledged set of guidelines. It's the Donald Trump approach to relationships. When Quincy (Jamie Foxx) is dumped by 
his fiancée, he realizes that if she had done a better job of it, he wouldn't be so shattered. In response, he writes a bestseller on how to end a relation- 
ship. Then, unfortunately, the high jinks begin. He meets a woman (Gabrielle Union) who is dating his cousin (Morris Chestnut), who turns to him for 
break-up advice. Naturally, Quincy falls for her, and though Foxx and Union generate some chemistry, there isn't much they can do with the story 
they've been handed. Foxx has a recurring — and creepy — bit about how a man in love should be able to bite through his own flesh. Don’t ask how 
he arrived at that Hannibal Lecter conclusion. A ridiculous and unfunny subplot involving Quincy's publisher (Peter MacNiccol) and the golddigger who 
won't take no for an answer makes the film drag, and Taplitz lacks the finesse to gloss over the script’s weaknesses. Foxx and Union deserve better — 
they should consider breaking up with their agents. (85m)

Two high-definition underwater re- 
mote-operated video cameras were 
specially created for the film and ma- 
neuvered within the ship's wreckage to 
reveal hidden treasures of the luxury 
liner, such as the undamaged stained- 
glass windows in the dining room and 
a glass and carafe intact upon a shelf 
in a cabin. Such details are haunting, 
unlike the phony “ghost” passengers 
and crew superimposed over the un- 
derwater images or Paxton’s blithering 
and self-important voiceover narration. 
As for the 3-D element, it's mostly a 
gimmick and distraction and is only 
briefly used. The underwater ex- 
ploratory technology is the real deal 
here but is only cursorily explained; it 
deserves a documentary of its own 
without Cameron's bells and whistles 
(59m) New England Aquarium. 

* * 1/2 GLOOMY SUNDAY: EIN LIED 
VON LIEBE UND TOD (1999). Rolf 
Schiibel’s film is inspired by a 1930s 
American song that allegedly drove 
people to suicide. A few years back, 
Laszl6 (Joachim Krol), the Jewish 
owner of the Restaurant Szabo, saved 
the life of Hans (Ben Becker) after 
Hans had thrown himself into the 
Danube. Hans was heartbroken be- 
cause llona (Erika Marozsan), the 
beautiful woman Laszl6 now shares 
with his pianist, Andras, had rejected 
him. Hans (Ben Becker) has returned 
to Budapest resplendent in his SS uni- 
form, but he proves less than grateful 
as the lovers’ fragile ménage contends 
with the Third Reich. In their favor, per- 
haps, is the title tune, which in this fan- 
ciful version of the actual story is com- 
posed by Andras. He was the Marilyn 
Manson of his day, for the song be- 
came a worldwide hit, inspiring, so the 
legend goes, countless suicides 
around the world (Billie Holiday's ver- 
sion is like a beckoning revolver at 
4 a.m.).

PRISONER OF AZKABAN (2004). 
The third and so far best of the Harry 
Potter movies has the advantage of 
being based on J.K. Rowling's most 
Satisfying book and being directed by 
Alfonso Cuaron, who breaks director 
Chris Columbus's death grip on the 
franchise. The choice of Cuarén was 
as inspired as it was logical — in films 
as varied as 1995's A Little Princess 
and 2001’s Y tu mama también, his 
main themes have been the death of 
innocence and sexual awakening. Al- 
though there is, of course, no actual 
sex in The Prisoner of Azkaban, the 
whiff of puberty is everywhere. Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe) and his best friends 
at Hogwarts Academy, Ron Weasley 
(Rupert Grint) and Hermione Granger 
(Emma Watson), are suddenly looking 
very mature. Hermione and Ron bick- 
er more than usual, with a new under- 
current of puppy-love tension. 
Hermione, willowy in her pink sweat- 
shirt and’ hip-hugger jeans, greets 
womanhood in butt-kicking heroine 
mode, decking snotty blueblood Draco 
Malfoy (Tom Felton) for insulting her

“time turner,” a gizmo that allows her 
to change the course of events. As for 
Harry, there’s trouble on the horizon: 
the mass-murdering wizard Sirius 
Black (Gary Oldman), an alleged fol- 
lower of the evil Lord Voldemort, has 
escaped from Azkaban prison, the Al- 
catraz of wizard clinks, and word on 
the street is that the deranged Black is 
out to kill Harry. In his corner is kindly 
Remus Lupin (David Thewiis), a friend 


of Harry's parents, James and Lily, | 


who's been hired as the school’s new 
Defense Against the Dark Arts 
teacher. Michael Gambon plays Hog- 
warts headmaster Albus Dumbledore 
(the role originated by the late Richard 
Harris) as a caftan-clad old hippie, as 
mischievous as he is mystical. Emma 
Thompson, new to the Potter roster, is 
a hoot in her brief turn as hapless Div- 
ination teacher Sibyll Trelawney, who 
exhorts the students to “look beyond” 
but can't see past her own nose, de- 
spite thick glasses that magnify her 
eyes. Alan Rickman’s screen time as 
Professor Severus Snape has suf- 
fered, but he still wrings maximum im- 
pact from few words. It’s all enough to 
make you hope Cuar6n directs the 
four remaining Potter movies. And 
while he’s at it, maybe he can get hold 
of Hermione’s time turner and go back 
and work his magic on the first two.

**x*xHERO (2002). Everything in 
Zhang Yimou’s film takes place be- 
tween, and around, two figures: a 
powerful king (Chen Daoming) and a 
swordsman, known only as Nameless 
(Jet Li), who seeks to assassinate 
him. Nameless comes to the king's 
palace under the pretext of having 
eliminated the king’s three most dan- 
gerous enemies, the protagonists of 
earlier assassination attempts: Sky 
(Donnie Yen), Broken Sword (Tony 
Leung), and Flying Snow (Maggie 
Cheung). Disbelieving Nameless’s 
first version of events, the king probes 
deeper, and through a process that re- 
sembles the elaboration of a conspira- 
cy theory, something like a truth 
emerges. The prodigious visual work 
of Hero — whose production design, 
costumes, and cinematography (by 
Christopher Doyle), splendid as they 
are, are rendered almost irrelevant by 
the layers of digital special effects ap- 
plied over them — helps evacuate 
time from the film, stylizing the narra- 
tive as a game. And though Hero's 
much-noted “beauty” has no 
justification other than to decorate a 
space of fantasy, to commemorate a 
disappearance, Zhang's calligraphy of 
the body is primary: Broken Sword’s 
long hair rhyming with his brush filled 
with red ink (in shots intercut with the 
elaborate dance of Flying Snow and 
Nameless as they repel the arrows of 
the king’s archers); Flying Snow 
swirling as she dies. As the king con- 
cludes: “Swordsmanship’s ultimate 
achievement is the absence of the 
sword” — an absence that, at the end 
of the film, we see inscribed, literally, 
on the palace gates.

* xxi Y HUCKABEES (2004). David 
O. Russell's film has the coincidence- 
haunted Albert Markovski (Jason 
Schwartzman) discovering in a bor- 
rowed jacket the business card of “ex- 
istential detectives” Bernard (Dustin 
Hoffman) and Vivian (Lily Tomlin) 
Jaffe, a kind of Nick and Nora Charles 
for the new age, and signing on with 
the duo: Vivian will follow his every 
move and find the missing links in his 
external life, whereupon Bernard will 
dissolve those external links altogeth- 
er, reconnecting Albert with the “blan- 
ket,” the oneness underlying all phe- 
nomena, including that of Albert's illu- 
sory ego. He's not their only client, of 
course: nihilist fireman Tommy (Mark 
Wahlberg demonstrating what a 
skilled comic actor he is) has latched 
onto the dark side of the Jaffes’ Bud- 
dha Lite philosophy as pitched by 
Jaffe apostate Caterine Vauban (a 
gelid Isabelle Huppert).

Title, the company that brought us 
Four Weddings and a Funeral and 
now serves up Richard Loncraine’s 
Wimbledon, can be depended on for 
films with an affable, low-key charm. 
Here, Paul Bettany stars as the 
charming but hapless Peter Colt, an 
aging tennis pro whose brushes with 
greatness have always found him 
choking at the last minute. Making his 
final appearance on the green lawn at 
Wimbledon (so why didn’t this film 








come out in June?), he meets Lizzie 
Bradbury, who's played by Kirsten 
Dunst as a kind of American Maria 
Sharapova. She’s on her way up, he’s 
on his way down; then their affair 
rekindles his love of tennis and he ac- 
tually starts to win. Dunst and Bettany 
are both appealing enough, but Dunst 
in particular seems lost in her role as 
an aggressive athlete, and Bettany, in 
his first starring role, is confined to re- 
turning the easy lobs of romantic-com- 
edy clichés. It’s all enjoyable enough, 
but you may not care whether they win 
or lose.

* x *xTHE YES MEN (2003). This doc- 
umentary directed by Dan Oliman, 
Sarah Price, and Chris Smith (the 
team responsible for American Movie) 
follows a small band of activists 
who've taken on the World Trade Or- 
ganization. Pretending to be represen- 
tatives from the WTO at conferences 
and on television, they offer increas- 
ingly absurd and offensive solutions to 
labor problems, but the joke appears 
to be on them when their recommen- 
dations are taken with utter serious- 
ness. When one member turns up at a 
conference wearing a suit with a giant 
phallus attached and calls it the leisure 
suit of the future, no one bats an eye. 
The outrageousness of the Yes Men's 
stunts is meant to show up the 
hypocrisy of the WTO; the reaction to 
these stunts shows how the WTO got 
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to be what and where it is. Like 
Michael Moore, who makes a brief ap- 
pearance, the Yes Men are promoting 
a specific political agenda, but unlike 
Moore, they manage to be hugely lik- 
able and engaging in the process, and 
without seeming self-serving. (83m)

**1/2 YU-GI-OH! THE MOVIE 
(2004). Japanese manga maven Ry6- 
suke Takahashi's franchise is a popu- 
lar comic book, an animated TV show, 
and a card game that allows kids to 
wage make-believe battles with fan- 
tastic creatures like bug-eyed toons 
and fierce dragon-bots. Now, in- 
evitably, it's a movie. The premise: the 
soul of an Egyptian pharaoh inhabits 
the body of the young title hero (voiced 
by Dan Green), making him the 
Michael Jordan of monster dueling. 
That is, until his chief rival, Seto Kaiba 
(Eric Stuart), enlists the aide of Anubis 
(the Egyptian god of the dead), and 
the game spins from a virtual-reality 
shootout to a colosseum grudge 
match where the existence of the 
world hangs in the balance. The art- 
work by director Hatsuki Tsuji and his 
team of animators is sharp, but it pales 
before state-of-the-art CGI. The script 
packs some wit, though, with a beast 
whose attack mode is “sludge regurgi- 
tation” and a foppish game creator 
with a penchant for white-wine 
spritzers — which is about how this 
one goes down.
